TO  HIS  EXCELLENCY  EDWARD  GRANVILLE  EARL  OF  ST.  GERMANS, 

LORD  UEUTENANT-GSNERAL  AMD  GENERAL  OOYERMOR  OF  IRELAND. 

May  it  please  your  Excellency, 

In  obedience  to  the  commands  of  the  Earl  of  Eglinton  and  Winton,  com- 
municated by  Lord  Naas's  letter  of  the  23rd  August,  1852,  that  the  Returns  of 
Agricultural  produce  in  Ireland  for  that  year  should  be  procured  in  the  same 
manner  as  heretofore,  we  beg  to  lay  before  your  Excellency  the  following 
Returns  of  the  number  of  holdings,  extent  of  cultivation,  and  quantity  of  stock 
in  each  county,  barony,  and  poor  law  union ;  which,  as  in  former  years,  have  been 
collected  by  the  efficient  aid  of  the  Constabulary  and  Metropolitan  Police,  on 
printed  forms,  and  in  pursuance  of  instructions  supplied  to  them.  To  these 
have  now,  for  the  first  time,  been  added  Returns,  showing  the  number  of  mills 
employed'in  scutching  flax,  and  the  exact  locality  of  each. 

PART  I.— CROPS. 

The  entire  number  of  holdings  in  1852,  exceeding  one  acre  in  extent,  was  Number  of 
554,413,  being  a  decrease  on  the  number  in  1851  of  15,925,  equal  to  2 A  per  Holdings, 
cent.;  this  decrease   extends,  in  different  proportions,  over  every  county,  with 
the  exception  of  Limerick,  in  which  the  holdings  have  increased  from  15,206  to 
15,291.     The  following  table  exhibits  the  changes  referred  to : —

The  counties  showing  the  smallest  diminution  in  the  number  of  holdings  are 
Dublin,  Kildare,  Wicklow,  Cork,  Antrim,  Armagh,  Cavan,  and  Donegal,  in  all  of 
which  the  decrease  is  under  two  per  cent.  The  greatest  decrease  is  in  West- 
meath, King's,  Tipperary,  and  Mayo ;  in  these  it  exceeds  four  per  cent.  The 
number  of  cottier  tenements,  or  holdings  which  do  not  ejcceed  one  acre  in  estent, 
liave  diminished  in  24  counties  by  3,112,  and  have  increased  in  seven  counties 
by  442,  the  total  decrease  in  the  number  of  this  class  being  2,670.  The  counties 
showing  an  increase  are  Donegal  14,  Down  80,  King's  84,  Louth  77,  Mayo  34, 
Roscommon  34,  Waterford  158,  and  Westmeath  11. 
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This  being  the  second  year  in  which  a  more  detailed  classification  as  to  the  size 
of  holdings  was  adopted,  a  comparison  between  the  number  in  each  class  in 
1851  and  1852  is  interesting.  The  following  table  shows  the  number  in  these 
years,  for  every  county,  divided  into  nine  classes : —

Extent  of  Crops. 


The  entire  extent  of  land  under  crop  in  1852  was  found  to  be  5,739,214  acres, 
being  119,737  acres  less  than  that  in  1851.    The  year  1852  is  the  first  since 
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;1847,  (when  these  inquiries  commenced,)  in  which  a  diminished  extent  under 
cultivation,  in  comparison  with  the  preceding  years,  has  been  observed.  The

It  appears  by  the  foregoing  table  that  the  extent  of  almost  every  descrip- 
tion of  crop  has  undergone  important  changes  in  the  past  year ;  the  wheat 
crop,  notwithstanding  the  reduction  of  239,623  acres  between  1847  and  1851, 
underwent  a  further  decrease  between  1851  and  1852  of  150,682  acres^ 
being  nearly  30  per  cent,  on  the  crop  of  1851.  There  was  a  falling  off,  also, 
in  barley,  of  33»141  acres;  in  here,  of  12,414  acres;  in  rye,  of  6,704  acres; 
in  beans,  of  4,911  acres;  in  peas,  of  8,617  acres;  oats,  however,  increased  by 
93,674 acres:  the  entire  reduction  in  white  crops  being  122,795  acres.  Turnips 
were  less  in  extent  in  1852  than  in  1851  by  26,758  acres;  cabbage,  by  510 
acres;  vetches,  by  3,007  acres;  and  other  green  crops,  by  1,163  acres. 
Potatoes,  however,  increased  by  8,031  acres ;  mangel-wurzel,  by  4,983  acres ; 
beet-root,  by  196  acres;  and  carrots,  by  1,431  acres:  making  the  total  decrease 
in  green  crops  16,832  acres.  Flax  fell  off  within  the  same  period  3,528  acres; 
and  rape,  887  acres ;  whilst  meadow  land  has  increased  by  24,305  acres.

From  the  preceding  tables  it  will  be  seen  that  of  the  eight  counties  which  still 
maintain  an  increasing  extent  of  cultivation,  six  are  maritime;  and  that  four  of 
these*   viz.,  Donegal,   Majo,  Galway,  and  Clare,   whose  united  area  exceeds 
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5,000,000  acres,  are  usually  considered  as  amongst  the  poorest  districts  in  Ire- 
land. It  will,  therefore,  be  interesting  to  examine  more  closely  the  nature  and 
extent  of  the  alterations  in  the  crops  cultivated  in  these  four  counties. 

The  cereal  crops  increased  in  Donegal  by  3,540  acres,  and  in  Mayo  by  1,543 ; 
and  decreased  in  Gal  way  by  1,577,  and  in  Clare  by  3,028.  In  each  of  these 
counties  there  was  an  increase  in  the  extent  of  potatoes,  viz. : — in  Donegal,  2,899 
acres;  in  Mayo,  4,407 ;  in  Galway,  3,139 ;  and  m  (^lare,  4,673  : — turnips  have  as 
generally  decreased,  viz. : — in  Donegal,  1,440  acres;  in  Mayo,  2,533  ;  in  Galway, 
1,756 ;  and  in  Clare,  1,255.  The  extent  of  meadow  land  has  increased  in  Done&;aJ, 
4^453  acres;  in  Galway,  3,850;  and  in  Clare,  6,009;  but  in  Mayo  it  has 
decreased  1,129  acres.  Thus,  in  these  four  western  counties  there  has  been  an 
increase  of  602  acres  of  corn;  15,118  acres  of  potatoes;  and  13,183  acres  of 
meadow :  whilst  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  turnips  and  other  green  crops  of 
7,349  acres,  and  in  flax  of  650  acres. 

The  following  table  shows  the  mean  rates  of  produce,  in  1852,   for  each  Rates  of  Produce, 
county  and  province,  and  for  all  Ireland,  compiled  from  average  returns  of 
produce  made  by  each  sub-inspector  of  constabulary  for  the  various  crops  within 
his  district.

Qnantity  rf  'The  reduction  in  the  extent  of  land  under  corn,  beans,  and  peas  in  1852,  when 

Prodnoe.  compared  with  1851,  was  122,795  acres,  but  notwithstanding  this  decrease,  the 

amount  of  produce  from  these  crops  in  1852,  taken  together,  was  15,882  tons 
above  that  of  1851.  This  increase  is  in  part  owing  to  the  improved  rates  of 
produce,  but  chiefly  to  the  greater  breadth  of  oats  sown  in  1852.  The  total 
mcrease  in  the  produce  of  oats  was  1,505,971  barrels.  The  gross  produce  of 
wheat  was  570,022  barrels  less  in  1852  than  in  1851;  barley,  213,221 
barrels;  here,  85,214  barrels ;  rye,  54,947  barrels;  beans,  127,365  bushels ;  and 
peas,  189,674  bushels. 

The  extent  of  land  under  potatoes  in  1852  exceeded  that  in  1851  by  8,031 
acres;  but,  notwithstanding  this  increase  of  cultivation,  the  produce  was  less 
by  1,645,279  barrels.  There  was,  also,  a  reduction  in  the  produce  of  turnips, 
amounting  to  405,429  tons;  in  parsnips,  of  676  tons;  in  vetches,  7,182  tons; 
and  in  rape,  of  5,612  barrels;  but  in  these  latter  cases  that  result  arose  from 
their  diminished  cultivation.  Mangel  wurzel  shows  an  increase  of  90,904  tons; 
cabbage,  of  3,058  tons ;  beet  root,  of  1,350  tons ;  carrots,  of  17,781  tons;  and 
flax,  of  256,228  stones. 

The  Produce  Tables  give  the  proportions  between  the  total  quantity  of 
cereal  crops  and  the  population  in  each  county  and  poor  law  union,  and 
similar  proportions  are  given  for  the  potato  crop.  The  greatest  amount  of 
cereal  crops  to  each  inhabitant  was  produced  in  the  counties  of  Meath,  Wexford, 
Kildare,  Louth,  Queen*s,  and  Kilkenny.  The  counties  of  Kerry,  Leitrim,  Mayo, 
Sligo,  Roscommon,  and  Clare,  exhibit  the  lowest  averages.  The  following  table 
shows  the  average  produce  per  head  of  cereal  crops  in  each  of  these  counties: —

In  1851  Westmeath  occupied  a  place  in  the  highest  class ;  in  this  year  it  has 
^ven  way  to  the  Queen's  county.  The  county  of  Galway  is  no  Icmger  in  the 
lowest  class,  its  place  has  been  taken  by  Roscommon.  This  does  not  arise  from 
the  latter  having  deteriorated  in  its  cultivation,  but  that  it  has  not  improved  in 
the  same  proportion  as  other  counties. 

Of  the  undermentioned  twenty  poor  law  unions,  ten  have  been  selected  to 
show  which  produce  the  highest  proportion  of  cereal  crops  for  each  inhabitant, 
and  ten  whose  proportions  are  the  lowest : —

These  tables  show  the  tendency  in  the  occupiers  of  different  sized  holdings 
to  cultivate  particular  crops  in  preference  to  others,  and  are  deserving  of 
attentioOf 

Returns  of  Agricultural  Statistics  for  the  counties  of  Roxburgh,  Haddington, 
and  Sutherland,  have  been  lately  printed  by  order  of  the  House  of  Commons; 
the  following  is  a  comparison  between  these  and  the  Irish  Returns  so  far  as  the 
different  classifications  of  crops  adopted  in  each  would  seem  to  admit. 

According  to  the  Returns  for  these  three  Scotch  counties  the  total  extent  under 
wheat,  barley,  rye,  oats,  beans,  and  peas,  was  110,651  acres;  under  potatoes, tnr* 
nips  and  other  green  crops,  52,205  acres;  "alternate  grasses"  "improved  per-, 
manent  grass  inclosures,"  and  "  irrigated  meadows,"  amounted  to  109,137  acres ; 
the  ^itire  making  271,993  acres;  the  three  numbers  give  respectively  40 A,  19i8y, 
and  40Vb  per  cent*  on  the  entire  extent  under  crop ;  and  these  rates,  it  will  be . 
seen,  approximate  n^rly  to  the  relative  proportions  on  the  clas$  of  holdings  from. 
200  to  500  acres  in  the  foregoing  table,  viz.,  39^,  16-i%,  and  41^;  the  propor- 
tion of  the  cereal  croi)8  being  almost  equal,  the  green  crdps  in  Scotland  exceed 
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those  in  Ireland  by  2-^  per  cent.,  and  the  meadow  lands  in  Ireland  appear  to 
exceed  those  in  Scotland  by  1  u)  per  cent.

The  extent  of  flax  in  Ireland  in  1852,  was  137,008  acres,  being  3,528  less 
than  in  1851 ;  the  decrease  is  observable  throughout  every  county  with  the  excep- 
tion of  Armagh,  Down,  Tyrone,  Louth,  King's  county,  and  Kerry.  In  Armagh, 
Down,  and  Louth,  there  was  a  considerable  increase;  in  the  King's  county  the 
increase  was  56  acres,  whilst  in  Kerry  it  was  only  two.  The  want  of  Scutching  Mills 
has,  no  doubt,  checked  the  cultivation  of  flax  in  many  districts,  but  this  cannot 
have  been  the  cause  which  led  to  its  reduced  extent  in  the  counties  of  Antrim 
and  Londonderry.  In  the  latter  the  falling  ofl^  was  1,322  acres,  equal  to  7  per 
cent,  on  the  crop  of  1851,  and  in  the  former  it  was  2,594  acres,  or  21  per  cent 
on  the  crop  of  that  year. 

It  was  observed  that  the  weather  at  the  usual  period  for  sowing  flax  in  1852, 
Was  very  unfavourable  for  the  heavier  kinds  of  soil,  and  in  this  way  the  falling 
off  in  some  districts  may  be  accounted  for;  but  the  complaints  in  1851,  of  the 
want  of  markets  in  many  localities,  together  with  the  deficiency  of  Scutching

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Mills,  led  persons  conversant  with  the  subject  to  expect  a  reduction  in  the  breadth 
of  flax  in  1852,  compared  with  1851,  independent  of  the  state  of  the  weather. 

According  to  the  returns  received,  the  average  rate  of  produce  of  flax  in 
1852  was  41^  stones  per  acre,  being  an  increase  of  2^j^  stones  per  acre  on  the 
rate  of  produce  of  the  preceding  year;  this  improvement  in  the  crop  of  1 852 
more  than  compensated  tor  the  diminished  area  cultivated,  the  total  produce  ivk 
1852  exceeding  that  in  1851  by  1,601  tons. 

The   great  desire   to   extend  the   cultivation  of   flax  has  led  to  inquiries,  Scutching  MilBi 
for  the  iirst  time,  as  to  the  number  of   Scutching  Mills;    the  result  shows 
that  there  were  956  mills  of  this  description  in  Ireland  in  1852,  of  which  19 
were  in  Leinster,  15  in  Munster,  6  in  Connaufjht,  and  916  in  Ulster^

The  number  of  horses  two  years  old  and  upwards  have  decreased  by  .5,033,  but 
the  increase  of  those  under  that  age  is  8,416,  which  leaves  a  total  increase  of  3,382. 
-Cattle  and  sheep  of  all  ages  have  increased — cattle,  by  127,606;  and  sheep, 
491,815.

The  total  value  of  stock  in  Ireland,  in  1841,  at  the  assumed  rates,  was 
£21,105,808 ;  in  1852,  it  was  £29,154,229,  at  the  same  rates;  being  An  increase 
of  J£8,048,42I,  equal  to  £38  per  cent,  on  the  entire  country,  in  the  course  of  11 
years.  In  Leinster  the  increase  has  been  £28  per  cent.;  in  Munster,  £33  per 
^ent.;  in  Connaught,  £43  per  cent.;  and  in  Ulster,  £52  per  cent. 

The  quantity  of  stock  in  the  hands  of  persons  whose  holdings  do  not  exiceed 
•one  acre,  and  of  those  not  occupying  land,  has  increased  between  1851,  and  1852, 
the  amount  of  the  increase  being  equal  to  <£41,293.  The  following  is  an 
abstract  of  the  value  of  stock  in  the  possession  of  this  class  of  proprietors 
at  different  periods,  viz : —

It  appears  that  in  1841  the  average  value  of  stock  per  holding  was  as  follows : — 
on  holdings  above  1  and  not  exceeding  5  acres,  £9  17*.  6e/. ;  on  holdings  above  5 
and  not  exceeding  15  acres,  £22  11 5.  Id. ;  on  holdings  above  15  and  not  exceeding 
30  acres,  £46  8^.  Id. ;  and  on  all  holdings  "  above  30  acres,"  £142  16^.  id.  By 
taking  the  number  of  holdings  in  1852,  and  calculating  at  those  rates,  the  total 
value  of  stock  in  Ireland  on  holdings  above  1  acre  ought  to  be  £33,003,439, 
which  shows  that  a  fiirther  increase  in  stock  equal  to  £4,301,746  is  required  to 
place  the  holdings  of  1 852  in  the  same  condition  with  respect  to  their  stock  as 
similar  classes  in  1841.  ^        ^  ^  • 

Upon  consideration  we  have  thought  it  judicious,  in  publishing  Abstracts  of 
the  Returns  of  1852,  to  limit  the  divisions  to  counties,  baronies,  and  poor  law 
unions,  as  we  are  of  opinion  that  the  Electorates,  as  now  constructed,  are 
not  of  sufficient  extent  to  make  it  desirable  to  continue  to  publish  the  details 
of  the  new  classification  of  holdings  for  such  small  areas,  though  the  tables  have

been  compiled  as  formerly,  and  will  be  preserved,  in  case  reference  to  them 
should  hereafter  become  necessary. 

After  the  Summary  Tables  at  page  xL,  an  Appendix  has  been  added,  contain- 
ing specimens  of  the  tillage  and  stock  returns  for  a  single  townland;  these  are 
marked  I.  and  II.  Table  III.  shows  the  entire  tillage  of  an  electoral  division. 
taken  from  the  returns  of  townlands  within  it.  Table  IV.  is  the  classifies t  ion  of 
the  tillage  returns  of  the  same  electoral  division  by  holdings.  Table  V,  is  the 
classified  details  of  the  holdings  from  which  Table  IV.  is  compiled.  Tables  VI., 
VII.,  and  VIII.  are  similar  tables,  taken  from  the  stock  returns. 

As  there  are  upwards  of  60,000  townlands,  for  each  of  which  Returns  of  tillage 
and  stock,  similar  to  Tables  I.  and  II.,  are  made  by  the  enumerators,  it  is  evident 
that  their  classification  by  holdings— of  which  the  entire  number  in  1852  was 
589,471 — is  necessarily  a  work  of  much  labour,  requiring  considerable  time ; 
and,  in  consequence,  the  publication  of  the  returns  has  hitherto  been  unavoidably 
delayed.  It  is,  therefore*  intended  to  compile,  in  the  first  instance,  from  the 
Townland  Returns  of  the  Agricultural  Inquiry  of  1853,  (now  nearly  completed,) 
an  Abstract,  showing  merely  the  total  extent  of  every  description  of  crop  grown 
in  each  county;  and  as  this  will  be  comparatively  easy,  it  is  expected  that  it  will 
be  ready  for  presentation  at  anVarly  period  in  the  ensuing  session  of  Parliament- 

In  conclusion,  it  affords  us  much  satisfaction  to  offer  our  respectful  congratu- 
lations to  your  Excellency  upon  the  progress  of  agricultural  improvement  in 
Ireland,  which  we  think  is  evidenced  by  the  foregoing  returns.

Treasury  Warrant  for  Advance  of  £.  100,000,  (1st  Advance). 

After  our  hearty  commendations :  Whereas  an  Act  Mas  passed  in  the  Session 
of  Parliament  holden  in  the  12th  and  13th  years  of  the  reign  of  Her  present 
Majesty  Queen  Victoria,  intituled  **  An  Act  to  authorise  the  Advance  of 
Money  oiit  of  the  Consolidated  Fund  to  the  Midland  Great  Western  Railway  of 
Ireland  Company  :''  After  reciting  amongst  other  things  that  an  Act  was  passed 
in  the  8th  and  9th  years  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  intituled  **  An  Act 
for  making  a  Railway  from  Dublin  to  MuUingar  and  Longford,  to  be  called  the 
Midland  Great  Western  Railway  of  Ireland,"  and  the  company  by  the  said  Act 
incorporated  for  the  aforesaid  purposes  was  by  the  said  Act  incorporated  by  the 
name  of  "  The  Midland  Great  Western  Railway  Company  of  Ireland/'  but 
which  company  in  the  Acts  next  after  mentioned  was  called  **  The  Midland  Great 
Western  Railway  of  Ireland  Company ;"  and  that  another  Act  was  passed  in  the 
9th  and  10th  years  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  intituled  "  An  Act  to 
enable  the  Midland  Great  Western  Railway  of  Ireland  Company  to  make  a 
Deviation  in  the  authorised  Line  of  the  said  Railway,  and  also  a  Branch  Railway 
to  the  River  LifTey ;"  and  that  another  Act  was  passed  in  the  9th  and  10th  years 
of  Her  present  Majesty,  intituled  '*  An  Act  to  enable  the  Midland  Great  Western 
Railway  of  Ireland  Company  to  make  a  Railway  from  Mullingar  to  Athlone ;" 
and  that  another  Act  was  passed  in  the  10th  ana  11th  years  of  the  reign  of  Her 
present  Majesty,  intituled  '*  An  Act  to  enable  the  Midland  Great  Western  Rail- 
way of  Ireland  Company  to  make  certain  Deviations  in  the  authorised  Line  of  the 
said  Railway,  and  to  amend  the  Acts  relating  thereto  ;'*  and  that  another  Act  was 
passed  in  the  10th  and  11th  years  of  Her  present  Majesty,  intituled  "  An  Act  to 
enable  the  Midland  Great  Western  Railway  of  Ireland  Company  to  make  a  Rail- 
way from  Athlone  to  Galway  :'*  And  reciting  that  the  said  railway  from  DuUin 
to  Mullingar  had  been  compeleted  and  open^  for  the  use  of  the  public,  but  no 

Kart  of  the  said  lines  from  Mullingar  to  Athlone,  and  from  Athlone  to  Galway, 
ad  been  begun,  but  a  portion  of  the  capital  for  the  making  of  the  said  line  from 
Mullingar  to  Athlone  had  been  raised,  but  no  part  of  the  capital  for  making  the 
said  railway  from  Athlone  to  Galway  had  been  then  raised ;  and  that  an  appli- 
cation had  been  made  to  the  Public  Works  Loan  Commissioners,  by  the  said 
Midland  Great  Western  Railway  of  Ireland  Company,  for  the  loan  of  the  sum  of 
500,000  /.,  in  aid  of  the  expense  of  making  and  completing  the  said  railway  be- 
tween Athlone  and  Galway,  and  that  it  was  deemed  expedient  to  make  an 
advance  of  money  out  of  the  Consolidated  Fund  for  the  purpose  of  such  loan  : 
It  was  by  the  said  Act  now  in  recital  amongst  other  things  enacted,  that  for  the 
purpose  of  such  loan  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  of  the  United 
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Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  for  the  time  being  were  thereby  em-  a. 

powered  by  wan-ant  under  their  hands  from  time  to  time,  or  at  any  one  time,  to  letters  or  Orders 
charge  the  Consolidated  Fund  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  a«*«"8i«g  Loam. 
Ireland,  and  to  direct  the  issue  thereout  to  the  account  of  the  Commissioners  for 
the  time  being  for  the  Reduction  of  the  National  Debt,  of  a  sum  or  sums  of 
money  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  500,000  /.,  and  which  Commissioners  were 
thereby  appointed  trustees  on  the  part  of  the  public  for  holding  the  said  monies 
to  be  issued  out  of  the  Consolidated  Fund  as  aforesaid,  and  that  they  should  con- 
tinue the  separate  account  already  opened  at  the  Bank  of  England  with  them, 
under  the  title  of  "  The  Commissioners  for  the  Reduction  of  the  National  Debt 
on  account  of  the  Public  Works  Loan  Fund,"  and  to  which  account  should  be 
carried  all  such  monies  as  should  be  issued  and  paid  out  of  the  Consolidated 
Fund  for  the  purposes  aforesaid ;  and  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  said  Com- 
missioners of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  from  time  to  time,  if  they  should  think  fit, 
to  authorise  and  require  the  said  Public  Works  Loan  Commissioners  to  advance 
and  lend  to  the  said  railway  company,  by  such  instalments,  on  such  terms  and 
subject  to  such  conditions  and  stipulations  as  the  said  Commissioners  of  Her 
Majesty's  Treasury  should  direct,  any  sum  or  sums  of  money  not  exceeding  in 
the  whole  600,000/.,  and  the  repayment  thereof  with  interest  from  the  time  or 
respective  times  of  advancing  the  same,  not  exceeding  the  rate  of  3?.  10*. 
per  centum  per  annum,  should  be  secured  by  such  mortgage  or  mortgages,  and 
in  such  other  manner  as  was  thereinafter  mentioned  or  referred  to ;  and  that  all 
monies  advanced  should  be  secured  to  be  repaid  by  every  such  mortgage  as  afore- 
said, with  interest  after  the  rate  not  exceeding  8  /.  10  s.  per  centum  per  annum 
on  the  principal  sum  thereby  secured,  from  the  time  of  advancing  the  same,  by 
equal  half-yearly  payments,  the  first  of  such  payments  to  be  made  at  the  expira-

to  the  contrary  thereof  in  anywise  notwithstanding,  and  such  securities  for  the 
monies  so  to  be  borrowed  might  be  made  under  such  conditions,  and  with  sucli 
stipulations  and  provisions,  as  the  said  Commissioners  of  the  Treasury  should 
direct,  anything  m  the  said  Acts  relating  to  the  said  company  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding :  And  whereas  the  said  Midland  Great  Western  Railway  of 
Ireland  Company  being  desirous  of  having  the  eum  of  100,000/.  (part  of  the

Letters  or  Orders  directed  the  issue  out  of  the  (jonsolidated  Fund  of  the  sum  of  100,000/.  to  the 
authorwing  Loans,  account  of  the  Commissioners  for  the  time  being  for  the  Reduction  of  the  National 
Debt,  to  the  aforesaid  account,  and  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  recited  Act : 
Now  these  therefore  are  to  authorise  and  require  you  to  advance  and  lend  to  the 
said  railway  company  the  sum  of  100,000/.,  for  the  purpose  of  being  appb'ed  in 
and  towards  the  formation  of  the  said  railway  from  Athlone  to  Gal  way,  upon 
having  the  repayment  of  the  same  sum  of  100,000/.,  with  interest  for  the  same 
after  the  rate  of  3/.  10^.  per  centum  per  annum,  secured  by  a  mortgage  of  all 
the  property  and  effects  of  the  said  company,  which  by  the  said  recited  Act,  or 
any  of  the  Acts  relating  to  advances  by  the  said  Public  Works  Loan  Commis- 
sioners, or  otherwise,  the  said  company  are  authorised  to  mortgage,  including 
calls  payable  by  the  shareholders  of  the  said  company,  and  such  sum  and 
interest  to  be  paid  by  the  instalments,  and  in  manner  in  and  by  the  said 
recited  Act  provided^  and  so  as  such  mortgage  shall  contain  covenants  on  the 
part  of  the  said  company  to  the  effect  hereinafter  mentioned  ;  that  is  to  say,

such  mortgage,  or  such  a  sum  as  with  the  monies  raised  by  the  said  company 
subsequently  to  the  28th  day  of  July  1849  will  amount  to  the  sum  of  60,000/.,

then  raised ;  and  that  an  application  had  been  made  to  the  Public  Works  Loan

Esquire,  secretar}'  of  the  Commissioners  for  carrying  into  execution  an 
Act  of  Parliament  made  and  passed  in  the  57th  year  of  the  reign  of  his  late 
Majesty  King  George  the  Third,  intituled  "An  Act  to  authorise  the  Issue  of 
Exchequer  Bills,  and  the  Advance  of  Money  out  of  the  Consolidated  Fund  to  a 
liniited  Amount  for  the  carrying  on  of  Public  Works  and  Fisheries  in  the  United

entered  into  on  behalf  of  the  company  thereby  incorporated,  or  the  provisional 
directors  thereof,  and  the  said  Royal  Canal  Company  or  the  directors  thereof^ 
prior  to  the  passing  of  the  Act  now  in  recital,  but  consistently  with  the  provi- 
sions thereof,  should  be  as  binding,  valid,  and  effectual  as  if  the  same  had  been 
entered  into  between  the  company  thereby  incorporated  and  the  said  Royal 
Canal  Company,  or  the  directors  thereof,  after  the  passing  and  under  the  powers 
of  the  Act  now  in  recital ;  provided,  however,  that  such  agreement  should  receive 
the  sanction  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant  or  other  Chief  Governor  or  Governors  of

pany should  sell  to  the  said  John  Ennis,  Joseph  Boyce,  and  John  MacDonnell,  as 
trustees  for  the  Great  Western  Railway  Company,  when  the  same  should  be 
incorporated,  provided  such  sale  should  be  approved  of  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant 
of  Ireland  for  the  time  being,  and  not  otherwise,  and  that  the  said  John  Ennis, 
Joseph  Boyce,  and  John  MacDonnell,  as  such  trustees  should  purchase  all  that 
and  those  the  Royal  Canal,  together  with  the  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments, 
and  all  the  properties,  of  any  nature  or  tenure  whatsoever,  to  the  said  Royal 
Canal  Company  belonging  or  in  anywise  appertaining,  together  with  all  the 
water  and  watercourses,   rights,  privileges,  appendances,   and  appurtenances 
thereunto  belonging  or  in  anywise  appertaining  or  vested  in  the  said  canal 
company,  or  in  the  several  directors  thereof,  under  the  several  Acts  of  Par- 
liament in  force  respecting  the  said  canal  company,  to  hold  to  the  said  then 
intended  Great  Western  Railway  Company  in  as  full  and  ample  a  manner  as 
the  said  Royal  Canal  Company  held  the  same  upon  the  terms  in  the  said 
articles  of  agreement,  and  in  part  thereinafter  mentioned ;  that  is  to  say,  that 
the  said  Great  Western  Railway  Company  should  pay  to  the  directors  of  the 
said  canal  company  the  sum  of  298,069  L  6  s.  2  d.,  being  40  I.  sterling  for  every 
lOOl  of  the  Royal  Canal  stock,  together  with  a  sum  equal  in  value  to  17,638/.  0^^ 
Three  and  a  quarter  per  centum  Government  stock  vested  in  the  name  of  the 
Chief  Secretary  and  the  Paymaster  of  the  Civil  Services  of  Ireland,  in  trust  for 
tjie  said  Royal  Canal  Company  in  manner  following ;  that  is  to  say,  the  sum  of 
60,000  /.  sterling  immediately  on  or  within  one  month  after  the  passing  of  the 
Act  of  Parliament  incorporating  the  said  Great  Western  Railway  Company,  and 
the  remainder  of  the  said  sum  by  instalments  of  30,000 1.  every  three  months, 
together  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  four  per  centum  per  annjam,   payable 
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g^  quarterly  upon  such  portion  of  the  said  purchase  money  as  should  remain,  after

tage and  convenience ;  it  was  enacted,  that  subject  to  the  provisions  in  the  Act

Acts  relating  thereto,  and  shortly  intituled  *  Midland  Great  Western  Railway  of 
Ireland  (Newcastle,  Anniskinnan,  and  Baltrasna  Deviations)  Act  1847  :'**  After 
reciting  the  hereinbefore-recited  Act  of  the  eighth  and  ninth  years  of  the  reign 
of  Her  present  Majesty,  and  the  two  hereinbefore-recited  Acts  of  the  ninth  and 
tenth  years  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  and  that  the  making  of  the  several 
deviations  from  the  authorised  line  of  the  said  railway,  as  thereinafter  mentioned 
and  described,  would  be  of  great  public  advantage  and  convenience,  it  was  enacted 
that  all  the  powers,  provisions,  matters  and  things  contained  in  the  said  therein- 
recited  Acts,  and  in  the  several  Acts  incorporated  therewith,  except  such  of 
them  as  were  by  the  Act  now  in  recital  repealed,  altered,  or  otherwise  provided

in  respect  of  the  railway  by  the  said  first-recited  Act  authorised  to  be  made,  or 
any  part  thereof:  And  whereas,  by  an  instrument  in  writing,  or  warrant  bear- 
ing date  on  or  about  the  29th  day  of  June  1848,  signed  by  two  of  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Railways,  and  under  the  seal  of  the  Commissioners  of  Railways,  after 
reciting  the  hereinbefore-recited  Act  of  Parliament  of  the  8th  and  9th  years  of 
the  reign  of  H6r  present  Majesty,  the  two  hereinbefore-recited  Acts  of  Parlia- 
ment of  the  9th  and  10th  years  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  and  the 
firstly  hereinbefore-recited  Act  of  Parliament  of  the  10th  and  11th  years  of  the 
reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  and  also  reciting  that,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act 
passed  in  the  then  present  Session  of  Parliament,  intituled  '^  An  Act  to  give 
further  time  for  making  certain  Railways,'*  the  said  Midland  Great  Western 
Railway  Company  of  Ireland  did,  on  the  7th  day  of  February  then  last,  make 
application  in  writing  to  the  Commissioners  of  Railways,  selting  forth  that  the 
said  Midland  Great  Western  Railway  Company  of  Ireland  were  desirous  that 
the  period  of  time  limited  by  the  said  firstly  thereinbefore  and  hereinbefore- 
recited  Act  for  the  completion  of  the  thereinbefore-mentioned  railway,  and  the 
works  connected  therewith,  should,  as  to  such  portions  thereof  as  were  therein- 
after described,  be  extended  for  the  further  period  of  two  years  from  the  expira- 
tion of  the  period  so  limited  by  such  Act,  and  -  also  that  the  period  of  time 
limited  by  the  same  Act  for  the  compulsory  purchase  of  lands  for  the  purpose 
of  constructing  the  said  thereinbefore-mentioned  railway  and  works  should,  as 
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5.  to  such  of  the  lands  as  were  required  for  the  same  as  were  thereinafter  described^ 

SecuritlM  for  be  extended  for  the  further  period  of  two  years  from  the  expiration  of  the  period  so 

limited  by  such  Act;  and  abo  that  the  several  periods  of  time  limited  by  the 
said  thereinbefore  secondly  and  fourthly-recited  Acts  respectively  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  railways  and  works  thereby  authorised  to  be  made,  should  be 
respectively  extended  for  the  further  period  of  two  years  from  the  expiration  of 
the  several  periods  so  limited  by  such  Acts,  and  also  that  the  several  periods  of 
time  limited  by  the  said  Acts  respectively  for  the  compulsory  purchase  of  lands 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing  the  said  last-mentioned  railways  and  works^ 
should  be  respectively  ex^tended  for  the  further  periods  of  two  years  from  the 
expiration  of  the  several  periods  so  limited  by  such  Acts ;  and  also  that  the 
period  of  time  limited  by  the  same  thereinbefore  thirdly-recited  Act  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  railway  and  works  thereby  authorised  to  be  made,  should  as  to 
such  portion  thereof  as  was  thereinafter  described,  be  extended  for  the  further 
period  of  two  years  from  the  expiration  of  the  period  so  limited  by  such  Act ; 
and  also  that  the  period  of  time  limited  by  the  same  Act  for  the  compulsory 
purchase  of  lands  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  the  said  last-mentioned  rail-

part  of  the  several  lines  of  railway  works  and  lands  comprised  in  such  applica- 
tion was  situated,  and  affixed  for  three  successive  Sundays  on  the  principal  outer 
door  of  the  church  or  churches  of  every  parish  in  which  any  part  of  such  line 
of  railway  works  and  lands  was  situated ;  and  reciting  that  it  had  been  proved  to 
the  satbfaction  of  the  said  Commissioners  of  Railways  that  such  notice  had 
been  given  duly,  and  that  it  was  therein  set  forth  that  any  person  who 
might  think  themselves  aggrieved  by  such  extension  of  the  time  for  the 
completion  of  the  thereinbefore  mentioned  railways,  and  for  the  compulsory 
purchase  of  the  said  lands,  and  who  desired  to  object  thereto,  miffht  bring  such 
objections  before  the  Commissioners  of  Railways,  by  sending  a  written  statement 
thereof  by  post,  on  or  before  the  18th  day  of  March  then  last,  addressed  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Commissioners  of  Railways,  Whitehall,  London ;  and  reciting 
that  the  time  so  appointed  for  bringing  objections  before  the  said  Commissioners 
of  Railways  had  expired,  they,  the  Commissioners  of  Railways,  after  consider- 
ing the  grounds  stated  by  the  said  Midland  Great  Western  Railway  Company  of 
Ireland,  in  support  of  their  application  for  such  proposed  extension  of  time  as 
aforesaid,  ancf  all  such  objections  thereto,  as  had  been  brought  before  them,  and 
pursuant  to  and  in  exercise  of  the  power  and  discretion  to  them  for  that  pur- 
pose given,  and  reserved  by  the  thereinbefore  mentioned  Act  of  the  then  present 
bession,  did  by  that  warrant  under  the  ^  seal  of  the  said  Commissioners,  and 
signed  by  such  two  or  more  of  them  whose  names  were  thereunder  subscribed, 
order  and  declare  that  the  period  of  time  limited  by  the  said  Midland  Great 
Western  Railway  of  Ireland  Act,  1845,  for  the  completion  of  the  thereinbefore 
mentioned  railway,  and  the  works  connected  therewith,  should,  as  to  such  por-

ranch  and  Longford  Deviation)  Act,  1846,  for  the  completion  of  the  branch  Sccorities  for

Griod  so  limited  by  such  Act ;  and  also  that  the  period  of  time  limited  by  the 
idlapd  Great  Western  Railway  of  Ireland  (Lifiy  Branch  and  Longford  Devia- 
tion)  Act,  1846^  for  the  compulsory  purchase  of  lands  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
structing the  said  branch  railway  and  altered  line  of  railway,  and  the  works 
connected  therewith,  should  be  extended  for  the  further  period  of  two  years 
from  the  expiration  of  the  said  lastmentioned  period  so  limited  by  such  Act,  and 
also  that  the  period  of  time  limited  by  the  Midland  Great  Western  Railway  of 
Ireland  Act  (MuUingar  to  Athlone),  1846,  for  the  completion  of  the  railway  thereby 
authorised  to  be  made,  should,  as  to  such  part  of  the  same  railway  and  the  works 
connected  therewith  as  would  be  situated  in  the  parish  of  M ullingar,  and  in  the 
county  of  Westmeath,  be  extended  for  the  further  period  of  two  years  from  the 
expiration  of  the  said  period  so  limited  by  such  Act ;  and  also  that  the  period  of 
time  limited  by  the  said  Midland  Great  Western  Railway  of  Ireland  Act  (MuUin-

tion of  the  thereinbefore  mentioned  altered  lines  of  railway  and  the  works  con- 
nected therewith,  should  be  extended  for  the  further  period  of  two  years  from 
the  expiration  of  the  said  period  so  limited  by  such  act ;  and  also  that  the  period 
of  time  limitied  by  the  said  Midland  Great  Western  Railway  of  Ireland  (New- 
castle, Anniskinnan,  and  Baltrasna  Deviations)  Act,  1847,  for  the  compulsory 
purchase  of  lands  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  the  thereinbefore  mentioned 
altered  lines  of  railway  and  the  works  connected  therewith,  should  be  extended 
for  the  further  period  of  two  years  from  the  expiration  of  the  said  last-mentioned 
period  so  limited  by  such  Act,  subject  nevertheless  to  all  such  saviuj^s,  excep- 
tions, and  provisions  whatsoever  as  were  contained  in  the  said  Act  of  the  then 
present  Session  of  Parliament :  And  whereas  the  said  company  have  purchased 
or  entered  into  agreements  for  the  purchase  of  all  the  lands  necessary  for  the 

fmrposes  of  the  said  railways  and  undertakings  within  the  respective  periods 
imited  for  such  purpose  by  the  said  recited  Acts,  except  such  lands  in  respect 
whereof  the  periods  for  purchase  have  been  extended  by  the  hereinbefore  recited 
warrant :  And  whereas  the  said  company  have  completed  all  the  railways  and 
the  works  connected  therewith  within  the  respective  periods  limited  for  such 
purpose  by  the  said  recited  Acts,  except  such  parts  of  the  said  railways  and 
works  in  respect  whereof  the  periods  for  completion  have  been  extended  by  the 
hereinbefore  recited  warrant :  And  whereas,  by  another  Act  of  Parliament  made 
and  passed  in  the  same  Session  of  the  10th  and  11th  years  of  the  reign  of  Her 
present  Majesty,  intituled  ^*  An  Act  to  enable  the  Midland  Great  Western  Rail- 
way of  Ireland  Company  to  make  a  Railway  from  Athlone  to  Galway,  and 
shortly  intituled  *  The  Midland  Great  Western  Railway  of  Ireland,  (Athlone  to 
Galway  Extension)  Act,  1847;'"  After  reciting  the  hereinbefore  recited  Act  of 
the  8th  and  9th  yesLTs  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  and  the  said  two 
hereinbefore  recited  Acts  of  the  9th  and  10th  years  of  the  reign  of  Her  present 
Majesty,  and  that  the  making  of  a  railwa}^  from  Athlone  to  the  town  of  Galway, 
with  a  branch  as  thereinafter  described,  would  be  of  great  pubHc  advantage 
and  convenience ;  it  was  enacted  that  all  the  powers,  provisions,  matters,  and 
things  contained  in  the  said  therein  recited  Acts^  and  in  the  several  Acts  incor* 
porated  therewith,  except  such  of  them  (if  any)  as  were  by  the  Act  now  in 
recital  repealed,  altered,  or  otherwise  provided  for,  should  extend  to  the  Act  now 
in  recital,  and  should  apply  to  the  railway  thereby  authorised  to  be  made  for 
the  purposes  thereof,  as  fully  and  effectually  as  if  the  same  powers,  provisions, 
matters,  and  things  were  repeated  and  re-enacted  in  the  Act  now  in  recital,  and 
had  specific  reference  thereto  and  reciting  th^t  the  estimated  expense  of  making 
the  said  railway  and  branch  was  515,000  ?.,  it  was  enacted^  that  it  should  be 
1 66.  F  4  lawful 
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_  5-  lawful  for  the  said  company  to  raise  by  contributions  amongst  themselves,  or  by 

Securities  for  ^j^^  admission  of  other  parties  as  subscribers,  or  in  part  by  each  of  those  means, 

^^^'  a  further  sum  of  money  not  exceedine  516,000/.,  by  creating  10,300  shares  of 

60  /.  each,  in  addition  to  the  capital  which  they  were  then  authorised  to  raise ; 
and  it  was  enacted,  that  the  additional  capital  of  616,000  /.  should  be  considered 
as  forming  part  of  the  general  and  original  capital  of  the  company ;  and  it  was 
enacted,  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  company  to  borrow  on  mortgage  of  the 
undertaking  by  the  Act  now  in  recital,  and  the  said  therein  recited  Acts  autho- 
rised to  be  made,  or  on  bond,  any  sum  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  the  sum  of 
171,666/.  (besides  and  exclusive  of  the  sums  of  money  then  authorised  to  be 
borrowed  on  mortgage  or  bond  by  the  said  therein  recited  Acts),  but  that  no 
part  of  such  sum  of  171,666/.  should  be  borrowed  until  the  whole  of  the  said 
additional  capital  of  516,000/.,  and  the  capital  authorised  to  be  raised  by  the 
said  therein  recited  Acts  should  have  been  subscribed  for,  and  one-half  of 
the  whole  of  the  capital  of  the  company  authorised  to  be  raised  by  the 
Act  now  in  recital,  or  the  said  therein  recited  Act<i,  should  have  been  actually 
paid  up^  and  that  all  the  powers  and  provisions  in  the  said  therein  recited  Acts, 
and  in  the  Acts  incorporated  therewith  contained,  relating  to  the  borrowing 
of  money  or  the  creation  of  new  shares,  and  augmentation  of  capital  instead  of 
borrowing,  or  relating  to  or  in  anywise  affecting  mortgages  and  bonds,  and 
assignments  and  transfers  thereof,  or  the  several  mortgagees  and  bond  creditors 
or  transferees,  should  extend  and  be  applicable  to  the  said  sum  of  171,666/. 
thereby  authorised  to  be  raised,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  the

the  purposes  of  the  Act  now  in  recital  should  not  be  exercised  after  the  expiration 
of  four  years  from  the  passing  thereof;  and  it  was  enacted,  that  after  the  expira^ 
tion  of  seven  years  from  the  passing  of  the  Act  now  in  recital,  all  the  powers 
thereby  granted  to  the  company  for  making  and  executing  the  railway,  or  other- 
wise in  relation  thereto,  should  cease  to  be  exercised,  except  as  to  se  much  of  the 
same  as  should  then  be  completed ;  and  it  was  enacted,  that  the  company  might 
demand  and  receive  in  respect  of  the  railway  thereby  authorised  to  be  made,  such 
amount  of  rates,  tolls,  or  other  charges  as  by  the  said  first  therein-recited  Act  the 
pompany  werfs  authorised  to  demand  and  receive  in  respect  of  the  railway  by 
the  said  first  therein-recited  Act  authorised  to  be  made,  or  any  part  thereof: 
And  whereas,  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  made  and  passed  in  the  Sc^ion  held  in 
the  12th  and  13th  years  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty  Queen  Victoria, 
intituled  ^^  An  Act  to  authorise  the  Advance  of  Money  out  of  the  Consolidated 
i<*und  to  the  Midland  Great  Western  Railway  of  Ireland  Company,''  reciting  the 
hereinbefore-recited  Act  of  the  67th  year  of  the  reign  of  his  late  Majesty  King 
George  the  Third,  and  another  Act  made  and  passed  in  the  Session  of  the  9th 
and  10th  years  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  intituled  "  An  Act  to 
authorise  the  Advance  of  Money  out  of  the  Consolidated  Fund  for  carrying  on 
i^ublic  Works  and  Fisheries  and  Employment  of  the  Poor,"  and  which  said  Act 
recites  the  aforesaid  Act  and  several  other  Acts  which  had  been  passed,  making 
provisions  for  and  regulating  loans  and  advances  to  be  made  by  the  said  Public 
Works  Loan  Commissioners ;  and  also  reciting  the  hereinbefore-recited  Act  of 
the  8th  and  9th  years  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  and  that  the  company 
by  the  said  Act  incorporated  for  the  aforesaid  purposes  was  by  the  said  Act 
incorporated  by  the  name  of  "  The  Midland  Great  Western  Railway  Company 
of  Ireland,"  but  which  company  in  the  Acts  next  after  mentioned  was  called 
"  The  Midland  Great  Western  Railway  of  Ireland  Company  '* ;  and  also  reciting 
the  two  hereinbefore^recited  Acts  of  the  9th  and  1 0th  years  of  the  reign  of  Her 
present  Majesty,  and  the  two  hereinbefore-recited  Acts  of  the  10th  and  11th 
years  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  and  that  by  the  first-mentioned  Act 
incorporating  the  said  company,  the  company  was  authorised  to  purchase  the 
Royal  Canal  therein  mentioned,  which,  when  purchased,  was  to  be  vested  in  the 
Midland  Great  Western  Railway  of  Ireland  Company,  with  all  the  powers  of  the 
^aid  canal  company,  and  that  such  canal  had  been  accordingly  purchased  ;  and 
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reciting  that  the  said  railway  from  Dublin  to  Mullingar  had  been  completed  5. 

and  opened  for  the  use  of  the  public,  but  that  no  part  of  the  said  lines  from  Securities  for 
Mullingar  to  Athlone  or  from  Athlone  to  Galway  had  been  begun,  but  that  a  ^*"«- 
portion  of  the  capital  for  the  making  the  said  line  from  Mullingar  to  Athlone  had 
been  raised,  but  that  no  part  of  the  capital  for  making  the  said  railway  from 
Athlone  to  Galway  had  been  then  raised ;  and  reciting  that  the  construction 
and  completion  of  the  said  railway  between  Athlone  and  Galway  would  contribute 
to  the  advantage  and  improvement  of  the  respective  counties  and  districts 
adjoining  or  near  to  such  railway,  and  therefore  that  it  was  expedient  that  the 
baronies  and  half-baronies  of  the  counties,  and  the  county  of  the  town  therein- 
after mentioned,  should  to  the  extent  thereinafter  mentioned  pay  or  contribute 
towards  the  payment  of  any  monies,  and  the  interest  of  any  monies  borrowed  to 
complete  the  said  line  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  now  in  reciJal;  and 
reciting  that  an  application  had  been  made  to  the  said  Public  Works  Loan  Com- 
missioners by  the  said  Midland  Great  Western  Railway  of  Ireland  Company  for 
the  loan  of  the  sum  of  500,000 /•  in  aid  of  the  expense  of  making  and  completing 
the  said  railway  between  Athlone  and  Galway,  and  that  it  was  deemed  expedient 
to  make  an  advance  of  money  out  of  the  Consolidated  Fund  for  the  pur[)ose 
of  such  loan ;  it  was  enacted,  that  for  the  purpose  of  such  loan  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland  for  the  time  being  were  thereby  empowered,  by  warrant  under  their 
hands  from  time  to  time,  or  at  any  one  time,  to  charge  the  Consolidated  Fund  of 
the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  to  direct  the  issue  there- 
out, to  the  account  of  the  Commissioners  for  the  being  for  the  Reduction  of  the 
National  Debt,  of  a  sum  or  sums  of  money  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  500,000  L; 
and  it  was  enacted  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  said  Commissioners  of  Her 
Majesty's  Treasury  from  time  to  time,  if  they  should  think  fit,  to  authorise  and 
require  the  said  Public  Works  Loan  Commissioners  to  advance  and  lend  to  the 
said  railway  company,  by  such  instalments,  on  such  terms,  and  subject  to  such 
conditions  and  stij)ulatitm8  as  the  said  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury 
should  direct,  any  sum  or  sums  of  money  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  500,000  /., 
and  that  the  repayment  thereof  with  interest  from  the  time  or  respective  times 
of  advancing  the  same,  not  exceeding  the  rate  of  3  /.  JO  ^.  per  centum  per  annum, 
should  be  secured  by  such  mortgage  or  moitgages,  and  in  such  manner  as  was 
thereinafter  mentioned  or  referred  to ;  and  il  was  enacted  that  all  monies 
advanced  should  be  secured  10  be  repaid  by  every  such  niortgage  as  aforesaid, 
with  interest  after  the  rate  not  exceeding  3  /.  10  8.  per  centum  per  annum  on  the 
principal  sum  thereby  secured,  from  the  time  of  advancing  the  same,  by  equal 
half-yearly  payments,  the  first  of  such  payments  to  be  made  at  the  expiration  of 
six  calendar  months  from  the  date  of  every  such  mortgage,  and  if  such  interest 
should  be  duly  paid  half-yearly,  then  that  no  part  of  the  principal  secured  by 
any  such  moitgage  should  be  required  to  be  repaid  for  ten  years  from  the  date 
of  every  such  mortgage,  and  that  after  the  expiration  of  ten  years  from  the  date 
of  every  such  mortgage,  and  during  such  time  as  the  principal  and  interest 
monies  should  be  punctually  paid  half-yearly  as  thereinafter  mentioned,  the  said 
principal  sum  advanced  should  be  repaid  with  interest,  in  manner  following; 
that  was  to  say,  there  should  be  paid  half-yearly  as  from  the  expiration  of  the 
said  ten  years,  the  sum  of  2  /.  10^.  per  centum  on  the  principal  money  originally 
advanced,  and  a  sufl&cient  part  of  such  half-yearly  payments  should  be  first 
applied  in  discharge  of  the  interest  from  time  to  time  accruing  due  on  that  part 
of  the  principal  sum  which  should  from  time  to  time  be  unpaid,  and  that  the 
residue  of  such  half-yearly  payments  should  be  applied  in  discharge  of  the  prin- 
cipal money  secured^  until  the  whole  thereof  with  interest  thereon  should  be  paid 
off;  and  it  was  enacted,  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  said  railw^ay  company  at 
any  time,  or  from  time  to  time,  to  borrow  of  the  said  Public  Works  Loan  Com- 
missioners any  sum  or  sums  of  money  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  the  sum  of 
600,000  /.,  and  to  mortgage,  convey,  assign,  and  assure  to  the  secretary  for  the 
time  being  of  the  said  last-mentioned  Commissioners,  or  as  they  should  direct,  all 
and  every  the  railways  and  undertakings  authorised  to  be  constructed  by  the  said 
recited  Acts  relating  to  the  said  company,  and  the  works,  lands,  property, 
chattels,  and  effects  of  the  company  connected  therewith,  and  also  the  canal, 
lands,  property,  chattels,  and  effects  purchased  or  agreed  to  be  purchased  of  the 
Royal  Canal  Company  in  the  last-mentioned  Acts,  or  one  of  them  particularly 
mentioned ;  apd  jail  rates,  tolls,  profits,  and  receipts  accruing  and  thereafter  to 
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5,  accrue  to  or  for  the  use  of  the  said  railway  cornpanv,  and  all  other  works  and 

Securities  for  property  of  or  to  which  the  said  railway  company  then  was  or  thereafter  might 

^®*"*-  be  seised,  possessed,  or  entitled  in  any  manner  liowsoever  for  securing  the  repay- 

ment of  any  sum  or  sums  of  money  which  should  be  so  borrowed  as  aforesaid, 
anything  in  the  said  Acts  relating  to  the  said  railway  company,  or  any  Acts 
incorporated  with  or  forming  part  of  any  of  the  said  Acts,  to  the  contrary  thereof 
in  anywise  notwithstanding;  and  such  securities  for  the  monies  so  to  be  borrowed 
might  be  made  under  such  conditions,  and  with  such  stipulations  and  provisions 
as  the  said  Commissioners  of  the  Treasury  should  direct,  anything  in  the 
said  Acts  relating  to  the  said  company  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding; 
and  it  was  enacted,  that  no  security  to  be  given  to  the  said  Public  Works 
Loan  Commissioners,  or  their  secretary  as  aforesaid,  should  be  invalidated 
or  otherwise  affected  by  any  defect  or  informality  in  any  meeting  or  pro- 
ceeding of  the  said  railway  company  or  the  directors  thereof,  or  by  reason 
of  any  non-observance  of  any  of  the  provisions  contained  in  any  of  the  said 
Acts  relating  to  the  said  railway  company,  or  in  respect  of  the  applica- 
tion of  any  of  the  monies  by  the  said  Acts  authorised  to  be  raised,  or  the  distri* 
bution  of  the  shares  of  the  said  company,  or  otherwise  howsoever,  and  every  such 
security  should  be  valid  and  effectual  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  and  have 
priority  over  all  dividends,  interest,  or  other  monies  payable  or  which  might 
become  payable  to  shareholders  in  the  said  railway  company,  and  over  all  mort- 
gages, bonds,  charges,  and  securities  whatsoever  which  had  been  or  should  be 
tliereafter  created  or  given  by  the  said  railway  company,  except  a  certain  security 
given  to  trustees  named  as  tlie  trustees  of  the  Royal  Canal  Company,  for  a  part 
of  the  amount  of  the  purchase  money  for  the  said  canal,  and  in  respect  of  which 
security  a  sum  not  exceeding  135,860/.  15*.  8rf.,  with  the  current  half-year'8 
interest  thereon,  was  then  due  and  owing  (being  the  hereinbefore-recited  mort- 
gage or  security  of  the  24th  day  of  October  1845)  ;  and  it  was  enacted,  that  the 
said  railway  company  incorporated  by  the  said  first  thereinbefore-mentioned  Act 
which  related  to  the  said  company  should  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act  now  in 
recital  be  deemed  and  taken  to  have  been  incorporated  by  the  name  of  "The 
Midland  Great  Western  Railway  of  Ireland  Company,'*  and  that  all  acts  done 
by  the  said  company  under  the  name  by  which  the  said  company  was  first  incor- 
porated should  be  binding  and  effectual,  and  all  acts  done  or  to  be  done  by  the 
said  company  in  the  name  of  the  **  Midland  Great  Western  Railway  of  Ireland 
Company,"'  should  be  as  binding  as  if  they  had  been  done  in  the  name  by  which 
the  said  company  was  originally  incorporated  ;  and  in  the  said  Act  now  in 
recital  are  contained  provisions  for  payment  to  the  said  railway  company  by  the 
baronies  in  Galway,  and  two  baronies  in  Roscommon,  in  certain  events,  of  a  sum 
equal  to  interest  on  all  advances  which  might  be  made  to  the  said  railway  com- 
pany by  the  said  Public  Works  Loan  Commissioners  ;  and  it  was  enacted,  that 
notwithstanding  the  said  railway  company  might  borrow  any  monies  in  pursu- 
ance of  the  said  Act  now  in  recital,  such  borrowing  should  not  prevent  their 
borrowing  any  sum  or  sums  of  money  which  by  the  aforesaid  Acts  relating  ta 
the  said  railway  they  were  or  should  be  authorised  to  borrow,  and  that  they 
should  be  entitled  to  borrow  the  same  in  all  respects  as  to  amount,  security,  or 
otherwise,  as  if  the  Act  now  in  recital  had  not  passed,  and  as  if  no  monies  had 
been  borrowed  under  the  powers  of  the  Act  now  in  recital,  except  that  the 
securities  to  be  given  by  the  said  company  should  be  subject  in  all  respects  to 
the  securities  at  any  time  to  be  made  in  pursuance  of  the  Act  now  in  recital, 
and  except  that  if  the  said  company  should  borrow  any  monies  in  pursuance  of 
the  powers  of  the  Act  now  in  recital,  the  said  company  should  not  be  entitled 
in  pursuance  of  the  powers  contained  in  the  said  Act  for  making  the  said  railway 
from  Athlone  to  Galway,  to  borrow  any  of  the  monies  by  that  Act  authorised  to 
be  borrowed  ;  and  after  reciting  that  it  was  expedient  that  the  said  railway  com- 
pany should  be  enabled  to  enter  into  possession  of  the  land  and  other  heredita- 
ments required  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  railway  from  Mullingar  to  Galway, 
and  by  the  said  Acts  respectively  relating  to  such  railway  authorised  to  be  taken 
by  the  said  company,  it  was  enacted,  that  the  said  company  should  cause  to  be 
made  out,  and  to  be  signed  with  the  names  of  their  engineer  and  secretary,  maps 
and  schedules  of  all  such  lands  and  hereditaments,  together  with  the  names  of 
the  owners,  or  reputed  owners,  lessees  and  occupiers  thereof,  as  far  as  the  same 
could  be  reasonably  ascertained,  with  estimates  of  the  gross  annual  value,  and 
the  value  thereof  in  fee  (taking  into  consideration  damage  by  way  of  severance. 
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and  any  other  matters  by  "The   Lands   Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1846,"  5. 

required  to  be  considered  if   necessary)  of  all  such  lands  and  hereditaments  Securities  for 
respectively  required  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  railway  from  Mullingar  to  I-***"** 
Galway,  and  that  every  such  map  should  be  upon  a  "  scale  of  200  feet  to  the 
inch,'*  and  that  all  lands,  buildings,  yards,  court^yards,  and  lands  within  the 
curtilage  of  any  building  and  ground  cultivated  as  a  garden,  should  be  marked 
with  the  distinct  numbers  corresponding  with  the  numbers  marked  upon  the 
Parliamentary  plans  and  sections  of  the  said  railway,  and  should  have  put 
thereon  a  distinct  valuation  to  each  number,  and  that  the  company  should 
deposit  such  maps,  schedules,  and  estimates  at  the  office  of  the  Commissioners 
of  Public  Works  in  the  city  of  Dublin,   and  a  copy  of  such  maps,  schedules, 
and  estimates  with  the  secretary  of  the  grand  jury  of  the  county,  county  of  a 
city,  or  county  of  a  town  in  which  such  lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments 
should  be  situate ;  and  it  was  enacted,  that  such  last-mentioned  Commissioners 
should  consider  such  valuations  as  aforesaid,  and  might  at  their  sole  discretion 
alter  or  vary  the  same,  and  might  call  for  such  further  information  relating 
thereto  as  they  should  think  fit,  and  so  soon  as  the  said  last-mentioned  Com- 
missioners, or  any  two  of  them,  should  from  time  to  time  have  signified  in 
writing  their  approval  and  sanction  of  any  such  maps,  schedules,  and  estimates 
deposited  as  aforesaid,  or  any  part  thereof,  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  said 
company  from  time  to  time  to  enter  upon  any  lauds  and  hereditaments  described 
in  such  plans  so  deposited  as   aforesaid,  the  estimate   of  the  value   whereof 
should  have  been  approved  as  aforesaid,  and  thenceforward  to  hold  the  same  in 
fee   discharged  of  all  estates  and  interests  whatsoever  of  any  person  or  body 
whomsoever ;  and  further,  that  the  said  company  should  proceed  to  deposit  so 
much  of  the  said  maps,  schedules,  and  estimates  so  approved  of  as  aforesaid  as 
related  to  each  parish  in  which  any  lands  or  hereditaments  required  to  be  taken 
for  the  purposes  of  the  said  railway  between  Mullingar  and  Galway  were  situate, 
with  the  clerk  of  the  poor-law  union  of  every  such  parish,  and  thereupon  the 
company  should  publish  a  notice  once  in  the  "  Dublin  Gazette,"  and  once  for 
three  successive  weeks  in  some  one  and  the  same  newspaper  circulated  in  the 
county  in  which  such  lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments  were  situate,  contain- 
ing such  particulars  as  in  the  said  Act  now  in  recital  is  mentioned ;  and  it  was 
enacted  that  all  and  every  the  several  clauses,  powers,  authorities,  provisoes, 
enactments,  directions,  regulations,  restrictions,  privileges,  priorities,  advantages, 
penalties,  and  forfeitures  contained  in  the  said  Acts  relating  to  the  said  Public 
Works  Loan  Commissioners,  and  in  all  other  Acts  of  Parliament  whatsoever 
relating  to  the  said  Public  Works  Loan  Commissioners,  and  recited  or  referred 
to  in  the  said  first  therein-mentioned  Act  passed  in  the  Session  held  in  the  ninth 
and  tenth  years  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  should  not  be  affected  by 
any  Act  or  Acts  of  Parliament  passed  or  to  be  passed,  save  so  far  as  the  same 
might  be  therein  and  thereby  altered,  varied,  or  repealed  by  express  reference 
to  the  said  therein-recited  Acts  or  the  said  Act  now  in  recital,  and  that  all  and 
every  the  said  several  clauses,  powers,  authorities,  provisoes,  enactments,  direc- 
tions, regulations,  restrictions,  privileges,  priorities,  advantages,  penalties,  and 
forfeitures,  so  far  as  the  same  could  be  made  applicable  and  were  not  varied  by 
the  Act  now  in  recital,  should  be  taken  to  extend  to  the  Act  now  in  recital,  and 
to  everything  to  be  done  in  pursuance  thereof,  and  to  the  securities  to  be  given 
in  pursuance  thereof,  and  as  if  such  clauses,  powers,  authorities,  provisoes,  enact- 
ments,  directions,   regulations,  restrictions,   privileges,   priorities,  advantages, 
penalties,  and  forfeitures  were  in  the  said  Act  now  in  recital  repeated  and  set 
forth,  and  made  applicable  to  the  securities  to  be  given  in  pursuance  thereof,  and 
every  other  matter  or  thing  to  be  done  by  virtue  thereof;  and  it  was  enacted, 
that  in  case  the  said  railway  between  Mullingar  and  Galway  should  not  be  com- 
pleted by  the  said  railway  company,  and  opened  for  the  use  of  the  public  on  or 
before  the  31st  day  of  December  1851,  and  that  in  case  any  monies  should 
have  been  advanced  to  the  said  railway  company  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  now  in  recital,  and  which  should  be  unpaid  then  and  thereupon,  it  should 
be  lawful  for  the  Public  Works  Loan  Commissioners,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  at  any  tiuie  after  the  said  31st  day 
of  December  1851,  and  notwithstanding  any  subsequent  receipt  of  interest  or 
principal,  to  enter  upon  and  take  possession  of  the  entire  line  of  railway  belong- 
ing to  the  said  company  between  Athlone  and  Galway,  or  so  much  ther^f  as 
should  be  completed,  and  all  lands  and  hereditaments  acquired,  or  agre^  to 
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5-  be  acquired  by  the  said  railway  company  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  line, 

Secarities  for  ^^^  j^^y  stations  or  buildings  belonging  to,  or  intended  to  be  appropriated  to 

the  said  line,  and  thenceform  to  hold  the  same  freed  and  discharged  from  all 
claim  and  demand  whatsoever  both  at  law  and  in  equity  of  the  said  railway 
company ;  and  the  said  Public  Works  Loan  Commissioners,  with  such  consent  as 
aforesaid,  might  transfer  the  said  line,  property,  and  effects  to  any  company 
or  partnership,  or  party,  subject  nevertheless  to  the  payment  by  such  trans* 
feree  of  the  monies  due  to  the  said  Public  Works  Loan  Commissioners,  and 
interest  in  all  respects  as  was  or  should  be  provided  with  respect  to  the 
payment  thereof  by  the  said  railway  company,  and  thereupon  such  transferee 
should  be  entitled  to  have  the  said  Une,  property,  and  effects  for  his  own  use, 
freed  and  discharged  from  all  claims  and  demands  whatsoever  of  the  said  rail- 
way company,  and  as  regarded  the  said  line  from  Athlone  to  Gaiway,  and  the 
property  therein,  such  transferee  should  have  all  and  every  the  rights,  powers, 
and  privileges  by  the  Act  now  in  recital,  or  any  of  the  said  therein  recited  Acts^ 
given  or  vested  in  the  said  railway  company,  and  in  all  respects  as  if  the  same 
were  in  the  Act  now  in  recital  repeated  and  conferred  on  or  given  to  such 
transferee,  to  the  end  and  intent  that  such  transferee  might  complete  the  said 
line  and  acquire  lands  and  hereditaments  for  that  purpose,  and  work  the  same, 
and  receive  and  take  tolls  in  respect  thereof  in  all  res[)ects  as  the  said  railway 
company  was  by  the  said  Act  now  in  recital,  or  the  Acts  therein  recited,  or  any 
of  them,  authorised  to  do,  and  might  in  respect  of  such  railway  from  Athlone 
to  Gaiway  stand  in  the  place  of  the  said  railway  company,  and  that  all  the 
powers  and  provisions  in  the  Act  now  in  recital  contained  with  respect  to  the 
securities  to  be  given  as  aforesaid,  and  the  powers  and  provisions  applicable  to 
the  said  railway  company,  should  apply  to  such  transferee,  and  that  the  said 
several  baronies  and  half  baronies,  and  county  of  the  town  of  Gaiway,  should 
in  all  respects  be  liable  to  contribute  and  pay  to  such  transferee  the  monies 
they  would  (but  for  such  transfer)  have  been  liable  to  pay  to  the  said  railway

missioners,  and  as  if  the  same  had  been  made  to  the  said  Public  Works  Loan 
Commissioners  by  such  transferee  instead  of  by  the  said  railway  company, 
except  so  far  as  the  same  might  be  altered  by  reason  of  any  special  terms  and 
provisions  made  on  such  transfer :  And  whereas,  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  made 
and  passed  in  the  second  Session  of  the  fifth  year  of  the  reigii  of  Her  present 
Majesty,  intituled  **  An  Act  to  authorise  the  Advance  of  Money  out  of  the  Con- 
solidated Fund  to  a  limited  amount,  for  carrying  on  Public  Works  and  Fisheries, 
and  Employment  of  the  Poor,  and  to  amend  the  Acts  authorising  the  issue  of 
Exchequer  Bills  for  the  like  purposes ;"  After  recitirig.the  hereinbefore  mentioned 
or  recited  Act  of  the  57th  year  of  the  reign  of  his  late  Majesty  King  George 
the  Third,  and  the  Acts  then  subsequently  passed  for  amending,  continuing,  or 
extending  the  same,  or  authorising  the  further  issue  of  Exchequer  Bills,  or  the 
advance  of  money  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  Acts,  and  in  which  Act  now  in 
recital  are  contained  powers  for  the  said  Public  Works  Loan  Commissioners  to 
make  advances  as  therein  mentioned,  and  the  clauses,  powers,  and  provisions  of 
which  said  Act  now  in  recital  are  extended  to  the  hereinbefore  recited  Act  of 
the  12th  and  13th  years  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty  as  aforesaid,  it  is 
(amongst  other  things)  enacted,  that  all  mortgages,  conveyances,  assignmeats, 
charges,  securities,  or  other  assurances,  which  sliould  from  time  to  time  be  taken 
by  or  on  the  part  of  the  said  Commissioners  of  the  said  therein  recited  Acts 
and  of  the  Act  now  in  recital,  or  by  jtheir  secretary,  should  be  made  and  pre- 
pared in  such  form  as  the  said  Commissioners  should  from  time  to  time  order  or 
direct,  and  when  executed  by  the  mortgagors  or  other  parties  making  such 
mortgages,  conveyances,  assignments,  charges,  securities,  or  other  assurances, 
should  be  valid  and  effectual  in  the  law  to  pass  all  the  estate  or  interest  of  such 
mortgagors  or  other  persons  in  the  property,  estate,  or  effects  comprised  therein, 
except  where  otherwise  expressly  provided  by  such  mortgages,  conveyances, 
assignments,  charges,  securities  or  other  assurances,  and  for  all  other  the  objects 
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and  purposes  expressed  or  intended  to  be  eflTected  by  such  mortgages,  con-  .   5- 

veyances,   assignments,   charges,  securities,   or  other  assurances,   but  subject  r^f^  ^^^. 
nevertheless  to  such  right  of  redemption,  if  any,  as  should  or  might  by  such 
mortgages,  conveyances,  assignments,  charges,  securities,  or  other  assurances, 
be  reserved  to  the  mortgagors  or  other  persons  executing  the  same  as  aforesaid, 
and  to  such  other  right  or  equity  of  redemption,  if  any,  as  should  or  might 
arise  thereout  under  any  rule  of  equity,  and  that  the  fact  of  the  secretary  of  the 
said  Commissioners  being  a  parly  to  such  mortgages,  conveyances,  assignments, 
charges,  securities,  or  other  assurances,  should  be  deemed  conclusive  evidence  of 
the  same  mortgages,  conveyances,  assignments,  charges,   securities,  or  other 
assurances  having  been  so  made  and  prepared  in  the  form  prescribed  by  and 
under  the  order  and  direction  of  the  said  Commissioners :  And  whereas  the  said 
Midland  Great  Western  Railway  of  Ireland  Company  caused  to  be  made  out, 
and  to  be  signed  with  the  names  of  their  engineer  and  secretary,  such  maps, 
schedules,  and  estimates  of  the  value  of  portions  of  the  lands  and  heredita- 
ments required  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  railway  from  MuUingar  to  Galway, 
as  are  directed  and  required  to  be  made  out  and  signed  by  the  said  hereinbefore 
recited  Act  of  the  12th  and  13th  years  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty, 
and  in  all  respects  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  thereof,  and  deposited  such 
maps,  schedules,  and  estimates  at  the  office  of  the  Commissioners  of  Public 
Works,  in  the  city  of  Dublin,  and  a  copy  of  the  same  with  the  secretary  of  the 
grand  jury  of  every  county,  county  of  a  city,  and  county  of  a  town  in  which  such 
lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments  are  situate  :  And  whereas,  by  an  order  or 
resolution  made  and  passed  at  an  extraordinary  meeting  of  the  said  railway 
company,  held  at  their  railway  station,  Broadstone,  in  the  city  of  Dublin,  on 
the  3d  day  of  October  1849,  and  a  copy  whereof,  certified   by  one  of  the 
directors,  or  by  the  secretary  of  the  said  railway  company  to  be  a  true  copy, 
is  hereupon  indorsed,  it  was  resolved  and  ordered,  that  under  the  powers  and 
provisions  of  the  said  Act  of  the  12th  and  13th  years  of  the  reign  of  Her 
present   Majesty  Queen  Victoria,   and  of  the  several    Acts    therein    recited, 
mentioned,  or  referred  to,  the  directors  of  the  said  company  should  be  autho- 
rised  to   borrow  on    mortgage,   from  the  said   Public  Works  Loan  Commis- 
sioners, any  sum  or  sums  of  money,  not   exceeding  in  the  whole  500,000/., 
and  for  securing    the  repayment  of  the  money  so  borrowed,  with   interesr^ 
to  mortgage  the  said  railways  and  undertakings,  canal,  future  calls  on  share- 
holders,  and  such  other  property,  hereditaments,  and  effects  as  in  the  said 
order  is  particularly  mentioned  or  referred  to:  And  whereas,  by  a  warrant  in 
writing  under  the  hands  of  two  of  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Trea- 
sury, and  bearing  date  on  or  about  the  18th  day  of  October  1849,  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  have  authorised  and  required  the  said  Public 
Works  Loan  Commissioners  to  advance  and  lend  to  the  said  railway  company 
tlie  sum  of  100,000/.,  for  the  purpose  of  being  applied  in  and  towards  the 
formation  of  the  said  railway  from  Athlone  to  Galway,  upon  having  the  repay- 
ment of  the  same  sum  of  100,000/.,  with  interest  for  the  same  after  the  rate  of 
Si.  10s.  per  cent,  per  annum,  secured  by  a  mortgage  of  all  the  property  and 
effects  of  the  said  railway  company,  which  by  the  said  Act  of  the  12th  and  13th 
years  of  the   reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  or  any  of  the  Acts  relating  to 
advances  by  the  said  Public  Works  Loan  Commissioners  or  otherwise,  the  said 
company  are  authorised    to   mortgage,  including  calls  payable  by  the  share- 
holders of  the  said  company ;  and  such  sum  and  interest  to  be  paid  by  the 
instalments,  and  in  manner  in  and  by  the  said  Act  of  the  12th  and  13th  years 
of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty  provided,  and  so  as  such  mortgage  shall 
contain  covenants  on  the  part  of  the  said  company  to  the  effect  or  for  the  pur- 
poses hereinafter  contained  and  next  hereinafter  referred  to ;  that  is  to  say,  to 
ap|tly  the  said  sum  of  100,000/.  towards  the  formation  of  the  said  railway  from 
Athlone  to  Galway,  and  the  expenses    incidental   thereto  incurred  or  to  be 
incurred  subsequently  to  the  28th  day  of  July  1849,  to  raise  by  the  said  com- 
pany a  sum  of  60,000/.  at  the  least  within  six  calendar  months  from  the  date    ' 
of  these  presents,  or  such  a  sum  as,  with  the  monies  raised  by  the  said  com- 
pany sul^equently  to  the  28th  day  of  July  1849,  would   amount  to  the  sura  of 
60,000  /.,  and  to  apply  the  said  sum  of  60,000  /.  (or  so  much  thereof  as  should  not 
liave  been  expended  subsequently  to  the  28th  day  of  July  1849,  and  previously  to 
Uiedaieof  these  presents,  for  the  purposes  next  hereinafter  mentioned),  in  or  towards

This  indenture,  made  the  fifth  day  of  September,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
1860,  between  the  Midland  Great  Western  Railway  of  Ireland  Company  of  the 
one  part,  and  John  Strettell  Brickwood,  of  the  South  Sea  House,  in  the  city  of 
London,  Esquire,  Secretary  of  the  Commissioners  for  carrying  into  execution  an 
Act  of  Parliament  made  and  passed  in  the  fifty-seventh  year  of  the  reign  of  his 
late  Majesty  King  George  the  Third,  intituled  **  An  Act  to  authorise  the  issue  of 
Exchequer  Bills  and  the  advance  of  Money  out  of  the  Consolidated  Fund  to  a 
limited  amount  for  the  carrying  on  of  Public  Works  and  Fisheries  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  and  employment  of  the  Poor  in  Great  Britain  in  manner  therein 
mentioned;"  and  the" Acts  subsequently  passed  for  amending,  continuing  or 
extending  the  same,  or  authorising  the  further  issues  of  Exchequer  Bills  or  the 
advance  of  money  for  the  like  purposes,  and  which  said  Commissioners  are  com- 
monly called  the  Public  Works  Loan  Conunissioners,  of  the  other  part :  Whereas, 
by  an  Act  of  Parliament  made  and  passed  in  the  eighth  year  of  tne  reign  of  Her 
present  Majesty  Queen  Victoria,  intituled  "  An  Act,"  &c-  [here  follow  recitals  of 
the  Acts,  &c.  similar  or  to  the  efiect  of  the  recitals  contained  in  the  before-stated 
mortgage  of  26ih  October  1849,  and  a  recital  of  the  same  indenture]  :  And 
whereas  the  said  Midland  Great  Western  Railway  of  Ireland  Company  have 
raised  the  said  sum  of  60,000  /.,  and  have  produced  evidence  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  said  Public  Works  Loan  Commissioners  of  the  expenditure  and  application 
of  the  said  sum  of  60,000/.,  and  of  the  said  sum  of  100,000  /.,  or  of  such  other 
sum  or  sums  of  money  as  aforesaid :  And  whereas,  by  an  Act  of  Parliament 
made  and  passed  in  the  Session  held  in  the  11th  and  12th  years  of  the  reign  of 
Her  present  Majesty  Queen  Victoria,  intituled  "  An  Act"  to  make  a  Deviation  in 
the  authorised  Line  of  the  Midland  Great  Western  Railway  of  Ireland,  and  to 
amend  the  Acts  relating  to  the  Company,''  and  shortly  intituled  **  The  Midland 
Great  Western  Railway  of  Ireland  (Moate  Deviation)  Act,  1848 :'  After  reciting 
the  hereinbefore-recited  Act  of  the  eighth  and  ninth  years  of  the  reign  of  Her 
said  present  Majesty,  the  two  hereinbefore-recited  Acts  of  the  ninth  and  tenth 
years  of  the  reign  of  Her  said  present  Majesty,  and  the  two  hereinbefore-recited 
Acts  of  the  10th  and  11th  years  of  the  reign  of  Her  said  present  Majesty,  it  was 
enacted,  that  all  the  powers,  provisions,  matters  and  things  contained  in  the 
said  therein-recited  Acts,  and  in  the  several  Acts  incorporated  therewith,  except 
such  of  them  as  were  by  the  Act  now  in  recital  repealed,  altered  or  otherwise

Royal  Canal  Company  should  be  empowered  from  time  to  time  to  assign  the  said 
^lortgage,  and  also  to  reconvey  the  tolls  and  property  thereby  assigned  to  them 
upon  payment  by  the  said  railway  company  of  the  principal  and  interest  due 
upon  such  mortgage;  and  reciting  that  the  construction  of  the  deviations  from  the 
authorised  line  of  the  railway,  and  that  the  diversion  of  the  turnpike  road  leading 
from  Oranmore  to  Galway  in  the  manner  thereinafter  mentioned  would  be  of 
public  advantage,  and  that  the  said  company  were  willing,  at  their  own  expense, 
to  construct  the  same,  and  reciting  that  it  was  expedient  that  the  time  then  limited 
for  the  compulsory  purchase  of  lands  and  hereditaments  for  the  purposes  of  the 
railways  and  works  by  the  firstly  and  secondly  thereinbefore  recited  Acts  autho- 
rised, and  for  the  completion  of  the  said  railways  and  works  should,  so  far  as 
regarded  such  of  the  said  lands  and  hereditaments,  and  such  part  of  the  same  rail- 
ways and  works  as  were  thereinafter  specified,  be  further  extended,  and  that  some 
of  the  provisions  of  the  said  therein-recited  Acts  should  be  amended  and  enlarged 
in  manner  thereinafter  mentioned,  it  was  enacted  that  the  said  therein-recited 
Acts,  as  amended  by  the  Act  now  in  recital,  and  the  said  Act  now  in  recital 
should  be  one  Act,  and  should  be  carried  into  execution  accordingly ;  and  it  was 
enacted  that  the  said  railway  company  incorporated  by  the  first  thereinbefore^men- 
tioned  Act  should  for  all  purposes  be  deemed  and  taken  to  have  been  incorpo- 
rated by  the  name  of  **  The  Midland  Great  Western  Railway  of  Ireland  Com- 
pany ;"  and  that  all  acts  done  by  the  said  company  under  the  name  by  which  the 
said  company  was  first  incorporated  should  be  binding  and  effectual,  and  that  all 
acts  done  or  to  be  done  by  the  said  company  in  the  name  of  the  Midland  Great 
Western  Railway  of  Ireland  Company  snould  be  as  binding  as  if  they  had  been 
done  in  the  name  by  which  the  said  company  was  originally  incorporated  ;  and 
it  was  enacted  that,  subject  to  the  provisions  in  the  Act  now  in  recital  and  in  the 
therein^ecited  Acts,  and  the  several  Acts  incorporated  therewith  contained,  it 
should  be  lawful  for  the  said  railway  company  to  make  and  maintain  the  said 
deviation,  railways,  and  diversion  of  roads  respectively  in  the  lines  and  upon  the 
lands  delineated  on  the  plans,  and  described  in  the  books  of  reference  in  the  said 
Act  now  in  recital  particularly  mentioned  or  referred  to,  and  according  to  the 
levels  therein  defined,  and  to  enter  upon,  take,  and  use  such  of  me  said 
lands  as  should  be  necessary  for  those  purposes ;  and  it  was  enacted  that  the. 
powers  of  the  company  for  the  compulsory  purchase  of  lands  for  the  purpose 
of  making  the  railways  and  other  works  thereby  authorised  should  not  be  exer- 
cised after  the  expiration  of  two  years  from  the  passing  of  the  Act  now  in  recital ; 
and  it  was  enacted  that  after  the  expiration  of  three  years  from  the  passing,  of  the 
Act  now  in  recital,  all  the  powers  thereby  granted  to  the  company  for  making

to  be  made,  or  any  part  thereof;  and  reciting  that  in  the  enumeration  of  the  Acts 
relating  to  the  said  railway  contained  in  the  said  Act  of  the  thenl  ast  Session  of 
Parliament,  intituled  ^^  An  Act  to  authorise  the  advance  of  nK>ney  out  of  the 
Consolidated  Fund  to  the  Midland  Great  Western  Railway  of  Ireland  Company,'' 
the  Midland  Great  Western  Railway  of  Ireland  (Moate  Deviation)  Act,  1848, 
was  accidentally  omitted,  and  that  it  was  expedient  that  such  omission  should 
be  remedied ;  it  was  therefore  enacted,  that  the  said  therein-recited  Act  of  the 
then  last  Session  of  Parliament  should  be  read  and  construed  as  if  the  said 
Midland  Great  Western  Railway  of  Ireland  (Moate  Deviation)  Act,  1848,  had 
been  recited  or  enumerated  in  the  preamble  of  the  said  therein-recited  Ael  of 
the  then  last  Session  of  Parliament  amongst  the  other  Acts  relating  to  the  said 
railway  company;  and  it  was  enacted  that  the  said   deviation  railways  and 
works  should  form  part  of  the  undertaking  of  the  said  railway  company,  and 
that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  said  railway  company,  and  they  were  thereby

secretary,  such  maps,  schedules,  and  estimates  of  the  value  of  all  lands  and  here- 
ditaments required  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  railway,  as  are  directed  and 
required  to  be  made  out  and  signed  by  the  said  hereinbefore-recited  Act  of  the 
12th  and  13th  years  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  and  in  all  respects  in 
conformity  with  the  provisions  thereof,  and  deposited  such  maps,  schedules,  and 
estimates  at  the  oflBce  of  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Works  in  the  City  of  Dublin, 
and  a  copy  of  the  same  with  the  secretary  of  the  grand  jury  of  every  county, 
coimty  of  a  city  and  county  of  a  town  in  which  such  lands,  tenements  and  here- 
ditaments are  situate :  And  whereas  the  said  last-mentioned  Commissioners  having 
considered  such  valuations  as  aforesaid,  have,  by  writing  under  their  hands,  or^  ^

Up  to  the  1st  January  of  the  present  jrear,  there  has  been  a 
profit  realist  on  the  year  of  122/.  lbs.,  of  which  sum  72/.  15  «•  has  been  appropriated  to  the  purchase  of 
blankets  and  oatmeid  for  the  poor,  and  the  remaining  50 1,  added  to  the  stock  ot  the  society,  to  be  used 
for  the  same  ptirpose  should  circumstances  render  it  expedient.  Although  the  past  year  has  been  one  of  great 
distress  and  scarcity  to  the  poorer  classes,  the  weekly  payments  of  the  borrowers  have  been  satisfactory 
and  regular;  and  but  one  or  two  cases  of  attempts  to  impose  in  any  way  on  the  society  have  occurral.

REPORT  by  the  Loan  Fund  Society  at  Castletown  Delvin  on  the  General 
State  and  Working  of  the  Institution  during  the  Year  1840.    - 

The  working  of  the  Society  has  been  but  veiy  slightly  obstructed  by  the  absurd  and 
uncharitiible  opposition  of  the  Roman-catholic  priests  m  the  neighbourhood.  What  sug- 
gested that  opposition  we  are  at  a  loss  to  conceiye,  except  it  was  the  moral  influence  which 
such  an  institution,  worked  by  Protestant  clergymen,  might  exert  over  the  minds  of  their 
flocks  to  their  own  prejudice,  as  they  imagine. 

The  opposition,  however,  had  no  positive  effects  injurious  to  the  institution,  but  in  a 
Tery  slight  degree. 

I'he  opposition  seems  now  confined  to  less  tangible  efforts ;  but  so  little  sympathy  have 
they  gained,  either  from  their  own  people  or  their  fellow  priests,  in  other  localities,  that  no 
open  attempt  will  be  made  to  injure  us. 

I  would,  however,  venture  respectfully  to  suggest,  that  the  means  of  keeping  order  and 
insuring  quiet  (by  the  police)  should  be  always  accessible,  and  their  assistance  in  the 
execution  of  warrants,  &c.,  attainable  with  promptness  and  certainty. 

Defaulters,  otherwise,  thinking  they  have  the  priests  with  them,  might  otherwise  be 
inclined  to  rive  more  trouble  and  vexatious  opposition,  than  under  other  circumstances 
they  would  dare  to  do.

Any  trifling  opposition  commenced  daring  the 
year  1840  has  been  entirely  removed.  The  punctuality  of  payments  has  been  extreme;  so 
that  in  the  transactions  of  the  year  there  is  not  a  shilling  due  out  of  4^124  2.  lent. 

Fines  very  small  in  amount  compared  with  former  years;  the  society  unable  to  supply 
the  great  demand  for  loans. 

Principally  enabling  the  poorer  classes  to  purchase  at  the  lowest  market  price  their 
provisions  of  oatmeal,  j^c,  instead  of  purchasing  at  an  exorbitant  price  from  dealers  on 
credit,  to  stock  their  holdings  with  a  cow,  &c.  The  Loan  Fund  has  completely  put  a  stop  to 
the  system  of  ruinous  usury  to  which  the  poor  were  subject  at  the  hands  of  those  possessed 
of  a  little  capital  in  their  hour  of  need.

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REPORT  of  the  Castletovm  Delvin  Loan  Fund  for  the  Year  ending 

31  December  1843. 


In  furnishing  a  report  of  our  society  for  the  years  1842  and  1843  to  the  Central  Board, 
we  have  much  pleasure  in  announcing  the  continued  and  uninterrupted  success  attending 
our  exertions.  Great  opposition  was  manifested  towards  the  society  at  its  formation ;  those 
in  whose  hands  the  little  capital  of  the  peasant  lay  without  interest,  and  those  who,  Hving 
on  the  necessities  of  their  neighbour,  cnarged  an  incalculable  interest  for  the  accommoda- 
tion they  afforded  their  poorer  brethren,  naturally  banded  together  and  endeavoured  to 
smother  the  society  in  its  infancy ;  but  by  perseveringly  continuing  to  relieve  the  borrower 
bearing  a  good  character,  punctual  in  his  payments,  and  industrious  in  his  habits,  and  by 
rejecting  the  indolent,  the  careless,  and  the  spendthrift,  our  society  has  established  a  credit 
in  the  country  that  cannot  be  shaken,  unless  through  the  carelessness  or  ill  conduct  of  any 
of  its  officers,  which  is  scarcely  possible  to  occur.  We  have  endeavoured,  and  with  success, 
to  enlist  those  gentlemen  who  take  an  interest  in  the  welfare  of  their  poorer  brethren,  their 
tenantry,  and  neighbours,  to  assist  us,  by  recommendino:  none  but  the  deserving  and  tlie  well- 
behaved  to  our  loan  fund  ;  and  to  those  gentlemen  who  have  thus  taken  some  trouble  on 
themselves  by  inquiring  where  they  are  ignorant,  and  only  recommending  when  certified  of 
the  sufficiency  of  the  borrower,  we  owe  our  warmest,  and  tender  our  most  grateful  thanks ; 
whilst  to  those  gentlemen  who,  having  a  stake  in  the  country,  look  on  with  perfiact  indiffer- 
ence at  every  endeavour  made  to  ameliorate  the  condition  of  the  humbler  classes,  be  it  in 
the  shape  of  a  loan  fund  or  a  dispensary,  we  would  remind  them  of  the  saying  of  one  now 
no  more,  unpalatable  as  a  truth,  it  is  true,  to  some,  "  Property  has  its  duties  as  well  as  its 
rights,"  and  for  the  future  we  would  entreat  them  to  lend  us  their  aid  in  carrying  out  the 
object  of  the  society. 

In  those  places  where  there  is  no  resident  gentry,  being  well  aware  of  that  wide-spread 
and  lamentable  system  which  prevents  even  the  better  farmer  from  inditing  anything  but 
what  the  applicant  pleases  in  the  shape  of  character,  we  have  added  a  guarantee  of  pay- 
ment to  the  recommendation,  which,  in  a  great  measure,  has  rendered  them  unworthy  from 
being  relieved  by  our  society,  or  at  least  has  put  us  on  our  guard. 

The  society  having  more  than  doubled  its  original  capital,  on  the  removal  of  one  of  the 
treasurers  from  the  Glebe  House  in  Castletown  Delvin,  it  was  deemed  expedient  to  place 
the  note  and  instalment  books  where  they  could  not  be  destroyed  by  fire,  and  if  any 
attempt  was  madfs  to  destroy  them,  where  a  delay  must  necessarily  be  occasioned  until 
asfiistance  could  be  had  for  their  protection.  For  this  purpose  a  closet  has  been  made  iu 
the  wall  of  the  Court  House,  within  which  is  built  an  iron  safe,  the  door  of  the  closet  being 
made  fast  with  iron  hoops  and  bars  well  locked ;  to  make  all  secure,  a  pair  of  iron  gates 
have  been  procured  for  the  lower  part  of  the  building,  which,  locked  by  night,  is  an 
additional  security.  Again,  by  the  constant  ingress  and  egress  of  borrowers,  the  flooring 
of  the  Loan  Office  became  so  unsafe,  and  many  of  the  instalm(-nt  payers  losing  money 
through  the  apertures,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  new  floor  the  entire,  which  accordingly 
has  been  done,  and  the  sum  of  18  L  1  s.  6  d.  has  bepn  expended  on  it. 

JJ'ever  did  such  a  panic  pervade  all  orders  of  men,  in  consequence  of  Sir  Robert  Peers 
tariff,  as  in  the  commencement  of  1843;  the  farmer  was  afraid  to  employ  the  labouring 
classes,  not  knowing  how  soon  he  mi^ht  be  called  on  to  entrench  his  capital ;  this  threw 
a  number  of  persons  depending  on  their  daily  labour  for  subsistence  out  of  employment. 
It  WHS  determmed  no  longer  to  leave  the  profits  of  the  fund  accruing,  and  as  many  of  those 
wanting  employment  had  been  at  one  time  or  other  borrowers,  but  at  once  to  employ  them 
in  making  a  footpath,  for  the  convenience  of  the  pedestrian,  near  the  village;  to  open 
quarries,  repair  some  houses,  and  the  street  itself.  All  this  has  been  done;  and  by  thus 
laying  out  the  profits,  we  have  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  thus  we  have  kept  many  an 
honest  man  and  family  from  the  poor-house,  and  lefl  them,  when  the  panic  was  over,  in 
their  own  houses,  capable  of  supporting  their  families  in  their  usual  employments. 

With  respect  to  the  large  sum  of  170  I.  9  s,  5  d.  apparently  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer, 
it  is  not  actually  so,  as  will  be  seen  iu  next  year's  accounts.  Generally  on  the  last  day  ol* 
the  year  the  instalments  are  not  given  out  until  the  first  week  in  the  new  year,  to  meet 
any  unpaid  demands  or  debentures,  so  that  this  is  actually  in  circulation.

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REPORT  of  the  Castletown  Ddvm  Loan  Fund  for  the  Year  ending 

31st  December  1844. 


In  furniFhine  the  Central  Loan  Fund  Board  with  a  report  of  our  proceedings  during  the 
year  1 844,  we  have  only  to  remark  that  the  working  of  tne  society,  and  its  intention,  seems 
to  be  well  understood  both  by  the  managers  of  the  society  and  the  borrowers ;  the  former 
having  become  intimately  acquainted  with  the  district  in  which  the  society  works,  thereby 
being  able  to  discriminate  between  the  industrious  man,  the  speculator,  and  the  spendthrift, 
in  fact,  to  know  who  to  lend  to,  and  whom,  in  a  great  measure,  to  take  as  securities  and 
guarantees ;  the  latter,  in  like  manner,  has  learned  that  money  is  not  to  be  borrowed 
unless  there  is  a  probability,  almost  amounting  to  certainty,  of  being  able  to  repay,  and 
that  the  small  sums  formerly  frittered  away  in  domestic  purposes,  now,  by  being  weekly 
ibrwaided  to  the  Loan  Fund  Office,  enables  the  borrower  to  procure  a  sum  of  money  by 
which  he  is  enabled  to  'purchase  whatever  he  may  want  at  first  cost,  instead  of  having 
recourse  to  the  ruinous  ^st^m  of  buying  on  time,  or  going  to  the  money-lender,  the 
retailer,  or  the  huckster.  This  is  apparent  from  the  great  diminution  in  the  fines,  and  from 
the  few  cases  in  which  even  a  summons  had  to  be  granted. 

In  the  year  1843,  ereat  destitution  prevailed  amongst  the  humblest  of  the  borrowers 
from  this  society.  Our  committee  thought  it  right  to  commence  public  works  to  g^ve 
employment  to  those  who  were  in  positive  want,  and  footpaths,  opening  quarries,  repairing 
houses,  and  deepening  fences  were  commenced.  The  bills  of  the  vanous  expenses  could 
not  be  proved  until  the  report  of  that  year  had  been  forwarded  to  the  Central  Board.  When 
all  were  paid,  it  was  found  we  had  exceeded  our  profits  by  at  least  100  /.  To  obviate  this 
dilemma*  it  was  determined  to  allocate  45  /.,  a  gift  from  the  Irish  Peasantry  Society,  in 
London,  to  liquidate  the  debt;  that,  with  the  19  /.  10  $,  6d.  net  profit  of  this  year,  leaves 
a  sum  of  something  more  than  25  /.  to  be  repaid  out  of  the  profits  of  the  ensuing  year,  and 
which  is  reckoned  as  part  of  the  balance  in  the  treasurer's  nands.  This  we  considered  a 
better  way  to  manage,  than  to  take  the  advantage  the  law  gave  of  charging  6  d.  in  the 
pound  to  borrowers  until  the  end  of  March,  which  would  have  amply  liquidated  all  demands 
this  present  year.  Our  committee  have  determined  to  expend  no  more  of  the  profits  of  the 
society  in  any  charitable  grant,  until  a  large  sum  is  lodged  in  the  society  for  the  safety 
of  the  debenture  holders,as  recommended  by  th#  Central  Board.

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REPORT  of  the  Castletown  Delvin  Loan  Fund  for  the  Year  ending 

31  December  1845. 

This  society  has  been  progressing  during  the  past  year,  the  seventh  since  its  formation ; 
our  local  knowledge  has  been  much  increased  as  to  whom  to  depend  on  to  recommend 
borrowers,  as  well  as  the  circumstances  of  the  borrowers  themselves.  The  benefits  this 
society  confers  are  many ;  affording  the  small  capitalist  a  secure  lodgment  for  his  money, 
at  a  rate  of  interest  impossible  for  him  to  obtain  elsewhere,  and  on  so  good  security ;  as  also 
giving  him  the  option  of  drawing  it  out,  should  anything  better  ofier,  at  a  fortnight's 
notice.  To  exempUfy  this,  several  came  with  their  money  in  old  gold  guineas  to  lodge  in 
the  bank,  saying  they  were  heretofore  afraid  to  lend  even  to  the  gentry,  and  kept  their  money 
hid  either  in  their  cabins  or  elsewhere,  without  interest,  useless  to  diemselves  and  others. 
Again,  this  society  benefits  the  daily  workman,  the  tradesman,  and  humble  dealer;  enabling 
them  all  to  buy  at  first  cost,  instead,  as  formerly,  on  the  ruinous  principle  of  time ;  the 
smaller  farmer  too,  by  enabling  him  to  meet  his  demand,  and  keep  his  goods  over  for 
the  higher  market,  or  allowing  him  to  thresh  out  his  corn  by  degrees,  and  thus  give  his 
straw  fresh  to  his  cattle,  instead  of  selling  it  to  his  loss,  or  permitting  it  when  threshed  at 
one  time  to  waste.  The  danger  to  be  avoided  is  lest,  by  a  too  great  readiness  to  obtain 
money,  the  love  fur  speculation  might  be  too  much  excited,  and  thus  make  what  was 
intended  for  a  benefit  mdirectly  be  their  ruin.  This  alone  can  be  remedied  by  a  thorough 
acquaintance  with  the  country,  and,  if  possible,  getting  information  from  the  wealthy 
farmers  within  the  district  in  which  the  society  works,  as  to  the  conduct  and  character  of 
tliose  speculators.  This  alone  can  be  done  by  giving  them  an  interest  in  the  Loan  Fund, 
and  getting  them  to  become  depositors,  which  in  many  instances  has  been  done,  thus 
secunng  the  stability  of  the  Loan  Fund,  and,  indirectly,  the  peace  of  the  country,  as 
undoubtedly  they  would  not  join  in  any  disturbance  by  which  their  all  would  be  en- 
dangered.

REPORT  of  the  Castletown  Delvin  Loan  Fund  for  the  Year  ending 

3l8t  December  1846. 


Notwithstanding  the  visitation  with  which  it  has  pieced  Almighty  God  to  visit  our 
country,  the  Castletown  Delvin  Loan  Fund  has  continued  to  prosper,  being  so  well  calcu- 
lated to  relieve  those  in  employment  on  the  relief  works,  by  permitting  them  to  buy  at  first 
cost,  and  receiving  their  weekly  wages  in  liquidation  of  their  loan  ;  this  has  been  found  to  be 
a  great  advantage,  as,  ruinous  as  prices  were  and  are  at  first  cost,  were  the  poor  obliged 
to  deal  with  the  hucksterer,  he  would  have  found  his  wages  utterly  inadequate  to  support  nis 
family,  and  the  price  doubly  ruinous.  Again,  the  Loan  Fund  has  been  beneficial  to  the 
small  capitalist,  who  formerly  dealt  on  that  capital,  but,  from  the  uncertainty  of  the  times, 
was  forced  to  retire  from  business,  and  here  found  a  safe  depository,  from  whence,  should 
things  wear  a  more  favourable  aspect,  he  could  draw  out  his  hard-wrought-for  earnings, 
and  again  return  to  his  dealing ;  tne  Loan  Fund  affording  him  a  rate  of  interest  to  live  on, 
not  attainable  in  a  savings  bank  or  in  any  other  public  society.  The  great  evil  attendant 
on  a  loan  fund  is  its  liability  to  excite  a  spirit  of  speculation  m  ardent  minds,  too  sanguine 
and  without  sufficient  experience ;  and  this  alone  can  be  counteracted  by  the  managers  not 
affording  a  too  easy  procuring  of  a  loan.  On  tibe  entire,  the  society  has  greatly  prospered, 
not  80  much  in  increasing  its  capital,  as  in  affording  relief  to  the  borrowers,  and  conse- 
quently has  risen  much  in  the  estimation  of  the  landed  proprietary,  the  middle  orders,  and 
tne  people.

REPORT   of  the   Mullingar   Loan    Fund   for   the  Year  ending 

31  December  1847. 

The  year  '47  has  passed  away,  and  never  did  we  experience  a  year  of  such  diflSculty, 
and  may  we  never.  Men  whom  for  years  we  looked  upon  as  solvent  suddenly  became 
bankrupts;  men  who  ever  acted  honestly  became  dishonest,  and  by  every  species  of 
fraud  endeavonred  to  evade  payment.  Such  was  the  panic,  we  were  obliged  to  keep  more 
money  in  hand  than  we  wished  ;  but  doubt  and  perplexity  encompassed  us  on  every  side. 
This  curtailed  our  weekly  circulation,  but  we  preferred  being  on  the  safe  side ;  and  now 
can  say  there  are  not  many  cases  in  which  we  have  any  fear  of  not  recovering  the  amount. 


The  past  year  has  taught  us  experience,  and,  acquainted  as  we  are  thoroughly  with  our 
district,  trust  we  shall  be  able,  if  spared  for  another  year,  to  give  a  more  favourable  report

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REPORT  of  the  Castktwm  Delvin  Loan  Fund  for  the  Year  ending 

31  December  1848. 

In  reporting  on  the  slate  of  the  Castletown  Delvin  Loan  Fund  Society,  I  am  happy  to 
be  able  to  state,  that  during  a  year  of  unexampled  distress,  with  prices  lower  than  they 
have  been  known  for  many  years  for  all  kinds  of  produce,  with  a  failure  of  the  potato  crop, 
and  an  inferior  yield  of  all  kinds  of  com,  with  high  poor  rates,  notwithstanding  all  these 
ditficulties  to  contend  with,  our  societ}^  has  progressed  in  a  most  remarkable  manner;  and 
though  with  some  expense,  we  have  this  year  recovered  800  /.  of  arrears,  and  with  few  com- 
plaints from  those  from  whom  it  has  been  recovered. 

All  this  mainly  attributable  to  the  steadiness  and  activity  of  our  clerk,  and  the  readiness 
of  the  magistracy  and  gentry  of  the  neighbourhood  to  co-operate  with  us  in  recovering  for 
the  society  what  is  justly  due,  and  pointing  out  to  us  fit  and  proper  subjects  as  borrowers 
and  securities.  The  confidence  of  tne  debenture  holders  has  likewise  increased,  and  many 
«re  coming  forward  to  invest  their  small  capital  in  this  society.  Our  law  expenses  this 
year  have  been  very  great,  but  absolutely  necessary;  so  many  attempts  have  been  made  to 
leave  this  country,  and  evade  payment  of  the  loans  borrowed,  that  prompt  but  expensive 
measures  have  been  necessarily  resorted  to.  Man^r  are  the  benefits  conferred  by  this 
society,  as  acknowledged  by  all  ranks  acquainted  with  its  working.  It  enables  the  day 
labourer  to  procure  his  provisions  at  first  cost  without  resorting  to  the  ruinous  dealings  of 
the  n.ealmongers  or  the  usurer.  It  enables  the  poor  tradesman  to  procure  material  for  his 
craft  at  first  cost,  and  the  small  farmer  to  increase  his  stock,  paying  off  the  purchase-money 
by  the  produce  of  his  milk  and  butter.  To  the  speculator  it  is  disadvantageous  and 
iniurious ;  and  as  far  as  \ie  can,  we  endeavour  to  discover  them,  and  refuse  them  a  loan. 
The  late  Act  for  preventing  arrest  for  any  sums  under  10  /.  has  done  us  much  injury,  as  many 
when  arrested  immediately  paid.  Tlie  refusing  of  the  Board  to  sanction  guarantees  has 
also  been  injurious,  as  no  one  would  guarantee  unless  a  person  deserfiag  a  loan,  and 
thereby  we  gained  much  local  knowledge  respecting  borrowers.  Were  the  right  of  guaran- 
teeing lestoied,  it  would  be  a  great  benefit.  Such  is  the  state  of  the  Castletown  Delvm  Loan

REPORT  of  the  Castletawn  Delvin  Loan  Fund,  for  the  Year  ending 

31st  December  1850. 

This  society  has  been  progressing  favourably  during  the  past  year,  and,  wefe  it  not  that 
our  clerk,  Mr.  Ed.  G.  Morris,  on  whom  the  chief  duty  and  detail  of  mana^ment  falls, 
and  to  whose  integrity  and  attention  the  existence  of  this  Loan  Fund  has  mainly  depended, 
has  been  appointed  during  the  past  year  to  the  clerkship  of  the  Poor  Law  Union  esta- 
blished in  this  place,  it  would  nave  progressed  far  better,  as  he  was  unable  to  pay  that 
undivided  and  unremitting  attention  to  its  working  he  formerly  did,  and,  finally,  has  been 
compelled  to  resign  the  clerkship  altogether,  to  the  great  regret  of  the  depositors,  who  have 
the  greatest  confidence  in  him,  and  of  the  borrowers,  who  ever  found  him  attentive  to  their 
wants,  and  strictly  correct  in  their  accounts.  Though  we  have  sustained  a  loss  in  his  services, 
nevertheless,  he  has  promised  for  the  future  to  oversee  the  working  of  the  society,  to  scru- 
tmize  the  solvency  of  the  borrowers  and  securities,  to  have  the  weekly  statement*book 
and  instalment^book  properly  kept,  and  to  give  every  information  to  the  new  clerk,  Mr. 
Patrick  Fagan,  whom  we  have  appointed  at  a  much  lower  salary,  in  consequence  of  much  ot 
the  former  duties  not  falling  on  him.  Our  late  clerk  has  deposited  100  /.  as  a  debenture 
m  the  fund. 

We  therefore  look  forward  to  the  forthcoming  year  as  one  in  which  those  losses  the 
society  has  experienced  will  be  recovered,  and  trust  that  the  future  reports  of  the  society 
will  be  more  favourable.  The  utility  of  the  society  is  banning  to  be  felt  by  the  neigh- 
bouring gentry,  though  they  still  keep  aloof  to  taking  any  part  in  its  management  or 
duties.

REPORT  of  the  Mullingar  Loan  Fund  for  the  Year  endmg 

31st  December  1846. 


Notwithstanding  the  pressure  of  the  season,  the  society,  though  still  in  its  infitncy,  is 
progressing.  It  has  been  established  but  one  year  and  a  half,  and  it  is  only  now  the  clerk 
18  beginning  to  understand  the  manner  of  keeping  the  accounts,  and  the  manager  the 
character  ot  the  borrowers,  whether  solvent  or  the  contrary.  To  the  tradesmen  in  the  town 
the  Loan  Fund  has  been  of  great  advantage,  as  well  as  to  those  employed  on  the  relief 
works,  enabling  them  to  purchase  at  first  cost,  and  not  to  have  recourse  to  the  hucksters. 
The  great  difficulty  in  the  mana^ement^of  the  society  is,  first  of  all,  procuring  an  eligible 
clerk,  one  capable  of  keeping  tne  various  books,  a  very  difficult  person*  to  find;  and  a 
second  difficulty  arises  from  a  want  of  local  knowledge  of  the  country.  Time  alone  can 
remedy  those  evils,  which  in  some  degree  are  with  us  overcome.  In  computing  the  interest 
received,  it  would  appear  that  AL\bs.2\d.  has  been  received  above  the  6um  computed ; 
this  arises  from  some  of  the  borrowers  often  having  passed  their  notes,  as  the  clerk  under- 
stood, weekly,  requesting  it  to  be  made  monthly.

REPORT  of  the  Mullingar  Loan  Fund,  for  the  Year  ending 

31st  December  1847. 


Never  did  we  expect  to  see  such  a  change  come  over  the  moral  feeling  of  the  people  as 
within  the  last  two  years.  Every  species  of  subterfuge  that  could  be  resorted  to,  to  escape 
the  just  payment  of  the  loans,  was  resorted  to,  and  that  by  many  supposed  to  be  very 
solvent  and  independent ;  their  property  put  out  of  the  way  of  warrants,  and,  when  pro- 
cessed, made  over  their  effects  to  escnpe  the  decree.  We  trust,  however,  with  returning 
plenty,  our  loss  on  this  year's  transactions  will  bn  made,  and  that  the  characters  of  our 
now  borrowers  will  be  upheld.  In  consequence  of  our  assistant  barristers  (three  having 
come  round  in  one  year)  having  taken  different  views  of  the  Loan  Fund  Act,  we  were  dis- 
missed on  three  different  occasions,  which  caused  much  expense  to  the  society.  However, 
the  law  has  now  been  definitively  laid  down,  and  we  trust  no  more  loss  will  be  sustained  in 
this  quarter. 

Meeting  much  hostility  on  every  side,  but  believing  the  loan-fund  system  useful  in 
putting  down  the  usurer,  affording  a  place  of  deposit  for  the  small  capitalist,  and  giving 
much  assistance  to  the  industrious  and  saving,  we  hope  to  be  able  to  give  a  better  account 
oJ  the  working  of  this  society  at  the  conclusion  of  the  current  yean

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REPORT  of  the  MulUngar  Loan  Fund  for  the  Year  ending 
3l8t  December  1849. 


In  furnishing  the  report  of  the  Mullingar  Loan  Fund  Society,  I  have  only  to  remark, 
notwithstanding  the  many  diiGcuIties  we  have  had  to  contend  with,  from  the  disarranged 
state  of  accounts,  and  the  opposition  experienced  from  the  former  clerk,  either  unwilling  or 
unable  to  give  information  on  many  important  matters,  we  have  been  making  progress  by 
collecting  the  arrears,  and  finding  who  in  reality  is  in  default,  and  who  have  borrowed,, 
as  many  fictitious  names  have  been  entered  in  the  instalment  books,  and  many  notes  taken, 
whether  paid  or  unpaid  we  are  still  unable  to  discover. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  1848,  there  were  in  the  hands  of  monthly  borrowers  a  sum  of  450  L 
about,  and  a  further  sum  of  400/.  about  in  the  hands  of  weekly  borrowers;  this,  by  the  diligence 
and  activity  of  the  present  clerk,  has  been  diminished  to  the  sum  of  321  /.  4  s,  in  the  monthly 
borrowers,  and  to  the  sum  of  235  /.  about  in  weekly  borrowers'  hands.  A  large  amount 
of  both  these  sums  still  continues  in  the  hands  of  the  late  clerk,  whose  securities  are  sued 
for  the  amount  of  the  bond  passed,  and  which  is  to  be  tried  at  the  ensuing  assizes.  I  see 
nothing  to  prevent  their  bein^  compelled  to  pay  the  amount,  as  all  accounts  were  closed  in 
the  presence  of  witness  with  the  former  clerk,  and  a  much  laiger  sum  acknowledged  by  him 
as  in  his  hands  than  the  amount  of  the  bond. 

Here  I  must  remark  he  has  commenced  two  actions  against  me,  one  for  false  imprison- 
ment on  a  charge  of  felony,  of  which  he  was  acquitted,  the  jury  holding  it  was  his  intention 
to  repay  the  amount  taken ;  the  other  for  the  sum  of  400  /. ;  and  50  L  said  to  be  due  to  him 
chiefly  as  clerk  to  the  Mullingar  Loan  Fund.  However,  the  yearly  reports  si^ed  by 
himself  will  completely  overthrow  this  monstrous  charge. 

There  is  a  sum  of  400  L  and  upwards  outstanding,  and  we  have  not  been  able  entirely 
to  discover  where  it  is ;  some  of  it  has  been  lent  out,  and  the  names  of  the  borrowers 
have  not  been  entered  in  instalment  book,  the  late  clerk  acknowledging  the  fact,  but 
giving  no  reason  why  those  names  have  not  been  entered.  I  fear  there  is  a  far  larger  sum 
lent  out  in  this  way  than  we  are  aware  of,  as  we  have  an  entire  book  of  notes  taken, 
borrowers  and  securities  mentioned ;  who  they  are  we  know  not,  and  whether  paid  or 
unpaid,  we  are  still  in  i^orance.  I  fear  from  the  commencement  of  the  Mulling  Society 
instalments  were  mentioned  in  the  yearly  report  which  were  not  received,  and  loans  not 
entered  which  have  been  paid.  If  I  am  able  to  lodge  a  further  sum  during  the  forthcoming 
year  in  this  Loan  Fund,  our  next  report  will  be  more  favourable ;  but  this  depends  on  contin- 
gency at  present,  which,  sooner  or  later,  shall  be  overcome.

4«.,  in  No.  3,  enterea  as  deposits  not  secured  to  lenders  by.aebentures  dunng  1850, 
is  a  sum  of  money  I  from  time  to  time  advanced  to  pay  different  sums  of  money  in 
Loan  Fund,  but  do  not  see  where  I  got  credit  for  it. 

My  wish  would  be  to  keep  on  this  Loan  Fund  until  all  debenture  holders  were  paid  off 
in  full,  as  many  lent  their  money  more  on  my  responsibility  than  through  any  knowledge 
of  the  affairs  of  a  Loan  Fund.  However,  1  hope  to  be  able  to  lodge  more  money  this  year 
m  the  fund,  and  thus  increase  its  solvency.

1.  That  this  society  shall  be  called  the  Castletown  Delvin  Loan  Fand,  and  its  object 
shall  be  to  grant  loans  of  money  to  indnstrioos  individuals,  at  a  moderate  rate  of  interest, 
m  the  following  district;  viz.,  the  barony  of  Delvin,  part  of  Farbitt,  Moyashill,  and 
Danifore.

2.  That  the  affairs  of  the  society  shall  be  conducted  by  trustees,  a  treasurer,  and  com- 
mittee, to  be  appointed  by  the  members.  The  treasurer  to  be  the  honorary  and  corres- 
ponding secretary  of  the  society,  in  deftiult  of  such  an  oflScer  being  otherwise  appointed 

by  the  society. 

3.  That  in  the  trustees  shall  be  vested  all  -property,  monies,  and  effects  whatsoever 
belonging  to  the  society.  The  treasurer  shall  have  the  charge  and  management  of  the 
funds  and  accounts  of  the  society,  and  shall  have  chaise  of  the  books.  He  shall  be 
responsible  that  an  annual  abstract  of  the  accounts  of  the  society,  up  to  the  Slst  December 
in  each  year,  be  furnished,  in  the  printed  form  forwarded  by  the  Loan  Fund  Board  for  that 
purpose,  some  time  in  the  succeeding  January. 

4.  That  in  case  of  the  absence  of  treasurer,  the  duties  of  his  office  shall  be  performed 
by  some  member  of  the  committee  chosen  by  himself,  and  approved  by  the  other  members* 
Tne  committee  shall  meet  weekly  to  decide  upon  the  applications  for  loans.  The  trear 
surer  shall  be,  ex  officio,  a  member  of  such  committee,  three  to  be  a  quorum.  All  commu- 
nications from  the  Loan  Fund  Board  shall  be  laid  before  the  committee,  and  be  filed  in 
the  office  for  the  inspection  of  all  members.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  trustees  and  com- 
mittee to  delegate  the  whole  business  of  the  society  to  the  treasurer,  or  to  any  person 
chosen  by  th^i,  whenever  it  may  be  impossible  or  inconvenient  for  the  committee  to 
meet. 

6.  That  the  trustees  and  treasurer  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  clerk  or  clerks,  to  be 
approved  by  the  committee,  to  assist  in  keeping  the  books  and  conducting  the  business  of 
the  society,  provided  that  the  amount  of  the  salary  payable  to  any  one  such  clerk  shaQ 
not  exceed  the  sum  of  50  Z.  sterling  in  any  one  year,  and  that  the  amount  of  all  salaries 
payable  to  the  clerks  and  servants  of  such  society  shall  not  in  the  whole  exceed  the  sum 
of  80  /.  in  any  one  year.  The  treasurer  shall  be  empowered  to  pay  all  and  every  expense 
incurred  in  the  management  of  the  society  for  rent,  stationery,  &c.,  provided  the  total 
amount  of  such  expenses  shall  not  exceed  100  /.  in  any  one  year,  independent  of  the  sum 
allowed  for  salaries. 

6.  That  the  trustees  and  conmiittee  shall  have  power  to  remove  any  member,  officer,  or 
servant  of  the  socie^  whatsoever,  a  special  meeting  of  the  committee  being  called  for  such 
purpose,  by  notice  in  writing,  served  on  the  person,  or  at  the  residence  of  every  member 
thereof,  at  least  10  days  before  the  date  of  such  meeting. 

7.  That  no  person  being  trustee,  treasurer,  honorary  secretary,  of  member  of  committee 
in  this  society,  or  having  any  control  in  the  management  thereof,  sliall  directly  or  indirectly 
receive  any  salary  or  other  remuneration  for  attendance  or  for  any  other  services  performed 
for  the  society. 

8.  That  the  treasurer  shall  become  bound  to  the  secretary  of  the  Loan  Fund  Board, 
himself  in  the  sum  of  1,000  L,  with  two  solvent  sureties,  each  in  the  sum  of  500  /.,  and 
that  the  clerk  and  every  other  officer  intrusted  with  moneys  the  property  of  the  society, 
shall  in  like  manner  become  bound  to  the  said  secretary  of  the  Loan  Fund  Board,  him- 
self in  the  sum  of  100  /.,  and  two  solvent  sureties,  each  in  the  sum  of  60  /.,  for  the  fkithful 
performance  of  their  duties  previous  to  any  loan  being  issued  by  the  society. 

9.  That  a  printed  copy  of  the  rules  of  the  society  shall  be  posted  in  the  office  of  the 
society,  and  another  printed  copy  of  the  said  rules  shall  be  lodged  with  the  clerk  of 
each  petty  sessions  in  the  district  within  which  the  operations  of  the  society  are  to  be 
<:onducted. 

10.  That  this  sooiety  shall  not  be  dissolved  but  by  the  concurrence  of  at  least  two-thirds 
of  the  members  thereof,  nor  until  at  least  three  calendar  months'  notice  of  such  intended 
dissolution  shall  have  been  given  to  the  Loan  Fund  Board  by  the  then  treasurer  of  the 
society ;  and  on  its  dissolution,  the  treasurer  shall  return  his  certified  copy  of  rules  to  the 
secretary  of  the  Loan  Fund  Board. 

11.  That  funds  be  raised  for  the  use  of  the  society  by  deposits,  bearing;  interest  at  the 
rate  of  5  per  cent,  per  annum.  Debentures  shall  be  granted  for  sums  amounting  to  20  /., 
and  deposit  receipts  for  sums  less  than  20  /•  No  interest  shall  be  payable  on  fractional 
parts  of  a  pound.  Six  months'  notice  shall  be  required  previous  to  the  withdrawal  of  any 
sum  lodged  in  debentures,  and  six  weeks'  notice  previous  to  the  withdrawal  of  any  sum 
lodged  on  deposit  receipts ;  provided  always,  that  nothing  contained  in  .this  rule  shall 
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prevent  any  depositor  or  debenture-holder  being  paid  the  full  amount  of  his  deposit  at  any- 
time it  may  be  convenient  to  the  society  to  pay  it,  on  such  payment  being  ordered  by  the 
committee. 

12.  That  every  such  debenture  or  deposit  may  be  transferred  and  assigned  by  any  such 
depositor  or  lender  to  any  other  person  or  persons,  such  transfer  not  to  be  valid  until 
registered  ih  the  books  of  the  society.  Any  party  holding  debentures  exceeding  iu  amount 
100  L,  shall  transfer  such  surplus  debentures  on  being  required  to  transfer  the  same,  by  the- 
society  or  through  the  treasurer,  and  on  being  paid  5ie  amount  due  thereon  by  any  person, 
vrishing  to  become  a  depositor,  and  in  case  the  said  party  shall  refuse  to  make  such  trans^ 
fer  when  so  re<|uired,  interest  shall  cease  to  be  payable  in  respect  of  such  surplus  debenture- 
or  debentures  from  the  date  of  such  request.  The  society  shall  be  at  liberty  to  pay  off  auy 
debenture-holder  at  one  month's  notice. 

13.  That  every  applicant  for  a  loan  shall  apply  to  the  clerk  of  the  society  for  a  printed, 
form  of  application  paper,  for  which  paper  a  charge  of  one  penny  shall  be  made, 

14.  That  such  applications  shall  be  returned  to  the  clerk,  when  filled  and  signed,  who< 
shall  lay  the  same  before  the  committee,  and  they  shall  have  power  to  refuse  or  grant  the 
same  at  their  discretion ;  provided  always,  that  any  previous  loan  obtained  by  the  afiplicant^ 
from  this  society  shall  have  been  wholly  repaid,  and  that  any  previous  borrower  who  may 
have  incurred  one  fine  shall  have  the  consideration  of  his  application  deferred  for  two- 
weeks  ;  if  two  fines  shall  have  been  incurred,  for  one  month ;  and  if  three  fines  have  been: 
incurred,  fojr  three  months ;  and  if  more  than  three  fines  have  been  incurred,  it  shall  not 
ba  lawful  for  the  committee  to  grant  such  borrower  a  fresh  loan ;  provided  that  nothing 
hereinbefore  contained  shall  affect  parties  who  may  be  enabled  to  satisfy  the  com- 
mittee that  such  default  or  defaults  have  been  occasioned  by  sickness  or  other  unavoidable- 
calamity. 

16.  That  any  clerk  or  other  servant  of  the  society  who  shall  have  refused  an  application* 
paper  to  an  applicant,  except  by  direction  of  the  committee,  or  who  shall  wilfully  neglect 
to  lay  the  same  before  the  committee  when  returned,  or  against  whom  it  shall  be  proved 
that  he  has  in  any  way  tampered  with  such  papers,  or  evinced  any  sectarian  or  party  feel- 
ing in  the  execution  of  his  duties,  shall  be  at  once  dismissed  the  society's  service. 

16.  That  with  a  view  of  simplifying  the  business  of  the  society,  no  fractional  part  of  a 
pound  shall  be  granted  in  a  loan,  nor  shall  any  sum  less  than  1  /.  be  lent  except  for  the 
purpose  of  purchasing  some  implement  for  manual  labour. 

17.  That  two  solvent  sureties  shall  become  bound  with  the  borrower  for  the  regular 
repayment  of  the  loan  by  weekly  instalments  of  Is.  in  each  pound  lent,  by  signing,, 
together  with  the  borrower,  a  note  or  security  payable  to  the  treasurer  of  the  society  for 
the  time  being  on  demand.  Fourpence  in  the  pound  of  the  sum  lent  shall  be  retained  at 
the  time  the  loan  is  issued  as  discount  thereon.  One  penny  in  the  pound  on  the  original 
sum  lent  shall  be  charged  as  a  fine  on  the  borrower  for  the  first  default  of  payment,  and 
2  d.  in  the  pound  for  the  second  default ;  and  such  fines  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  in 
aid  of  the  funds  of  the  society;  provided  always,  that  in  no  case  shall  the  total  amount 
of  such  fines  exceed  3  d,  in  the  pound  on  the  original  sum  lent.  Immediately  on  a  second 
default  occurring,  the  sureties  shall  receive  notice  thereof.  Should  the  borrower  or  sureties 
neglect  to  make  good^the  instalments  due,  together  with  all  fines  authorised  by  these 
rules  incurred,  they,  or*  any  one  or  more  of  theui,  shall  be  immediately  sued  for  the  whole 
amount  of  the  loan  remaining  unpaid,  together  with  all  such  fines  as  aforesaid. 

18.  That  any  borrower  obliging  this  society  to  take  legal  proceedings  for  the  recovery  oT 
a  loan,  shall  be  thenceforth  precluded  from  obtaining  a  fresh  loan  from  its  funds,  unless  it 
shall  be  satisfactorily  proved  that  he  had  made  every  exertion  in  his  power  to  meet  the 
instalments  due.  A  borrower  from  this  society  shall  not  be  accepted  as  surety  for  another 
until  the  loan  he  has  received  has  been  repaid ;  neither  shall  sureties  be  accepted  as> 
borrowers  until  the  sum  for  which  they  are  surety  shall  have  been  repaid,  unless  upon 
special  exceptions,  to  be  allowed  by  the  trustees  and  committee.  Any  attempt  to  impose 
upon  this  society  shall  preclude  the  party  or  parties  concerned  from  receiving  any  loan  or 
relief  from  its  funds. 

19.  And  whereas  parties  have  in  some  instances  attempted  to  impose  upon  loan  societies- 
by  obtaining  a  loan,  and  then,  with  their  sureties,  immediately  leaving  the  country,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  treasurer,  on  receiving  authentic  information  that  this  or  any 
other  fraud  is  in  contemplation,  to  immediately  sue  the  parties  concerned  for  the  entire 
amount  of  the  loan  then  due,  anything  to  the  contrary  contained  in  the^e  rules  not- 
withstanding. 

20.  That  the  treasurer  shall  call  an  annual  meeting  of  the  society  on  some  day  in  the 
second  or  third  week  of  January  in  each  year  (of  which  meeting  six  clear  days'  notice  shall 
be  given),  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  the  accounts  of  the  preceding  year  up  to  the 
31st  of  December,  and  of  transacting  any  other  business  pertaming  to  the  affairs  of  the 
society.  That  at  this  meeting  the  treasurer  shall  produce  a  statement  of  the  funds  and 
effects,  and  of  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  society ;  and  an  estimate  of  the  clear  net 
profit  or  loss  to  thi^t  period  shall  be  submitted,  together  with  a  detailed  account,  specifying 
the  items  of  expense  mcurred  in  tlie  management  of  the  society.     Every  trustee,  member  of 

,  committee. 
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committee,  or  debenture-holder  to  the  amount  of  50  /.  shall  have  a  vote  at  such  meeting; 
and  the  senior  trustee  present  shall  be  the  chairman  of  such  meeting,  and  shall  have  a 
casting  vote.  The  clear  profit  of  the  society  for  the  past  year  having  been  declared,  and 
ascertained  to  be  correct,  the  meeting  shall  then  proceed  to  allocate  one-*tenth  of  such 
clear  net  profits  to  the  fund  for  the  security  of  tne  debenture-holders,  pursuant  to  the 
44th  section  of  6  &  7  Vict.  c.  91,  and  to  appropriate  such  portion  of  the  residue  thereof  as 
they  shall  think  proper  to  the  mipport  of  any  dispensary,  hospital,  or  infirmary  in  the 
district  or  county  in  which  such  society  shall  be  established,  or  for  such  other  charitable 
or  useful  local  purpose  as  they,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Loan  Fund  Board,  shall 
think  fit. 

21.  And  whereas  it  is  possible  that  this  society  may  from  time  to  time  accumulate 
various  description^  of  property,  such  as  accumulated  profits,  interest  in  a  lease  of  premises, 
iron  safes,  office  furniture,  &c.  &c.;  and  whereas  the  institutors  and  present  managers  of 
this  socie^  must,  in  the  course  of  nature,  give  place  to  others,  to  prevent  any  misappro- 
priation of  such  property,  the  secretary  of  the  Loan  Fund  Board  for  the  time  being,  in  the 
name  and  on  behalf  of  such  Board,  shall  be  and  is  hereby  constituted  one  of  the  trustees  of 
such  property;  and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons,  being  members  or 
otherwise  of  this  society,  to  realise,  dispose  of,  or  in  any  way  appropriate  such  property  on 
the  dissolution  of  this  society,  without  the  consent  in  writing  of  such  Board,  signed  by  at 
least  two  of  its  members,  and  countersigned  by  the  secretary. 

22.  That  the  (Committee  shall  be  empowered  to  make  such  regulations  with  respect  to 
the  necessary  details  for  the  workine  of  the  society  (as  declaring  me  officers  of  the  society 
by  name,  appointing  the  days  and  nours  of  business,  &c.)  as  they  may  think  proper,  pro- 
vided that  no  such  regulations  shall  be  in  force  until  they  have  been  approved  of  by  the 
Loan  Fund  Board,  and  that  no  such  regulations  shall  be  repugnant  to,  or  alter,  or  other- 
wise affect  the  certified  rules  of  the  society ;  and  all  such  regulations,  when  approved  of  by 
the  Loan  Fund  Board,  shall  be  entered  m  the  book  contaming  the  certified  rules  of  the 
society.

Re  Mullingar  and  Castletown  Delvin.

Loan  Fund  Office,  Dublin  Castle, 
Rev.  Sir,  24  June  1851. 

I  AM  directed  by  the  Board  to  call  your  attention  to  the  very  unsatisfactory 
state  of  things  in  the  Mullingar  Loan  Fund,  as  represented  in  the  annual 
accounts  for  1850,  and  to  express  their  extreme  surprise  and  regret  that  the 
suggestions  of  their  officer  in  1849  respecting  the  management  and  mode  of 
keeping  the  accounts,  especially  the  Weekly  Statement-book,  do  not  appear  to 
have  been  attended  to. 

I  am  to  observe,  if  the  Weekly  Statement-book  had  been  fully  and  properly 
kept,  it  would  have  been  utterly  impossible  for  the  late  clerk,  Mr.  Dowd,  to  have 
become  a  defaulter,  or  a  debtor  to  the  society,  to  the  amount  of  507^.  14^.  6d. 
If  that  book  had  been  fully  and  properly  kept,  it  would  have  been  utterly 
impossible  on  the  face  of  its  weekly  disclosures  to  have  proceeded  in  the  old 
track  of  operations,  when  it  now  appears  the  losses  on  the  operations  of  the  last 
three  years  amount  to  262/.  14^.  2d.  It  would  have  been  impossible  there 
could  have  arisen  any  doubt  respecting  the  sum  of  208/.  4  s,  entered  in  the 
last  annual  accounts  as  deposits  not  secured  to  lenders  by  debentures  during 
last  year,  you  as  treasurer  having,  as  you  state,  "  from  time  to  time  advanced 
to  pay  different  sums  of  money  in  the  Loan  Fund,  and  not  seeing  you  had  got 
credit  for  it."  I  am  further  to  observe,  that  it  would  be  quite  impossible  for 
any  loan  fund,  however  large  its  operations,  to  exist  for  any  length  of  time  safe 
or  solvent  with  such  an  enormous  draw  on  the  capital  as  that  which  appears  to 
have  been  for  the  last  three  years  going  on,  not  only  then  diminished,  but  aug- 
menting yearly. 

I  am  to  add,  that  the  charge  made  for  law  costs  of  60/.  is  a  very  serious  item 
for  one  year's  proceedings;  and  that  the  sura  of  100/.  recovered  from  the 
securities  of  the  late  clerk  ought  to  have  been  debited  in  the  annual  account, 
which  has  not  been  done.  I  am  further  to  call  on  you  for  an  explanation  of  a 
claim  by  the  representatives  of  a  depositor  of  the  name  of  James  Waters  on  the 
Castletown  Delvin  Loan  Fund  for  78/.,  who,  as  they  state,  have  frequently 
apphed  to  you  for  a  settlement  of  the  same  without  effect.

REPLY  of  Mr.  Dunne  as  to  Management  and  Security. 
Castletown  Delvin  and  Mullingar. 

Sir,  Rectory,  Church  town,  Mullingar,  5  July  1851. 

In  reference  to  your  letter  of  the  24th,  I  beg  to  state  I  never  entered  into  any 
security  as  treasurer  of  the  Castletown  Delvin  or  Mullingar  Loan  Funds,  nor 
would  I,  as  I  accepted  that  office  unwillingly  to  oblige  Lord  Westmeath,  when 
the  former  treasurer,  the  Rev.  H.  Moore,  was  removed  from  that  part  of  the 
country ;  when  applied  to  by  the  late  secretary  of  the  Loan  Fund  Board  to  do  so, 
I  at  once  tendered  my  resignation,  and  would  have  been  glad  had  it  been 
accepted. 

The  Weekly  Statement-book  for  the  Mullingar  Loan  Fund  has  been  regularly  kept 
since  1849,  and  all  the  suggestions  of  the  inspector,  as  far  as  I  am  aware,  have  been 
attended  to;  but  it  was  in  the  latter  end  of  1848  the  large  defalcation  in  the 
funds  of  the  Mullingar  Loan  Society  was  discovered ;  a  defalcation  that  had 
arisen  immediately  on  its  commencement  when  separated  from  the  Castletown 
Delvin  Loan  Society  by  the  directions  of  the  Loan  Fund  Board,  in  the  year  1845. 

In  1847  the  inspector  insisted  on  the  Weekly  Statement- book  being  kept,  and 
directed  the  clerk  to  go  to  Moate  or  Tyrrell's  Pass  and  learn  how  that  book  was 
to  be  kept ;  an  attempt  was  made  to  do  so,  but  it  was  all  fictitious  and  irregular. 

The  reason  why  the  losses  on  the  last  three  years'  operations  have  been  so 
great^  is  from  paying  interest  for  so  much  dead  money;  the  depositors  drawing 
out  their  money  by  degrees,  thus  stopping  the  circulation  and  requiring  their 
interest. 

With  regard  to  the  208  /.  4  s.^  the  Weekly  Statement-book  shows  how  this 
money  was  deposited  by  me  in  the  Loan  Fund,  and  yet  I  have  no  credit  for  it  in 
the  yearly  report 

The  60  /.  costs  were  incurred  in  the  action  I,  as  treasurer,  was  obliged  to  take 
against  the  late  clerk's  security.  Three  counsel  were  em plwed ;  witnesses  were 
brought  from  a  distance  to  prove  the  suras  paid  in  to  the  clerk,  their  expenses 
being  allowed  by  the  chief  justice;  and  every  obstacle  being  thrown  in  the  way, 
I  do  not  think  all  could  have  cost  less,  though  the  sum  was  a  great  loss  to  the 
society.

In  July  1851,  the  Circular,  No.  21,  and  accompanying  Form  were  transmitted

I  HEREWITH  transmit  to  you  the  bond  of  the  clerk  of  the  Castletown  Delvin 
I^an  Fund  Society.  As  treasurer,  I  have  never  given  security  for  that  or  the 
Mullingar  Society,  and  would  sooner  resign  the  office  than  do  so ;  as  it  is  un- 
pleasant enough  to  ask  a  friend  to  become  securitf  for  a  person's  own  private 
concerns,  much  more  so  in  a  case  where  there  is  no  private  advantage  or  benefit. 
If  it  is  indispensable  to  provide  security,  I  would  rather  resign,  giving  every 
assistance  in  my  power  requisite  for  the  management  of  the  society,  1  live  15 
miles  from  the  Castletown  Delvin  LoanFund  Society,and  five  from  the  Mullingar, 
a  distance  much  too  far  to  manage  either  properly.  We  have  had  no  clerk  these 
some  months  in  the  Mullingar  L^an  Fund,  the  clerk  that  we  had  having  been 
forced  to  resign,  being  a  relieving  officer  under  the  Poor  Law,  and  incapable  of 
holding  the  clerkship.  I  have  had  a  man  doing  the  duty  of  clerk,  under  my  own 
immediate  iuspection,  but  plainly  see  the  impossibility  of  carrying  on  the 
latter  society. 

Some  of  the  debenture-holders  in  the  Mullingar  Society  claim  their  money 
out  of  the  Castletown  Delvin  Society,  having  originally  lodged  their  money  in  it  j 
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Both  were  originally  united.  Some  have  justly  a  claim,  I  think,  as  they  were 
not  consulted  about  the  division  of  the  funds  when  the  societies  were  separated ; 
others  consulted,  and  now  seeing  the  state  of  the  MuUingar  Society,  endeavour 
to  establish  a  claim  on  the  Delvin  Loan  Fund.

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The  question  of  winding  up  the  fund  httring  been  put  to  the  depositors,  and 
an  equal  distribution  of  the  arailable  assets  made,  which  at  present  would  only 
pay  a  dividend  of  16^.  in  the  pound,  and  if  those  depositors  whose  claims  are 
returned  in  the  Mullingar  Loan  Fund  be  admitted  into  this  fund,  as  by  right 
they  must,  a  dividend  of  12^.  5  ^.  in  the  pound  would  be  only  available. 

It  was  found  that  all  depositors  present  were  against  windmg  up  the  fund. 

The  question  having  been  put  for  the  depositors  to  make  no  claim  for  their 
deposits  for  two  years  hence,  Colonel  Greville  and  Samuel  A.  Reynell,  Esq., 
assenting  to  become  honorary  officers  and  depositors  in  the  fund ;  the  deposits 
of  Colonel  Greville  and  S.  A.  Reynell,  Esq.,  however,  to  be  the  first  charge  on 
the  fund,  it  was  found  that  all  depositors  present,  in  number  22,  were  unanimous 
for  this  arrangement. 


In  Re  Dividend  Castletown  Delvin  Loan  Fund. 

In  the  late  inspector's  audit  of  Castletown  Delvin  Loan  Fund,  dated 
13th  September  1851,  he  states,  that  *'By  presuming  the  recovery  of  the 
balance  in  treasurer's  hands,  and  the  repayment  of  the  loans  due  by  borrowers, 
both  which  Mr.  Morris,  the  late  clerk,  and  the  depositors  assembled  on 
Monday  the  20th  October,  considered  were  available,  16  5.  in  the  pound  would 
be  paid  to  the  26  depositors  returned  in  the  Castletown  Delvin  books." 

But  the  actual  amount  which  was  due  on  the  working  loans  at  the  period 
of  the  close  of  Castletown  Delvin  operations,  and  which  amount  alone  could 
be  actuaUy  calculated  on  as  available  for  payment  of  depositors,  was  449/.  18*. ; 
which,  if  entirely  recovered,  would  only  pay  a  dividend  of  8*.  8|rf.  in  the 
poundL  The  actual  amount  recovered  out  of  the  above  449/.  18  5.  was 
435/.  18^.  lOrf. 


In  Re  Dividend  Mullingar  Loan  Fund. 

By  the  late  inspector's  audit  of  the  24th  September  1851,  there  was  recorded 
as  due  to  depositors  1,333  /.  8  *.  6  d.  To  meet  this  sum  there  was  stated  to  be 
outstanding  in  the  hands  of  borrowers,  749  /.  8  s. 

This  representation  of  the  affairs  of  the  Mullingar  Loan  Fund  was  very  far 
from  being  realised  at  the  winding  up  of  the  affairs  of  the  society. 

The  total  amount  actuaUy  recovered  by  the  receiver  of  all  outstanding  debts 
was  33  /.  35.  Of  the  sum  of  749  /.  8  s.,  represented  erroneously  as  outstanding 
to  meet  the  claims  of  depositors,  there  was  no  less  than  606  /.  due  on  expired 
loans  of  1845,  1846,  1847,  1848,  1849,  and  1850,  leaving  only  143/.  8^.  due 
on  loans  of  1851,  which  could  be  considered  as  likely  and  possible  of  recovery ; 
and  had  the  notes  been  examined,  it  would  have  been  found  that  a  large 
portion  of  this  sum  was  irrecoverable.

Independent  of  the  difficulty  there  may  arise  in  arranging  the  affairs 
of  the  Castletown  Delvin  Fund,  the  fact  of  a  portion  of  its  funds  having  been 
transferred  to  the  Mullingar  Loan  Fund,  which  has  be^  gazetted,  and  the 
treasurer  having  sent  in  his  resignation,  which  will  deprive  the  fund  of  proper 
management,  renders  this  course  imperative.

Opinion  of  Henry  Huiton,  Esq.,  q.  c,  Board's  Counsel. 

Castlerea,  County  Roscommon, 
Dear  Sir,  1  April  1852. 

The  case  of  the  Mullingar  and  Castletown  Delvin  Loan  Funds  has  been 
forwarded  to  me  here,  where  1  am  engaged  in  holding  the  quarter  sessions. 
I  have  read  the  case,  and  give  you  my  opinion  upon  it  in  this  form,  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Loan  Fund  Board,  lest  I  should  not  have  time  before  post-hour 
to  write  upon  it  as  fully  as  I  could  wish.  I  am  decidedly  in  favour  of  accepting 
the  500/.  Mr.  Dunne  could  not  be  made  responsible  except  by  a  cause 
petition  in  Chancery  and  an  account  in  the  Master's  Office,  which  must  prove 
tedious  and  expensive. 

In  taking  this  account,  Mr.  D.  could  only  be  charged  with  strnis  actually 
received  by  him.  With  respect  to  the  sum  of  213/.  12.^.  6rf.,  this  appears  to 
me  a  charge  rather  against  the  loan  fund  of  which  Mr.  D.  was  treasurer 
than  against  Mr.  D.  personally.  It  is  not  shown  that  he  pocketed  this 
money.  Again,  with  respect  to  the  500/.  amount  of  debentures  wrongfully 
transferred  from  Castletown  Delvin  to  Mullingar  Fund,  this  appears  to  me 
rather  a  matter  of  account  between  the  two  funds,  to  be  adjusted  by  charging 
the  Castletown  Delvin  Funds  with  the  debentures  so  transferred,  and  exone- 
rating therefrom  the  Mullingar  Fund,  but  I  do  not  think  it  a  ground  for 
charging  Mr.  D.  personally  with  the  sum. 

On  the  whole,  I  am  strongly  of  opinion  that  the  offer  made  by  Mr.  Dunne 
should  be  closed  with  without  delay.

Re  MuUingar  and  Castletown  Delvin]     On  or  about  the  13th  of  May  1842,  Reverend 

Loan  Fund  iSocieties.  /Robert  H.    Dunne   became  treasurer  to   the 

Castletown  Delvin  Loan  Fund,  at  which  period  he  alleged  that  there  was  a 

deficiency  amounting  to    140/.,  but  there  was  not  any  audit  made  on  his 

appointment. 

For  the  purpose  of  accommodating  borrowers  who  lived  at  a  distance  from 
Castletown  Delvin,  said  Robert  H.  Dunne  established  a  receiving  office  in  the 
town  of  Mullingar,  where  he  was  in  the  habit  of  making  issues  and  receiving 
instalments;  the  accounts  being  forwarded  to  the  Castletown  Delvin  Loan 
Fund. 

The  Loan  Fund  Board  having  been  made  acquainted  with  the  coiurse  pur- 
sued by  said  Robert  H.  Dunne,  directed  the  practice  of  issuing  and  receivii^  ^ 
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instalments  in  M uUingar  should  either  he  discontinued  or  that  a  regular  loaa 
fund  should  be  established  there. 

1845, 30th  April,       A  loan  fund  was  accordingly  established,  as  of  the  date  in  margin,  by  the 
said  Robert  H.  Dunne,  who  was  appointed  the  treasurer. 

It  appears  from  the  statement  made  by  the  said  Robert  H.  Dunne,  that  the

1.  Is  said  Robert  H«  Dunne  liable  for  the  entire  of  the  sums  hereinbefore 
mentioned  claimed  against  him  as  treasurer  of  the  MuUingar  Loan  Fund ; 
and  if  so,  what  proceedings  should  be  instituted  i^ainst  him  to  recover 
same,  and  in  whose  name  should  the  same  be  taken  r 

2.  Is  said  Robert  H.  Dunne  liable  for  the  entire,  or  any  oi  the  sums 
hereinbefore  mentioned  and  claimed  against  him  as  treasurer  of  the  Castle* 
town  Delvin  Loan  Fund ;  and  if  so,  what  proceedings  should  be  in3tituted 
against  him  to  recover  the  same,  and  in  whose  name  should  the  same  be 
instituted  ? 

3.  In  case  that  counsel  may  be  of  opinion,  that  the  proceedings  can  be 
successfully  obtained,  he  wUl  please  state  whether  such  proceedings 
should  be  commenced  before  or  after  the  expiration  of  six  months  from 
the  gazetting  of  the  fimd  respectively,  to  prevent  any  question  hereafter 
arising  in  reference  to  the  61st  section  of  6  &  7  Vict.  c.  91. 


Opinion  of  Board's.  Counsel 


On  the  receipt  of  this  case,  having  read  it,  I  addressed  a  letter  to  the  solicitor 
of  the  Loan  Fund  Board,  expressing  my  opinion  that  Mr.  Dunne's  oflfer  should 
be  accepted,  and  that  no  proceedings  should  be  taken  against  him.  I  have 
since  considered  the  case  more  fully,  and  I  alnde  by  the  opinion  before 
expressed.    The  only  proceeding  open  to  the  Board  is,  a  bill  of  cause  petition  aqTp 
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in  Chancery,  "praying  an  account  against  Mr.  Dunne.  This  account,  after  a 
protracted  and  expensive  ligitation  in  the  Master's  Office,  would  probably  result 
in  establishing  against  Mr.  D.  a  balance  not  larger  than  the  500  /.,  which  he  offers 
without  litigation.  In  order  to  chaise  Mr.  Dimne,  the  Board  must  be  prepared 
to  prove  the  receipt  by  him  of  specific  sums  not  accounted  for,  or  the  loss  of 
specific  sums  by  his  indiridual  default.  It  is  not,  I  conceive,  sufficient  to 
establish  a  deficiency  in  the  assets  of  a  loan  fund  of  which  Mr.  Dunne  whs 
treasurer,  and  that  such  deficiency  was  occasioned  by  want  of  due  superin- 
tendence on  his  part.  With  respect  to  the  213/.  12*.  6rf.,  it  does  not  by 
any  means  follow,  from  the  MuUingar  Loan  Society  having  in  their  accounts 
furnished  to  the  Board  claimed  a  wrong  credit  to  this  amount  for  sums  paid  to 
depositors,  that  therefore  the  treasurer  is  personally  chaLrgeable  with  this  sum. 
Again,  as  to  the  500/.,  the  amount  of  the  debentures  improperly  transferred 
from  the  Castletown  Delvin  to  the  MuUingar  Fund,  it  will  probably  appear  that 
a  portion  of  the  funds  of  the  former  society  was  transferred  to  the  latter,  and 
together  with  a  portion  of  the  funds,  a  portion  also  of  the  charge  upon  the 
funds.  But  assuming  the  transfer  to  be  wholly  unauthorised  and  unjustifiable, 
the  consequence  would  be,  that  the  debentures  should  be  retransferred  to  the 
fund  properly  chargeable  therewith,  but  not  that  the  treasurer  should  be  made 
personally  liable  for  the  amount. 

It  is  always  desirable,  even  at  a  sacrifice,  to  avoid  litigation,  especially  Chancery 
litigation ;  and  in  the  present  case,  1  am  decidedly  of  opinion  that  the  prudent 
course  is  to  accept  the  terms  offered  by  Mr.  Dunne.

Precis  of  the  Affairs  of  the  late  Castletown  Delvin  and  MuUingar  Loan  Funds, 
and  the  Proceedings  of  the  Loan  Fund  Board  in  relation  to  those  Societies ; 
drawn  up  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  and  transmitted  by  their  order  to 
tlie  Government,  the  16th  day  of  April  1854. 


The  MuUingar  Loan  Fund  commenced  its  operations  the  1st  March  1838. 

The  society  appears  to  have  originated  under  the  management  chiefly  of  the 
Rev.  Henry  Moore,  Vicar  of  Rathcormac,  and  also  the  Rev.  Henry  Fitzgerald, 
and  to  have  had  the  co-operation  and  direction  of  Lord  Westmeath  as  a  trustee 
of  the  society. 

By  the  first  report  made  to  the  Board  for  1838,  the  capital  of  the  society  was 
715/.  The  first  year  of  its  existence  the  managers  appropriated  in  charity  21  /. 
The  managers  of  the  society  seem  to  have  worked  it  mainly  with  the  view  of 
making  large  profits  for  appropriation  towards  what  are  called  charitable  pur- 
poses. This  practice  continued  in  1839,  1840,  and  1841,  when  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Moore  was  treasurer;  in  those  several  years  no  less  than  242/.  having  been 
expended  in  charitable  grants. 

In  1842  the  Rev.  Henry  Dunne  (Rector  of  Churchtown)  was  appointed 
treasurer. 

That  gentleman  states  there  was  a  deficiency  when  he  entered  on  the  manage- 
ment of  140/.,  and  that  the  books  were  in  great  disorder. 

From  1842  to  184/  there  were  nominally  two  treasurers,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Dunne  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fitzgerald ;  but  there,  in  r^lity,  was  only  one  acting 
manager,  the  first-named  gentleman. 

The  Rev.  Henry  Dunne  continued  treasurer  from  1842  to  1850,  when  the 
society,  being  insolvent,  was  gazetted  by  the  Board.  In  the  several  years 
between  1842  and  1847  (inclusive)  he  made  appropriations  of  apparent  surplus 
profits  to  the  amount  of  400/.  19^.  5d. 

The  Board  repeatedly,  but  unsuccessfully,  pressed  on  the  attention  of  the 
managers  the  necessity  of  refraining  from  making  those  grams. 

The  Board  also  repeatedly  and  fruitlessly  pressed  on  Mr.  Dunne  the  necessity 
of  keeping  the  books  recommended  by  them,  especially  the  Weekly  Statement- 
book,  fully  and  exactly,  and  urged  him  to  work  the  society  in  conformity  with 
their  circulars  and  printed  rules. 

But  it  is  to  be  borne  in  mind  the  Loan  Fund  Act  6  &  7  Vict.  c.  Ql?  gives  nd^ 
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power  to  the  Board  to  compel  managers  to  adopt  their  general  rules,  or  to 
obey  any  instructions  of  theirs  which  are  not  specified  in  the  Act. 

The  Act,  on  the  contrary,  gives  the  privilege  to  managers  to  appeal  against 
their  instructions  and  decisions  to  the  Privy  Council ;  and  the  result  of  such 
appeals  has  been  to  deter  the  Board  from  attempting  to  force  instructions  of 
theirs  not  specified  in  the  Loan  Fund  Act  on  the  managers  of  loan  funds,  how- 
ever much  called  for  they  seem  to  be. 

Another  society,  in  the  county  Westmeath,  that  of  Tyrrell's  Pass,  similarly 
circumstanced  as  the  Castletown  Delvin  Society,  precisely  as  to  improvident 
management  and  want  of  adequate  supervision,  at  the  period  that  the  Castle- 
town Delvin  Society  began  to  get  into  difficulties,  appealed  against  the  Board's 
orders  to  the  Privy  Council,  and  decision  was  in  favour  of  the  managers.  This 
decision,  no  doubt  in  conformity  with  the  law,  was  however  productive  eventually 
of  the  ruin  of  this  loan  fund. 

This  great  difficulty  of  the  want  of  power  to  the  Board  to  enforce  their  general 
rules  and  regulations  on  loan-fund  managers  has  led  to  the  submission  to  the 
Government  of  a  plan  for  proposed  amendments  in  the  Act,  which  experience 
has  shown  to  the  Board  to  be  most  urgently  required. 

In  the  case  of  the  Castletown  Delvin  Society,  no  security  was  ever  suggested 
by  the  members  and  framers  of  the  society  for  the  office  of  treasurer ;  it  was 
always  filled  by  clergymen  of  the  EstabUshed  Church,  on  whom  the  depositors 
and  trustees  seem  to  have  placed  implicit  confidence  from  first  to  last. 

The  Loan  Fund  Act  empowers  the  Loan  Fund  Board  to  require  security  from 
treasurers  when  they  see  fit  to  require  it,  but  it  does  not  render  it  incumbent 
on  them  to  demand  it.  In  the  case  of  Mr.  Dunne,  it  is  to  be  borne  in  mind  the 
rules  of  the  society  had  been  certified  before  the  Loan  Fund  Act  now  in  force 
came  into  operation  in  1 843,  and  in  those  rules  no  security  had  been  specified 
or  suggested. 

A  very  important  change  was  made  in  the  management  of  the  Castletown 
Delvin  Loan  Fund  in  1845.  It  was  found  that  the  operations  of  this  society 
were,  like  those  of  the  Tyrrell*s  Pass,  far  too  widely  extended.  1  he  Board 
remonstrated  with  the  chief  manager,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Dunne,  and  eventually  that 
gentleman  determined  on  transferring  the  business  of  the  Castletown  Delvin 
Loan  Fund,  that  extended  towards  Mullingar,  altogether  to  the  latter  town,  and 
formed  a  new  loan  fund  called  the  Mullingar  Loan  Society,  as  well  as  that  of 
Castletown  Delvin. 

With  this  new  establishment  originated  a  practice  of  Mr.  Dunne,  which 
ultimately  brought  ruin  on  both  societies ;  that  of  mixing  the  capital  and  con- 
fusing the  accounts  of  both  societies,  of  transferring  deposits  from  the  Castle- 
down  Delvin  Loan  Fund  to  the  Mullingar  without  due  formality,  in  many  cases 
without  the  sanction  of  depositors ;  and  the  amount  of  deposits  thus  irregularly 
transferred  was  ascertained  by  the  secretary,  in  1851,  to  have  amounted  in 
round  numbers  to  nearly  500?. 

On  the  secretary's  report  to  the  Board  of  the  dangerous  state  of  the  two 
societies  under  his  management,  and  of  his  refusal  to  give  any  security  for  the 
due  performance  of  his  duties  as  treasurer,  special  inspections  were  directed 
of  both.  In  the  meantime,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Dunne  at  this  juncture  tendered  his 
resignation.  Some  representations  of  the  actual  condition  of  the  Castletown 
Delvin  Loan  Fund  were  made  in  September  1851,  which  led  to  the  opinion 
that  the  society,  though  insolvent,  was  able  to  pay  16  5.  in  the  pound  to 
depositors. 

The  secretary  on  investigating  the  a£Pairs  of  this  society  found  this  opinion 
very  erroneous;  but  on  this  erroneous  opinion  some  of  the  depositors  and 
others  interested  in  the  anairs  of  the  society  were  led  to  think  the  society  ought 
to  continue  its  operations ;  that  a  new  treasurer  should  be  appointed ;  that 
Colonel  Greville  be  appointed  trustee,  and  William  Reynell,  Esq.,  treasurer ; 
the  former  gentleman  offering  to  become  a  depositor  to  the  amount  of  100/., 
and  Mr.  Reynell  to  the  amount  of  20/. 

The  Board  having  obtained,  through  the  secretary's  report  and  the  report 
also  of  the  chief  clerk,  Mr.  O'Gorman,  a  full  knowledge  of  the  ruinous  state  of 
the  society,  of  claims  existing  to  the  amount  of  nearly  600/.  for  improperly 
transferred  debentures  which  would  be  brought  against  the  Castletown  Delvin 
Society,  and  must  inevitably  become  the  subject  of  litigation  (if  contested), 
which  would  swallow  up  all  the  existing  assets ;  knowing  also  that  a  large  portion 
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of  the  assets  which  had  been  represented  to  the  depositors  as  available  and 
recoverable,  could  not  be  realised,  and  that  instead  of  862/.  I9s.  *'  considered 
available"  the  13th  of  September  1851,  not  one-half  of  that  amount  was  Ukely 
to  be  recovered,  or  was  recoverable  as  being  within  the  limits  (as  to  time  of 
recovery)  of  the  Petty  Sessions  Act,  the  Board  resolved  on  gazetting  the  fund, 
in  justice  to  the  depositors,  and  in  justice  to  the  gentlemen  who,  under 
erroneous  impressions  of  the  state  of  the  fund,  were  prepared  not  only  to 
deposit  money  in  the  fund,  but  to  endanger  themselves  by  becoming  trustees  of 
this  bankrupt  fund. 

In  proof  of  the  justice  of  the  Board's  views  in  this  respect,  it  is  only  necessary 
to  state  that  the  fund  having  been  gazetted  the  16th  of  January  1852,  when 
the  secretary  made  a  new  audit  on  the  spot  on  the  1st  of  July  1852,  and  paid  a 
dividend  then  of  8rf.  in  the  pound,  he  found  of  the  862/.  19^.  represented  as 
outstanding  in  the  hands  of  borrowers,  and  then  erroneously  represented  as 
being  *^  considered  available,"  the  whole  amount  which  the  receiver,  with  all 
due  zeal  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  and  the  must  energetic  efforts  tq  realise, 
could  collect  was  434/. 

Had  the  Board  allowed  the  society  to  continue  to  operate,  a  new  treasurer 
and  trustees  to  be. appointed,  both  becoming  depositors,  confiding  in  the  repre- 
sentations made  to  them  of  the  hopeful  state  of  the  Castletown  Delvin  Loan 
Fund ;  had  these  gentlemen  adopted  the  accounts  of  Mr.  Dunne  as  correct, 
which  they  must  have  done  on  entering  into  office  on  management  and  trustee- 
ship, they  would  have  been  rendered  liable  for  all  Mr.  Dunne's  liabihties  on 
account  of  his  improper  transfers  of  debentures  and  deticiencies.  The  treasurer 
would  have  been  called  on  to  give  security ;  for  the  reason  of  the  first  inter- 
ference in  this  case  was  the  fact  of  Mn  Dunne  having  been  called  on  to  give 
security  and  having  refused  to  do  so. 

Those  gentlemen  were  thus  saved  by  the  Board  from  very  he^vy  re^ponsir 
bilities.  The  Board,  with  the  advice  of  their  solicitor,  gazetted  both  funds,  Had 
they  not  done  so  in  both  societies,  the  depositors  would  have  lost  everything 
eventually. 

The  Mullingar  Society  was  gazetted  the  37th  October  1851 ;  the  only 
liabilities  that  there  was  any  chance  of  establishing  in  a  court  of  l^w  against 
Mr-  Punne  were  on  account  of  his  acts  as  treasurer  of  this  society. 

The  Board  determined  to  take  proceedings  against  Mr.  Dunne ;  but  after 
vanous  communications  with  Mr.  Button,  their  legal  adviser,  they  were  advised 
by  that  gentleman  against  adopting  them.  Nevertheless,  the  Board  went  on 
menacing  Mr.  Dunne  with  proceedings;  and  at  length,  with  great  difficulty, 
they  obtained  from  him  a  sum  of  550/.  as  a  set  off  for  all  liabilities  against  him 
on  account  of  his  connexion  with  both  the  MuUingar  and  Castletown  Delvin 
Loan  Funds. 

The  gentlemen  interested  in  the  Castletown  Delvin  Loan  Fund,  the  Board 
presume,  were  not  aware  that  the  Rev.  Mr.  Dunne  had  informally  andimproperiy 
transferred  debentures  of  depositors  in  the  Castletown  Delvin  Loan  Fund  to 
the  Mullingar  Society  \ifithout  their  consent,  as  it  was  alleged,  in  most  cases, 
and  proved  in  several  ones. 

These  claims  must  have  been  retransferred  to  the  Castletown  Delvin  Loan 
Fund,  or  become  so  many  suits  at  law  against  the  latter  if  an  arrangement 
was  not  come  to, 

But  in  retransferring  them  there  were  still  great  difficulties,  Mr.  Dunne's 
mode  of  keeping  the  books  rendered  it  impossible  without  recourse  to  law  to 
hope  for  an  adjustment.  The  debentures  differed  with  the  books  ;  the  books 
of  one  society  were  found  at  variance  with  those  of  ai^other.  Finally,  by  advice 
of  the  Board's  soUcitor,  to  avoid  squandering  the  assets  of  both  societies  in  law 
expenses,  it  was  advised  to  allow  the  depositors  to  stand  as  they  were,  and 
reduce  thus  the  Castletown  Delvin  claims  to  the  amount  of  about  500/.,  and  to 
apply  the  chief  part  of  the  amount  recovered  from  the  Rev.  Mr.  Dunne  to  the 
dividend  to  be  paid  to  the  Mullingar  depositors,  the  solicitor  calculating  there 
might  be  about  200/.  more  of  assets  reahsed  in  the  case  of  the  Mullingar 
Society  of  outstanding  depositors ;  however,  when  both  societies  came  to  be 
wound  up,  it  was  found  all  the  outstanding  debts  that  had  been  collected  since 
the  funds  had  been  gazetted,  in  the  case  of  Mullingar  Loan  Fund,  was  33/. ; 
and  in  the  case  of  the  Castletown  Delvin  Loan  Fund  435/.  It  was  then  found 
utterly  impossible  to  get  the  depositors  whose  debentures  had  been  transferred 
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improperly  to  come  to  any  terms  unless  they  were  paid  a  dividend  equal  to  that 
of  the  other  society.  Eventually,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  depositors  in 
both  societies,  with  no  small  difficulty,  a  final  arrangement  was  made.  The 
depositors  of  the  MuUingar  Fund  (including  those  with  the  improperly  trans- 
ferred debentures)  were  to  be  paid  a  final  dividend,  in  fiill  of  all  claims,  of  8  s.  6rf. 
in  the  pound  (  and  those  in  the  Castletown  Delvin  Society  to  be  paid  then  a 
dividend  of  8^.  in  the  pound,  and  a  further  dividend  when  some  outstanding 
amounts  were  collected,  which  it  was  expected  would  be  1^.  6d*  more.  These 
payments  were  made ;  and  subsequently  the  second  dividend  was  paid  to  ttie 
i^tleiown  Delvin  depositors,  but  it  only  amounted  to  lOd.  in  the  pound.  . 
The^e  are  the  plaiq  facts  of  the  case.

Report  from  Dr.  HilU  Medical  Inspector,  to  the  Commissioners,  North  Dublin 

dated  10  November  1863.  ^^ 

I  BEG  leave  to  inform  you,  that,  having  received  intimation  of  the  recent  occurrence 
of  several  cases  of  cholera  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Grangegorman,  in  the  North 
City  Dispensary  District,  I  proceeded,  on  the  8th  instant,  to  make  inquiry 
respecting  them  ;  and  having  ascertained  that  the  cases  had  not  been  attended  by 
any  of  the  medical  officers  of  either  of  the  dispensaries  in  the  North  City  District, 
I  repaired  to  the  locality,  and  obtained  the  following  particulars. 

On  Friday  last,  the  4th  instant,  a  child  getatis  four  years,  died  in  a  house  at  the 
Rope  Walk,  Lower  Grangegorman.  She  had  been  suffering  from  hooping  cough, 
followed  by  mea^^les,  and  subsequently  by  diarrhoea.  A  wake,  at  which  a  con- 
siderable number  of  friends  were  assembled,  was  held  on  Saturday  night ;  and  I 
was  informed  by  persons  resident  in  the  neighbourhood,  that  a  large  quantity  of 
whisky,  of  a  veiy  inferior  quality,  was  consumed  on  the  occasion. 

On  the  following  morning,  Sunday,  the  5th  instant,  the  child  was  interred ;  and 
between  noon  and  three  o'clock,  p.m.  of  that  day,  a  woman  named  Atkinson,  a 
man  named  Reilly,  his  wife  and  son,  all  of  whom  had  been  present  at  the  wake, 
and  lived  in  adjoining  houses,  were  attacked  with  vomiting,  diarrhoea,  and  other 
symptoms  of  cholera.  Mary  Atkinson  died  after  10  hours'  illness  ;  Lewis  Reilly 
oher  1 1  hours'  illness  ;  his  wife  after  30  hours'  illness,  and  their  son  was  alive  at 
the  period  of  my  visit,  but  with  little  probability  of  recovery. 

Ou  Sunday  night,  or  early  on  Monday  morning,  two  boys,  named  Mooney,  living 
in  the  same  house  with  the  Reillys,  were  also  seized  with  symptoms  of  cholera ; 
the  elder,  aetatis  nine  years,  died  after  31  hours'  illness,  and  the  younger,  aetatis 
four,  was  sent  on  Tuesday  to  the  Whitworth  Hospital,  it  was  stated,  where  he 
died  shortly  after  admission.  These  persons  had  received  medical  relief  from  the 
Nettei-ville  Dispensary,  in  Blackhall-street,  and  had  been  attended  by  Mr.  Tomey, 
the  resident  medical  officer  of  that  institution,  who  informed  me  that  they  had  all 
of  them  presented  the  characteristic  symptoms  of  Asiatic  cholera,  including 
vomiting,  rice-water  discharges,  suppression  of  urine,  cramps,  coldness  and  lividity 
of  surface,  with  sudden  and  extreme  collapse ;  he  also  stated,  that  the  first-named 
patient,  Mary  Atkinson,  had  been  in  receipt  of  medicine  at  the  Netterville 
Dispensary,  about  five  or  six  weeks  ago,  for  diarrhoea,  but  that  he  had  been 
unable  to  discover  the  existence  of  the  usual  premonitory  symptoms  in  either  of  the 
other  cases. 

The  locality  in  which  the  above-mentioned  cases  occurred  is  open ;  but  the  houses 
in  which  the  deaths  occurred,  are  very  imperfectly  ventilated,  and  destitute  of  any 
provision  for  the  reception  or  removal  of  refuse,  &c.  It  also  appears  that  the 
occupants,  who  are  artisans,  have  struck  for  higher  wages,  and  have  consequently 
been  unemployed,  and  in  distressed  circumstances,  for  some  time  past.  Though 
there  can  be  but  little  doubt  that  the  five  individuals  above  mentioned  died  of 
cholera  of  a  very  malignant  type,  I  have  the  gratification  to  state,  that  the 
registers  of  the  several  dispensaries  in  the  north  and  south  city  districts,  up  to 
this  day,  show  a  continued  diminution  of  affections  of  the  bowels  among  the  poor, 
and  a  satisfactory  condition  of  the  health  of  the  city  generally.

Letter  from  the  Commissioners  to  the  Board  of  Guardians, 

dated  12  November  1853. 

In  consequence  of  communications  received  by  the  Commissioners  for  admin- 
istering the  Laws  for  Relief  of  the  Poor  in  Ireland,  as  to  the  sanitary  condition  of 
parts  of  the  North  Dublin  Union,  in  which  cholera  has  broken  out,  they  have 
issued  a  further  order,  in  pursuance  of  the  Nuisances  Removal  and  Diseases  Pre- 
vention Acts,  and  section  19  of  the  Medical  Charities  Act,  containing  directions 
and  regulations  for  the  medical  attendance  of  persons  suffering  under  diarrhoea 
or  cholera,  and  requiring  medical  reKef,  and  for  the  due  notification  of  the  places 
at  which  application  should  be  made  for  the  same.  A  copy  of  the  order  is  for- 
warded herewith,  and  steps  should  be  taken,  if  not  already  done,  for  convening^ 
an  immediate  meeting  of  the  guardians,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  this  communi- 
cation before  them  without  delay. 

Under  these  regulations,  the  medical  officers  of  the  several  dispensaries  in  the 
union  are  bound  to  give  immediate  attendance  and  medicine  to  all  persons 
applying  to  them  and  affected  with  diarrhoea,  looseness  of  bowels  or  cholera,  without 
requiring  that  such  persons  should  obtain  a  dispensary  ticket,  it  being  of  importance 
that  no  time  should  be  lost  in  the  application  of  the  proper  remedies  in  such 
cases. 

The  guardians  will  bear  in  mind,  that  they  will  have  to  make  provision  for  the 
treatment  of  three  descriptions  of  cases : 

1st.  Cases  of  premonitory  diarrhoea,  to  be  treated  at  the  dispensaries,  or  by 
the  medical  officers  of  dispensary  districts.  The  Commissioners  cannot  too 
strongly  impress  upon  the  guardians  the  impoitance  of  adopting  measures  to 
ensure  the  prompt  and  efficient  treatment  of  such  cases.  All  medical  testimony 
concurs  in  proving  that  the  energetic  treatment  of  these  cases  has  been  produc- 
tive of  the  greatest  and  most  unquestionable  benefit,  in  checking  the  advances  of  ^ 
cholera,  and  in  the  saving  of  life.  The  guardians  should,  therefore, .  take  im- 
mediate measures,  by  issuing  public  notices,  as  directed  in  the  enclosed  order,  to 
point  out  to  the  poor  of  each  district  the  vast  importance  of  immediate  application 
at  the  dispensary  on  the  first  attack  of  looseness  of  bowels ;  and  to  acquaint 
them  with  the  names  of  the  officers  and  places  at  which  they  may  obtain  the 
requisite  medical  aid,  on  application,  without  ticket  or  recommendation. 

2d.  Cases  in  which  cholera  is  developed,  and  in  which,  owing  to  the  violence 
and  rapid  course  of  the  disease,  the  delay  attendant  on  removal  to  hospital  would 
be  certainly  fatal.  For  such  cases  dispensary  treatment  at  their  homes  must  be 
provided,  and  for  this  purpose  the  medicid  officer  should  be  provided  with  the 
necessary  medical  appliances. 

3d.  Cases  of  cholera  where  the  destitution  of  the  patients  is  such  that  they 
are  without  fire,  without  sufficient  covering,  without  friends  to  carry  out  the  direc- 
tions of  a  medical  attendant;  for  such  cases  hospital  accommodation  should  be- 
provided. 

Immediate  steps  should  now  be  taken  for  completing  the  necessary  arrange- 
ments for  these  purposes,  if  not  already  done,  and  for  posting  the  placard  notices 
in  accordance  with  the  accompanying  order.  A  copy  of  the  notice  annexed  to 
the  accompanying  order  should  be  filled  up  in  the  accompanying  copies  of  the 
form,  with  the  necessary  particulars  as  to  each  dispensary  district,  without  delay, 
and  the  requisite  number  of  copies  should  be  procured  from  the  printer  in  the 
ordinary  manner,  for  distribution  and  circulation,  as  promptly  and  extensively  as 
possible,  in  the  districts  of  the  respective  medical  officers,  for  each  of  which  a 
separate  notice  should  be  printed  and  issued. 

Adverting  to  the  minute  of  the  guardians  of  9th  instant,  in  reference  to  an 
application  for  the  interment  of  a  boj  who  had  died  of  cholera  at  Grangegorman, 
the  Commissioners  desire  to  point  out  that  under  Article  12  of  the  order,  the 
guardians  arc  now  empowered  to  make  provision  for  the  burial  of  deceased 
persons  who  have  died  of  cholera,  where  their  friends  are  unable  to  do  so;  and 
the  attention  of  the  guardians  is  also  requested  to  Article  1 1  of  the  order,  as  to 
the  cleansing  and  removal  of  nuisances  from  dwellings,  in  which  persons  have 
been  attacked  with  diarrha^a  or  cholera. 

Your  attention,  as  clerk  of  the  unions  is  requested  to  your  duties  under  Articles 
8  and  9  of  the  order.  You  should  forthwith  take  the  necessary  steps  for  obtaining 
a  supply  of  the  forms   prescribed  by   the  order,   under   the  direction   of  the 
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guardians,  in  the  usual  manner,  from  the  printer ;  and  you  should  forward  a  North  Dublin 
supply  of  Form  (A.)  to  each  medical  officef  accordingly  as  soon  as  possible.     The  Unions 

Commissioners  transmit  to  you  herewith  a  few  copies  of  the  Form  (B.)  for  use  """^ 

until  you  can  obtain  a  supply  in  like  manner. 


Cholera  Order  for  North  Dublin  Union,  12  November  1863. 

(No.  65,981/53.) 

North  Dublin  Union. 

To  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor  of  the  North  Dublin  Union  ;  the  Committees  of  Management 
of  the  several  Dispensary  Districts  in  the  said  Union ;  and  to  each  Medical  Officer  of 
such  Dispensary  Districts. 

We,  the  Commissioners  for  administering  the  Laws  for  Relief  of  the  Poor  in  Ireland, 
acting  as  the  Commissioners  for  executing  in  Ireland  the  powers  and  purposes  of  the 
Nuisances  Removal  and  Diseases  Prevention  Aci,  1848,  and  an  Act  of  the  following  Session 
of  Parliament  amending  the  same,  do  hereby  authorise  and  reouire  the  guardians  of  the 
said  union  to  provide  for  the  dispensing  of  medicines,  and  for  affording  to  persons  afflicted 
by  or  threatened  with  cholera  in  the  said  union  such  medical  aid  as  may  be  required  ;  and 
for  this  purpose  do  issue  the  following  direction  and  regulations  : 

I.  Each  dispensary  district  of  the  said  Union  shall  be  a  district  for  the  treatment  of 
persons  afflicted  by  or  threatened  with  cholera. 

II.  The  committee  of  management  of  each  dispensary  district  shall  act  as  a  sanitary 
committee  under  the  Nuisances  Removal  and  Diseases  Prevention  Acts ;  and  such  com- 
mittee, and  each  member  thereof,  and  every  medical  officer,  relieving  officer,  and  warden 
within  such  district,  shall,  within  their  respective  district^!,  aid  the  guardians  of  the  poor, 
in  the  execution  of  the  directions  and  regulations  herein  issued,  or  which  may  hereafter  be 
issued  by  us  in  this  behalf. 

III.  The  medical  officers  of  the  several  dispensary  districts  shall  be  medical  officers 
for  the  treatment  of  patients  afflicted  by  or  threatened  with  cholera  within  such  districts 
respectively. 

IV.  Every  such  medical  officer  shall  give  immediate  attendance  and  medicine  to  all 
persons  within  his  district  complaining  of  diarrhoea,  looseness  of  bowels,  or  cholera,  who 
may  apply  to  him,  either  in  person  or  otherwise,  for  advice  or  assistance,  without  requiring 
the  pitiduction  by  such  person  of  a  ticket  for  medical  relief  or  attendance ;  and  shall  give 
daily  attendance  at  the  dispensary  of  the  district  at  such  hours  as  the  committee  shall 
direct. 

V.  Each  such  sanitary  committee  in  the  said  union  shall  hold  a  meeting  once  in  each 
week,  on  the  day  of  the  week  next  before  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Guardians,  not 
being  Sunday ;  and  the  committee  may  adjourn  any  meeting  to  any  day  earlier  than  the 
next  weekly  day  of  meeting,  if  they  shall  deem  it  necessary  to  do  so;  and  an  extraordinary 
meeting  may  be  convened,  m  case  of  emergency,  on  any  other  day,  by  any  two  members  of 
the  committee,  or  by  the  medical  officer  and  the  chainnan,  vice-chairman,  honorary 
secretary,  or  assistant  secretaiy. 

VI.  Every  such  medical  officer  shall  lay  before  the  sanitary  committee  of  the  district,  at 
each  weekly  meeting  thereof,  a  statement  in  the  Foim  (A.)  to  this  order  annexed,  showing 
m  the  separate  columns  the  number  of  cases  of  looseness  of  bowels  or  diarrhoea,  and  of 
cholera,  treated  by  him  during  the  preceding  week,  with  the  result  theieof,  whether  termi- 
nating in  recoveiy  or  death,  or  whether  still  continuing  under  treatment,  and  distinguishing 
all  new  cases  of  each  description. 

VII.  The  sanitary  committee  shall  forthwith  communicate  a  copy  of  each  such  return  to 
the  guardians  of  the  union. 

VI II.  The  clerk  to  the  guardians  shall  forthwith  transmit  to  us  the  said  Commissioners 
a  summary  of  such  returns,  in  the  Form  (B.)  to  this  order  annexed. 

IX.  Every  such  medical  officer  shall  make  to  us  a  daily  return  in  the  same  Form  (A.)  of 
the  cases  of  diarrhoea  and  cholera  occurring  in  his  district. 

X.  The  Board  of  Guardians  shall  cause  to  be  prepared  and  posted  up  in  all  public  places 
throughout  each  dispensary  district  in  the  union,  a  notice  according  to  the  Form  hereunto 
annexed,  stating  the  situation  of  the  dispensary,  and  the  name  and  residence  of  the  medical 
officer  or  officers  thereof,  and  recommending  all  persons  to  obtain  medical  advice  who  may 
be  affected  as  aforesaid. 

XI.  The  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  union,  and  the  sanitary  committee  of  each  dispensary 
district,  in  which  any  poor  persons  may  be  attacked  with  diarrhoea  or  cholera,  shall  cause 
the  dwellings  in  which  such  persons  may  have  been  seized  with  such  disease,  to  be  thoroughly 
cleansed  and  purified,  and  all  nuisances  to  be  removed  therefrom,  in  pursuance  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  said  Acts,  and,  if  necessary,  at  the  charge  of  the  rates  of  the  electoral  division 
in  which  the  dwellings  may  be  situate. 

XII.  In  the  event  of  the  fatal  termination  of  any  case  of  cholera  in  the  dwellings  of  poor 
persons,  the  body  of  the  deceased  person  shall  be  removed  for  interment  as  speedily  as  may 
be ;  and  if,  from  the  poverty  of  the  occupiers  of  such  dwellings,  they  should  be  unable  to 

provide  for  such  interment,  the  Board  of  Guardians  shall,  in  such  case,  be,  and  are  hereby^QQQ|p 
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North  IMAm       authorised  to  defray  the  expense  necessarily  incurred  for  this  purpose,  and  to  chaise  the 
Union.  same  on  the  rates  of  the  electoral  division. 

XIII.  And  we  do  hereby  authorise  and  require  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  said  unioQ 

to  do  all  acts,  matters,  and  things  necessary  for  superintending  and  carrying  into  execution 
the  foregoing  directions  and  regulations,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  the  receipt  of  this  our 
order.

If  any  person  be  attacked  by  diarrhosa  or  looseness  of  bowels,  however  slight,  whether 
viith  or  without  pain,  let  him  apply  without  a  moment's  delay  (no  ticket  or  recom- 
memdation  being  necessary)  at  the  Dispensary,  or  at  the  Medical  Officer's  residence,  as  above 
stated,  where  medical  relief  will  be  given  with  the  least  possible  delay  :  but,

hipfi,  and  take  a  teaspoon-full  of  brandy  or  whisky  in  a  little  water,  with  fifteen  drops  of 
laudanum,  repeating  it  every  hour  if  the  attack  be  not  checked,  until  a  third  dose  has  been 
taken.     He  ought  not  to  venture  further  in  the  use  of  laudanum,  without  medical  advice. 

if  any  person  be  afiected  with  vomiting,  purging,  or  cramps,  and  in  consequence  be 
unable  to  go  out,  let  him  direct  some  person  to  apply, — either  at  the  Dispensary,  if  within 
the  hours  above  named  for  attendance  at  the  Dispensary, — or  at  the  medical  officer's 
residence,  if  at  any  other  time,  or  when  the  Dispensary  is  not  open ;  giving  the  name  and 
residence  of  the  patient,  and  requesting  an  immediate  visit  from  the  medical  officer.

The  Commissioners  request  that  the  committee  will  see  that  the  returns  required 
by  Articles  6,  7  and  9  of  the  order  be  duly  and  regularly  made ;  and  that  the 
notice  prescribed  by  the  order  be  posted  as  soon  as  possible.  It  will  be  observed, 
that  while  this  order  remains  in  force,  each  dispensary  is  to  be  open  daily  at  certaia 
hours,  to  be  fixed  by  the  committee  ;  and  the  committee  should  communicate  the 
necessary  instructions  to  the  several  medical  officers  of  the  district,  as  to  the  hours 
fixed  for  their  attendance  on  each  day. 

In  case  it  becomes  necessary,  under  Article  12  of  the  order,  in  any  case  of  emer- 
gency, for  the  committee  to  provide  for  the  burial  of  any  poor  person  who  has 
died  of  cholera,  where  the  friends  of  the  deceased,  from  poverty,  are  unable  to  do 
so,  the  circumstances  of  the  case  should  be  reported  to  the  Board  of  Guardians  at 
their  first  meeting  after  the  death. 

The  attention  of  the  conmiittee  is  also  requested  to  Article  1 1  of  the  order, 
providing  for  the  cleansing  and  removal  of  nuisances  fi-om  dwelUngs  in  which  per- 
sons  have  been  attacked  with  diarrhoea  or  cholera. 

The  Commissionei-s  haAc  already,  in  their  circular  of  the  12th  October  1853, 
transmitted  to  the  committee,  instructions  which  have  beea  issued  under  the 
Nuisances  Removal  and  Diseases  Prevention  Acts. 

The  Commissioners  have  enclosed  to  the  several  medical  officers  of  the  North 
City  Dispensary  District  some  copies  of  the  Form  {A.\  for  use  under  Articles  6,  7 
and  9,  of  the  order,  until  a  supply  can  be  obtained  from  the  guardians  in  the  ordinary 
manner.  In  order  that  the  prescribed  notice  for  the  district  may  be  printed  for 
posting  without  delay,  copies  of  the  Form  of  Notice  are  enclosed  herewith,  so  that 
the  blanks  therein  may  be  duly  filled  up.  The  committee  should  then  cause  the 
notice  to  be  transmitted  to  the  guardians,  with  a  requisition,  stating  the  number  of 
copies  required  for  distribution.

1.  In  consequence  of  communications  received  by  the  Commissioners  tor  administering 
the  Lavjrs  for  Relief  of  the  Poor  in  Ireland,  as  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  parts  of  the  above 
union,  they  have  issued  an  order,  in  pursuance  of  the  Nuisances  Removal  and  Diseases 
Prevention  Acts,  and  section  19  of  the  Medical  Charities  Act,  containing  directions  and  regu- 
lations for  the  medical  attendance  of  pei-sons  suffering  fropi  diarrhoea  or  cholera,  and 
requiring  medical  relief,  and  for  the  due  notification  of  the  places  at  which  application  should 
be  made  for  the  same.  A  copy  of  the  order  is  forwarded  herewith  ;  and  the  Commissioners 
have  addressed  a  communication  to  the  chairman  of  ihe  dispensary  committee  on  the 
subject,  and  have. requested  that  an  immediate  meeting  of  the  committee  may  bs  called  for 
the  purpose  of  laying  the  communication  and  the  order  before  them  without  delay.

3.  The  order  declares  each  dispensary  district  in  the  union,  to  be  a  district  for  the

return  to  the  Commissioners.     The  clerk  of  the  union  has  been  instructed  to  furnish  you

should  not  be  received  in  due  time.  Meanwhile,  the  Commissioners  transmit  to  you  here- 
with some  copies  of  the  form  (A.)  for  use  until  a  supply  can  be  obtained  from  the  clerk  of 
the  union  in  the  ordinary  manner. 

7,  The  Commissioners  do  not  desire  to  interfere  with  the  discretion  of  the  medical  officer 
in  the  medical  treatment  of  the  cases  which  he  may  have  to  attend ;  but  they  deem  it  advisable  to 
transmit  to  you  the  enclosed  extracts  from  a  notification  issued  by  the  late  Central  Board  of 
Health,  on  the  occasion  of  the  last  visitation  of  Asiatic  cholera  in  Ireland,  as  conveying  the 
views  of  that  Board  in  reference  to  some  points  regarding  the  nature  and  treatment  of  the 
disease,  and  containing  some  suggestions  as  to  the  medicines  with  which  they  recommended 
tJiat  medical  officei*s  should  at  all  times  during  the  prevalence  of  cholera  be  provided.  The 
Commissioners  also  transmit  therewith  extracts  from  a  report  which  has  recently  been  made 
by  a  committee  of  the  Kind's  and  Queen's  Collesre  of  Physicians  in  Ireland,  specially 
appointed  to  consider  the  subject  of  cholera,  and  which,  having  been  received  and  adopted 
by  the  Collese  on  6th  October  1853,  has  been  transmitted  to  the  Commissioners  in  reply  to 
certain  questions  put  by  the  Commissioners  to  them  as  to  the  medical  treatment  cf  that 
disease.  The  report  having  been  thus  issued  and  transmitted  to  the  Commissioners  upon 
the  professional  authority  of  the  College  of  Physicians  in  Ireland,  the  Commissioners  have 
deemed  it  right  to  forward  the  accompanying  extracts,  expressing  the  views  of  that  body  in 
reference  to  the  treatment  of  cholera  and  its  premonitory  symptoms.  At  the  same  time  you 
will  not  fail  to  observe  that  your  own  responsibility  in  the  treatment  of  any  individual  case, 
is  in  no  way  interfered  with  by  either  of  the  documents  above  referred  to.

Extracts  from  a  Notification  issued  by  the  late  Central  Board  of  Health  for  Ireland^ 
in  reference  to  Cholera,  in  1848  and  1849. 

"  Nature  of  the  Attack. —  It  seems  to  be  a  well-established  fact,  and  one  that  cannot  be 
too  strongly  ipmressed  upon  the  minds  of  the  people  generally,  as  upon  this  fact  depends 
the  best  hope  of  successfully  contending  with  the  disease,  that  in  nearly  all  cases  of  cholera, 
there  are  two  stages  of  the  disease,  the^r^^  being  merely  diarrhoea,  or  simple  looseness  of  the 
bowels;  the  second  being  the  stage  of  collapse,  or  Blue  Cholera,  marked  by  cramps,  failure 
of  the  circulation,  lividity  of  the  skin,  cola  clammy  perspiration,  and  all  the  other  well- 
known  symptoms  of  the  disease.  In  the  first  stage  of  the  disease,  medical  treatment  is 
frequently  successful;  in  the  second  stage,  too  often  of  no  avail. 

'*  The  first  stage, — Diarrhosaf  or  mere  looseners  of  the  bowels. — may  be  of  only  a  few  hours' 
duration,  or  may  continue  fi-om  one  to  several  days.  It  is  most  important  to  bear  in  mind 
that  this  diarrhoea  may  he  entirely  withovt  pain ;  indeed,  it  most  frequently  is  without  pain, 
or  merely  accompanied  with  trifling  griping  or  uneasiness.  This  absence  of  pain,  or  the 
little  accompanying  uneasiness,  has  too  often  thrown  the  patient  off  his  guard,  who  has 
thus  neglected  the  warning  of  his  danger,  and  has  allowed  the  time  for  cure  to  pass  by. 

'*  It  may  be  safely  asserted,  that  during  the  prevalence  of  an  epidemic  of  cholera, — 
diarrhoea  or  looseness  of  the  bowels  which  is  free  from  pain,  is  more  dangerous,  more  likely 
to  be  the  first  stage  of  the  disease^  than  diarrhoea  accompanied  with  griping  or  pain.  Let 
it  then  be  clearly  understood,  that  when  the  epidemic  is  prevalent,  mere  looseness  of  the 
bowels,  with  or  without  pain,  may  be  the  commencement  or  first  stage  of  cholera, — that  the 
disease  is  generally  cureable  in  this  stage,  and  that  not  a  moment  should  be  lost  in  applying  for 
relief.     #  *  # 

'•  The  medical  officers  will  generally  give  formulae  for  the  medicines  they  may  deem  best. 
The  following  may,  however,  serve  as  an  example  of  what  should  be  generally  provided  in 
the  pocket  medicine  boxes.  The  most  portable  forms  for  the  medicines  are  selected  ;  the 
directions  should,  as  far  as  practicable,  be  printed. 

"  Powders. — Carbonate  of  Ammonia,  in  waxed  papers,  each  paper  containing  40  giains, 
with  the  following  printed  directions  on  the  cutside : — *  Dissolve  this  powder  in  half  a  pint 
of  water ;  give  two  tablespoonfuls  every  hour.' 

"Powders. —  Compound  powder  of  Chalk  with  Opium — (Pulv.  Cretoe  comp.  cum  Opio) 
— in  packets  each  containing  six  papers,  each  paper  containing  10  grains  of  the  powder, 
with  printed  directions  : — '  One  powder  every  half-hour  until  the  looseness  ceases/ 

"  Pills  of  Powdered  Opium,  each  containing  one  quarter  of  a  grain  of  Opium,  and  two 
grains  of  Powdered  Ginger,  made  up  with  Oil  of  Peppermint.  The  pills  to  be  in  boxes, 
each  box  containing  six  pills,  with  a  printed  label ; — *  Opium  pills ;  one  every  half-hour 
until  the  looseness  ceases.'  /^^  r^r^r^Jr^

2.  „  Hoffman's  Liquor, 

3.  „  Tincture  of  Rhatany, 

4.  „  Creasote. 

"  Along  with  the  box  should  be  carried  a  small  jar  of  strong  brown  mustard. 

''  It  is  not  within  the  purpose  of  a  communication  such  as  this  to  go  into  details  of  treat- 
ment. There  are,  however,  two  points  on  which  the  Commissioners  of  Health  feel  it  will 
not  be  out  of  place  to  give  an  opinion,  viz.,  the  employment  of  frictions  and  the  allowance  of 
drinks  to  the  sick.  The  Commissioners  cannot  recommend  that  fluid  applications  of  any 
kind  should  be  employed  in  frictions  on  the  body  or  limbs,  as  the  cold  consequent  on  pro- 
longed exposure  and  evaporation  more  than  counterbalances  any  supposed  good  effect  from 
friction,  which,  if  at  all  used,  should  be  made  merely  with  the  warm  hand  without  disturbing 
the  bed-clothes.  The  Commissioners  also  advise  that  when  patients  suffer  from  thirst,  they 
should  in  general  be  permitted  to  drink  freely,  as  experience  shows  that  the  denial  of  drink 
does  not  check  vomiting,  while  it  increases  very  much  the  suffering  of  the  patient  from  the 
burning  thirst  that  so  often  accompanies  the  disease/' 

Extracts  from  a  Report  of  the  Cholera  Committee  of  the  King's  and  Queen's  College  of 
Physicians  in  Ireland^  received  and  adopted  by  the  College  on  C  October  1863. 

It  cannot  be  too  strongly  impressed  upon  the  public,  that  in  the  great  majority  of  cases  of 
cholera,  there  are  two  distinct  stages ; '  and  that,  consequently,  precautions  should  be  taken  to 
deal  with  each  of  them  as  it  presents  itself. 

The  Diatrhceal  stage  is  in  most  cases  manageable  if  treated  promptly.  The  moment  an 
individual  becomes  affected  with  diarrhoea,  when  cholera  is  prevalent,  let  him  get  into  bed, 
and  take  every  precaution  to  maintain  the  temperature  of  the  surface  of  his  body  and 
extremities,  by  the  application  of  warm  blankets  or  other  covering,  bottles  of  hot  water  or 
heated  bricks  to  his  feet  and  hands,  warm  flannel  swathes  to  the  abdomen,  and  taking  a 
small  quantity  of  whatever  domestic  stimulant  may  be  at  hand, — such  as  punch,  made  with 
trandy  or  whisky,  warm  negus,  or  mulled  port  wine.  Let  him  send  at  once  for  medical  aid 
to  the  nearest  depot,  or  to  his  medical  attendant,  recollecting  that  every  moment's  delay  is 
injurious.  As  a  large  proportion  of  cases  occur  at  night,  to  avoid  delay  we  should  advise  all 
families  to  be  provided  with  medicine  to  meet  the  diarrhosal  stage  of  the  disease;  and  as 
such  a  medicine  should  be  one  that  will  not  injure  by  keeping,  it  should  be  prepared  and 
kept  in  a  dry  form. 

The  committee  advise  that  the  following  medicine  be  kept  in  every  house,  to  check  loose- 
ness of  the  bowels  in  slight  caees : — 

No.  1. — ft.     PulVeris  CretfiB  Opiati,  .5ij. 

Divide  in  chartulas  duodecim,  et  signa  "  No.  1,   Astrifigent  Powders-^ 

One  of  these  powders  mixed  with  one  tablespoon ful  of  warm  milk,  to  be  taken  by  an 
adult,  and  repeated  after  every  evacuation,  until  the  arrival  of  medical  assistance. 

If,  however,  the  purging  be  sudden  and  violent,  let  one  of  the  following  pills  be  taken  every 
half-hour,  instead  of  the  powder : — 

No.  2. — R.     Acetatis  Plumbi,  gr.  xxiv. 

Fiat  massa,  et  divide  in  pilulus  duodecim .    Signa,  "  No.  2,  Astringent  PiVfe." 
One  to  be  taken  every  haU-hour. 

In  cases  of  sudden  sinking  and  prostration,  a  desert  spoonful  of  either  whisky  or 
brandy,  and  a  table  spoonful  of  water  may  be  taken  every  15  minutes,  until  the  arrival  of 
the  physician.  In  case  of  sickness  of  stouiach,  let  a  lai^  mustard  poultice  be  applied 
over  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  until  it  produces  decided  irritation.  Rice-milk,  or  beef-tea, 
with  or  without  well-boiled  rice,  m«y  be  taken  in  small  quantity  in  the  diarrhoeal  stage. 

It  is  not  an  uncommon  error,  and  one  that  the  members  of  the  committee  have  known 
to  prove  fatal  in  former  epidemics  of  cholera,  for  persons  attacked  with  the  preliminary 
diarrhcea  to  take  castor-oil,  or  saline  and  other  aperient  medicines.  This  must  be  most 
strictly  avoided,  as  it  is  attended  with  the  greatest  danger;  on  the  contrary,  every  effort 
should  be  made  to  check  the  tendency  to  diarrhoea. 

Where  diarrhota  occurs  in  young  people,  gradually  dimihishing  doses  of  the  Astringent 
Powder,  No.  1,  may  be  administered;  reducing  the  quantity  prescribed  to  one-half  for  a 
child  ten  years  of  age  ;  but  for  the  diaiThoea  of  children  under  this  age,  the  committee  would 
recommend  for  a  child  a  year  old  the  following  powder,  after  every  liquid  evacuation,  taking 
care  at  this  age  not  to  repeat  it  oftener  than  every  hour. 

No.  3. — R.     Pulveris  Cretce  Comp.  gr.  ij. 
Pulvcris  CretaB  Opiati,  gr.  i. 
M,  et  signa,  "  No.  3,  Astringent  Powders  for  Children.^* 

Two  of  these  powders  combined  may  be  given  to  a  child  from  one  to  three  years  of  age ; 
three  to  a  child  from  three  to  five  years  of  age;  in  a  child  f^otOQ&y^i^^^en,  this  quantity 

might. 
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might,  in   urgent  cases,  be  repeated  every  half  hour  until  raedical  assistance  is  obtained.       North  Dublin 
These  should  be  given  in  a  little  milk.  Union. 

Where  there  is  urgent  thirst,  pure  water,  milk  and  water,  or  rice  water  may  be  freely  given  

as  drink.     If  cold  water  appears  to  produce  chill,  then  a  small  proportion  of  brandy  may  be 
mixed  with  it. 

*  *  *  In  some  cases  the  disease  commences  suddenly,  with  symptoms  of  great  intensity, 
such  as  shiverings,  coldness  of  the  surface,  great  prostration  of  strength,  cramps  with  purging 
or  vomitino-,  or  both.  In  such  circumstances,  while  medical  aid  is  sought  for,  let  the  patient 
be  immediately  put  to  bed  in  a  well-heated  apartment,  heat  be  applied  to  the  extremities  by 
bottles  of  hot  water,  heated  bricks,  &c.,  whilst  a  large  mustard  poultice,  or  a  piece  of  warm 
flannel  moistened  with  spirits  of  turpentine,  is  applied  over  the  abdomen.  At  the  same  time 
the  limbs,  both  upper  and  lower,  should  be  diligjently  rubbed  under  the  bed-clothes  with  the 
naked  hand  or  with  a  flannel ;  and  if  cramps  be  distressing,  the  limbs  may  be  carefully  ban- 
daged with  flannel.  In  the  meantime  any  convenient  stimulant,  such  as  punch  made  with 
brandy,  whisky  or  gin,  in  moderate  quantities,  or  mulled  port  wine,  may  be  taken. 

The  following  mixture  is  recommended  as  a  cordial  stimulant  tliat  maybe  used  under 
such  circumstances : — 

No.  4. — R.    Tincturae  cardamomi  compositee,  jij. 
Spiritus  amraoniee  aromatici,  3ij- 
Syrupi  zingiberis,  zj. 
M .    Signa,  **  No.  4,  Stimulant  Mixture.'* 

Two  teaspoonfuls  of  this  to  be  mixed  with  four  teaspoonfuls  of  water,  and  taken  every 
half  hour. 

The  patient  should  not  be  allowed  to  sit  up,  or  assume  the  erect  posture. 

The  committee  do  not  intend  to  dictate  a  specific  line  of  treatment  for  the  fully  developed 
disease;  yet  as  these  directions  may  fall  into  the  hands  of  persons  in  remote  parts  of  the 
country,  who  may,  whilst  the  medical  attendant  is  coming  from  a  distance,  be  obliged,  by  the 
attack  assuming  the  alarming  character  just  described,  to  adopt  more  energetic  treatment,  . 
the  committee  recommend,  in  addition  to  the  measures  directed  in  the  preceding  paragraph, 
that  one  of  the  following  stimulant  pills  be  given  every  half  hour  : — 

No.  5. — R.    CamphorcB,  gr.  xij. 

Spiritus  Vim  rectificati,  guttas  quatuor. 
H  is  prob^  conterendo  mixtis,  adde 
Calomelanos,  gr.  xij. 
Opii,  gr.  ij. 

Capsici  pulveristtti,  gr.  iij. 
Confectionis  Aromatici,  gr.  v. 
Mucilaginis  Oummi  Acaeiee,  q«  s. 
Fiat  massa,  et  divide  in  pilulas  duodecim.     Signa,  "  No.  6,  Stimulant  Pills.'' 
One  of  these  pills  to  be  taken  every  half  hour. 

Asa  convenient  summary  of  treatment,  the  committee  submit  the  following  :-^ 
In  every  case  of  illness,  when  cholera  is  epidemic,  send  at  once  for  medical  assistance. 
Until  that  is  obtained,  attend  to  the  following  directions : — 

I. — Tbkatmbnt  of  Preumina^ry  Purging  in  grown-up  Persons^  ,until  the  arrival  of  the 

Medical  Attendant. 

1 .  Put  the  sick  person  to  bed,  and  apply  bottles  of  hot  water  to  feet  and  hands,  until 
ihorouii^bly  warmed. 

2.  Give  II  warm  drink,  with  a  glass  of  whisky  punch  or  mulled  port. 

3.  Give  one  of  the  Astringent  Powders,  No.  1,  in  warm  milk,  after  each  motion  of  the  bowels. 

4.  If  the  purging  be  violent  or  sudden,  give  one  of  the  Astringent  Pills  every  half  hour. 

5.  If  there  be  nausea  or  vomiting,  apply  a  large  mustard  poultice  over  the  stomach. 

11. — ^Treatment  of  Preliminary  Purging  in  young  Persons  and  Children,  until  the  arrival 

of  the  Medical  Attendant. 

J.  Put  the  child  into  a  warm  bed,  with  bottles  of  hot  water. 

2.  Give  a  warm  drink,  but  not  wine  or  spirits. 

3.  Give  the  child  the  Powders  for  Children,  No.  3,  in  a  little  milk,  as  follows  : — 

For  a  child  1  year  old,  one  powder  every  hour. 

„  2  to  3  years,  two  powders  together  every  hour. 

„  3  to  6  years,  three  powders  together  every  hour. 

„  6  to  10  yeai-s,  three  powders  together  every  half  hour. 

III. — Treatment  of  the  Attack  of  Cholera  (known  by  vomiting  and  purging,  great 
weakness,  coldness  and  shivering),  until  arrival  of  M  edical  Attendant. 

1.  Put  the  person  into  a  warm  bed,  and  apply  bottles  of  hot  water  to  the  surfiace. 

2.  Apply  a  large  mustard  poultice,  or  turpentine,  over  the  stomach  and  belly. 

3.  Rub  legs  and  arms  diligently  under  the  bed-clothes. 

4.  Give  a  moderate  quantity  of  hot  punch,  or  mulled  port  wine. 

5.  Give  one  teaspoonful  of  the  Stimulant  Mixture,  No.  4,  in  lour  teaspoonfuls  of  water^ 
every  half  hour. 

6.  In  violent  cases,  give  one  of  the  Stimulant  Pills  every  half  hour.

Letter  from  the  Commissioners  to  Dr.  Stewart,  Governor  of  the  House  of 

Industry,  Dublin,  dated  12  November  1853. 

I  AM  directed  by  the  Commissioners  for  administering  the  Laws  for  the  Relief  of 
the  Poor  in  Ireland  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  this  date,  stating- 
the  arrangements  made  for  the  reception  of  cholera  patients  into  the  Hardwicke 
Fever  Hospital. 

The  Commissioners  have  had  under  considei-ation  the  arrangements  proposed 
for  the  reception  of  patients  labouring  under  cholera  in  the  hospitals  of  the  House 
of  Industry.  The  Commissioners  cannot  approve  of  the  proposal  to  take  such 
patients  into  the  same  wards,  in  the  Hardwicke  and  Supplemental  Hospitals, 
indiscriminately  with  other  patients ;  they  therefore  request,  either  that  the 
proposal  agreed  to  on  the  22d  September  may  be  reverted  to,  or  that  some 
other  arrangement  may  be  adopted,  by  which  the  cholera  patients  may  be  treated 
in  wards  set  apart  for  their  exclusive  use.

Letter  from  the  Physicians  of  the  Whitworth  and  Hardwicke  Hospitals  to  the 

Commissioners. 

Gentlemen,  Whitworth  Hospital,  22  November  1853. 

We  have  received  from  the  Governor  a  copy  of  a  letter  to  him  from  your 
Board,  of  the  12th  (No.  56,1 26/53),  ^^  which  you  observe,  that  you  cannot 
approve  of  the  proposal  to  admit  patients  labouring  under  cholera  into  the  same 
wards,  in  the  Hardwicke  and  Supplemental  Hospital,  indiscriminately  with  other 
patients ;  and  that  you  therefore  request,  either  that  the  proposal  agreed  to  on 
the  22d  September  may  be  reverted  to,  or  that  some  other  arrangements  may  be 
adopted,  by  which  the  cholera  patients  may  be  treated  in  wards  set  ajmrt  for  their 
exclusive  use. 

We  hope,  Gentlemen,  that  your  Board  will  reconsider  that  order;  and  we  beg 
to  offer  the  following  considerations. 

From  the  first  appearance  of  cholera  in  this  country,  up  to  the  present  time, 
cholera  patients  have  been  received  indiscriminately  into  all  the  wards  of  the 
Hardwicke  and  Supplemental  Hospitals.  This  indiscriminate  reception  of  cholera 
patients  has  not  only  not  been  attended  with  any  bad  results,  but  we  are  con- 
vinced it  has  produced  good  effects:  it  has  allayed  the  unfounded  fears  of 
contagion  in  the  minds  of  the  people— fears  which  are  always  predominant  in  the 
appearance  of  any  new  disease :  it  has  served  to  give  the  sick  themselves  a  con- 
fidence and  strength  which  enable  them  better  to  struggle  with  the  disease,  while 
their  friends  and  relatives,  seeing  that  ourselves  making  no  distinction,  our 
clinical  clerks  and  our  nurses  attend  on  them  equally  with  all  the  other  patients, 
imbibe  a  better  spirit  and  confidence,  and  attend  with'  comparatively  little  dread 
on  their  own  families  at  home.  We  are,  we  confess,  disappointed  and  surprised 
at  the  receipt  of  your  order.  Our  hospitals  were  among  the  first,  if  not  the  first, 
to  open  their  doors  to  cholera  patients.  AVe  have  had  the  gratification  of  seeing 
the  principles  we  so  early  advocated  steadily  working  their  way,  and  allaying 
popular  fears.  Public  authorities,  that  a  few  years  ago  legalized  and  even 
enforced  the  burning  of  clothes  and  furniture,  and  recommended  "  that  the  dead 
should  be  buried  in  detached  ground,"  have  now  ceased  to  enforce  quarantine, 
and  have  stated  "  that  the  fear  of  infection  may  be  practically  disregarded  ;'*  and 
hospitals  that  formerly  closed  their  gates  against  the  cases  of  cholera,  now  admit 
them  freely ;  and  we  are  now  directed  tb  undo,  in  example  and  practice,  all  the 
good  effects  that  we  have  so  long  laboured  to  achieve,  and  to  go  back  on  our  steps. 

The  influences  which  our  institution  exerts,  and  must  always  exert,  is  not 
confined  to  the  mere  popular  mind;' our  institution  being  educational,  whatever 
influences  or  impressions  we  make  upon  students  will,  with  many  at  least,  be 
continued  through  their  professional  life.  We  have  been  anxious  to  show  them 
that  they  have  nothing  to  fear  from  contagion ;  to  teach  them,  by  precept  and 
example,  that  they  should  have  no  more  fears  of  cholera  than  of  any  other  disease ; 
and  sending  them  abroad  with  those  impressions,  to  make  them  effective  agents 
in  their  several  spheres  in  inspiring  the  i>eople  around  them  with  the  same  con- 
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fidence.     It  will  be  in  vain  to  attempt  to  imbue  either  the  people  or  the  students       Nortli  Dublin 
with  disregard  of  contagion,  it  we  are  obliged  practically  to  teach  them  the  con-  Union. 

trary  lesson,  by  cutting  off  all  communication  between  cholera  and  other  patients.  . 

The  Ilardwicice  Fever  Hospital,  like  all  similar  institutions,  receives  indis- 
criminately and  contains  frequently  in  its  wards  a  mixture  of  contagious  and 
non-contagious  acute  diseases,  typhus  fever,  measles,  scarlatina,  small-pox, 
glanders,  rheumatic  fever,  inflammatory  fever,  and  inflammation  of  the  lungs. 
Even  by  those  who  still  cling  to  the  doctrine  of  contagion  in  cholera,  it  is  univer- 
sally admitted  that  the  contagious  diseases  mentioned  above  are  all  very  far  more 
contagious  than  cholera ;  and  we  are,  therefore,  quite  at  a  loss  to  understand  why 
cholera,  admittedly  the  least  cont^igious  of  all,  is  to  be  treated  as  an  exception, 
and  to  be  excluded,  while  the  others  are  mixed  indiscriminately. 

We  are  of  opinion,  that  this  indiscriminate  admittance  of  contagious  and  non- 
contagious diseases  teaches  a  most  useful  lesson,  viz.,  that  ventilation  and  clean- 
liness are  safeguards  ajjainst  infection.  There  are  other  reasons  of  detail  not  of 
equal  general  importance  with  those  we  have  adduced,  but  which  we  think  it  our 
duty  to  lay  before  you :  the  arrangement  proposed  to  be  reverted  to  is,  as  we 
underetand  from  the  Governor,  that  two  wards,  male  and  female,  constituting  the 
Supplemental  Hospital,  and  containing  in  both  44  beds,  should  be  set  apart  for  the 
exclusive  use  of  cholera  patients.  The  tMo  hospitals,  Ilardwicke  and  Supple- 
mental, contain  altogether  about  120  beds  :  if  the  two  wards  of  the  Supplemental 
Hospital  be  set  apart  for  the  exclusive  use  of  cholera  patients,  there  will  be  more 
than  one-third  of  the  whole  hospital  accommodation  shut  against  the  reception  of 
cases  of  typhus  fever,  small-pox,  &c.,  &c. ;  and  even  if  a  xqyy  small  number  of  cholera 
patients  were  in  those  wards  (only  one  in  each),  the  remaining  beds,  altliough 
vacant,  would  be  unavailable.  This  state  might  continue  for  a  very  long  period. 
At  present  there  are  97  patients  in  hospital,  and  the  average,  for  months  to  come, 
will  probably  range  from  90  to  the  fall  number  of  120.  In  the  same  degree 
would  clinical  instruction  be  interfered  with.  The  appropriation  of  those  two 
wards,  as  directed,  would  moreover  only  apparently,  but  not  in  reality,  separate 
the  cholera  patients  from  the  others,  even  were  such  separation  advisable ;  for  the 
two  hospitals  are  in  the  same  court-yard ;  the  recreation  ground  is  the  same  for 
both ;  and  the  convalescent  wards,  which  are  situate  in  the  Ilardwicke,  serving 
for  both  hospitals,  all  the  convalescent  patients  from  both  hospitals  should  mix 
together,  and  sleep  in  the  same  wards. 

For  all  these  reasons.  Gentlemen,  we  trust  that,  on  reconsideration,  you  will 
see  fit  to  permit  the  rules  of  admission  which  so  long  have  prevailed,  and  which 
have  worked  so  well,  to  continue ;  viz.,  that  the  hospital  beds  should  be  indis- 
criminately open  to  all  patients  labouring  under  acute,  epidemic  or  contagious 
diseases,  without  exception,  never  refusing  admission  to  any  applicant,  while  there 
may  be  beds  vacant,  whether  few  or  many ;  thus  affording  the  greatest  amount  of 
relief  to  the  sick,  at  the  same  time  dissipating  the  idle  fears  of  contagion,  and  in- 
spiring and  disseminating  confidence  both  in  our  pupils  and  among  the  community. 
We  have  only,  in  conclusion.  Gentlemen,  to  observe,  that  the  Governor  has  read 
for  us  a  letter  of  his,  of  the  12th  instant,  in  which  he  has  conveyed  to  you,  as  he 
supposed,  our  views  on  arrangements  for  cholera,  as  expressed  by  us  at  two 
separate  interviews  in  conversation,,  viz.,  22d  September  and  10th  November  : 
it  may  have  been  our  fault,  but  the  Governor  has  not  conveyed  our  views  or 
opinions,  as  expressed  on  either  occasion.  The  arrangement,  talked  over  on  the 
22d  of  September,  and  referred  to,  was  altogether  in  reference  to  meeting  a 
momentary  exigency,  and  which  we  thought  the  Governor  fully  understood  at  the 
time  could  not  be  carried  out  as  a  continuous  arrangement.

'  Letter  from  the  Commissioners  to  the  Physicians  of  the  Whitworth  and 

Hardwicke  Hospitals,  dated  6  December  1853. 

Sir, 

The  Commissioners  for  administering  the  I-aws  for  Relief  of  the  Poor  in  Ireland 
have  had  under  consideration  the  letter  addressed  to  them  by  the  physicians  of  the 
hospitals  of  the  House  of  Industry,  on  the  22d  ultimo,  in  reference  to  a  letter 
addressed  by  the  Commissioners  to  the  Governor  of  the  institution,  on  the  12th 
ultimo,  on  the  subject  of  the  arrangements  proposed  for  the  reception  of  patients 
labouring  under  cholera,  into  the  hospitals  of  the  House  of  Industry. 

Witli  regard  to  the  views  expressed  in  your  conmiunication  as  to  the  india* 
criminate  admission  of  cholera  patients  into  all  the  wards  of  the  Hardwicke  and 
Supplemental  Hospitals,  I  am  directed  to  state,  that  though  the  Commissioners  are 
aware  that  the  question  of  the  contagiousness  of  cholera  is  one  on  which  the 
highest  medical  authorities  differ,  and  in  regard  to  which  the  Commissioners  can- 
not therefore  be  altogether  free  from  apprehension,  yet  in  the  decision  they  have 
come  to,  as  to  the  impropriety  of  admitting  cholera  cases  indiscriminately  into  the 
same  wards  with  other  cases,  they  have  been  mainly  influenced  by  con^erations 
altogetlier  apart  from  this  question.  Whether  cholera  be  contagious  or  not,  there 
is  no  doubt  that  the  class  of  persons  who  are  admtttedin  to  hospital  hold  it  in  the 
utmost  dread,  and  the  Commissioners  are  satisfied  that  far  greater  evil  would  arise 
from  the  suffering  and  injury  which  would  be  inflicted,  as  the  consequence  of  the 
indiscriminate  admission  of  cholera  cases,  on  the  patients  labouring  under  other 
disease  in  the  same  wards,  than  could  possibly  be  counterbalanced  by  the  benefits 
which  the  physicians  presume  would  follow  from  adopting  that  course.  The 
physicians  can  readily  counteract  the  evil  effects  they  anticipate  on  the  minds  of 
their  pupils,  by  a  plain  statement  to  them  of  their  opinion  respecting  the  nature  of 
the  disease. 

If  it  were  necessary  to  sacrifice  44  beds  to  provide  treatment  in  separate  wards 
for  cholera,  the  Commissioners  would  regard  this  as  a  very  weighty  objection ;  but 
they  are  informed  ihat  there  are  small  wards  available  by  which  this  object  may 
be  attained,  by  the  appropriation  of  11  or  16  beds,  in  the  event  of  its  being 
necessary  to  take  any  cases  of  cholera  into  the  House  of  Industry  wards. 

The  Commissioners  therefore  request,  that  any  steps  which  it  may  be  necessary 
to  take  for  the  reception  and  treatment  of  cholera  patients  in  the  Hardwicke 
Hospital,  may  be  taken  in  accordance  with  the  views  expressed  in  their  letter  to 
the  Governor,  of  the  12th  November  last.

Letter  from  the  Physicians  of  the  Whitworth  and  Hardwicke  Hospital 
to  the  Commissioners,  dated  29  December  1853. 

I  BEG  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  yours  of  the  6th  instant  (No.  57,483),  and, 
in  reply  to  the  expression  of  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners,  "  that  the  class 
of  persons  who  are  admitted  into  hospital  hold  cholera  in  the  utmost  dread,  and 
that  they  are  satisfied  that  far  greater  evil  would  ai-ise  from  the  suffering  and 
injury  which  would  be  inflicted,  as  the  consequences  of  the  indiscriminate  admis- 
sion of  cholera  cases,  on  the  patients  labouring  under  other  diseases  in  the  same 
wards,  than  could  possibly  be  counterbalanced  by  the  benefits  which  the  physi- 
cians presume  would  follow  from  adopting  that  course,"  beg  to  state,  that  the 
physicians  must  express  their  fears  that  that  dread,  which  has  been  steadily 
declining,  will  again  be  revived,  when  that  class  of  persons  see  a  rigid  separation 
of  cholera  patients  from  others  universally  enforced,  and  that  an  experience  of 
20  years,  comprising  the  several  visitations  of  cholera  in  this  country,  has  shown 
that  neither  suffering  nor  injury  has  been  inflicted  by  admitting  cases  of  that 
disease  into  the  wards  of  the  Hardwicke  Hospital  with  patients  labouring  under 
other  diseases,  while  they  believe  that  very  considerable  advantages  have  resulted 
from  adopting  that  course,  and  the  physicians  still  hope  that  the  Conmiissioners 
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will,  on  reconsideration,  allow  the  arrangements  recommended  by  so  long  an  expe-      North  Dublin 
rience  to  remain  undisturbed.  Union. 

The  physicians  have  made  inquiry,  to  ascertain  if  tliere  are  any  grounds  for 
the  apprehensions  expressed  by  the  Commissioners,  and  all  they  have  been  able  to 
leam  is,  that  on  one  occasion  in  the  last  epidemic  of  cholera  (1849-50),  which 
extended  over  a  period  of  nearly  two  years,  it  is  now  said,  for  it  was  not  reported 
to  them  at  the  time,  that  a  policeman  left  the  hospital,  exclaiming  loudly  against 
the  introduction  of  a  cholera  case  into  the  ward  with  him.  An  occurrence  of  this 
kind  is  not  peculiar  to  cholera.  It  not  unfrequently  happens  in  every  hospital, 
that  a  patient  will  leave,  assigning  as  a  cause  alarm  at  the  aspect  of  some  case, 
or  of  an  approaching  death  in  the  same  ward  ;  but  this  has  never  been  recognized 
as  a  valid  reason  for  the  refusing  to  admit  such  cases  into  the  same  wards  with 
others,  and  it  would  even  appear  that  such  instances  have  occurred  much  less 
firequently  from  cholera  than  from  other  cases. 

In  instances  where  cases  assume  an  aspect  calculated  to  excite  alarm,  whether 
convulsions,  typhus  or  cholera,  &c.,  a  standing  screen  is  interposed  between  such 
a  patients  bed  and  the  other  patients,  and  this  interposition  is  amply  sufficient; 
but  even  this  requires  some  vigilance,  as  the  too  frequent  or  continued  use  of 
such  screens  would  be  liable  to  the  same  objections  as  small  wards. 

The  physicians  cannot  concur  in  the  view  of  the  Commissioners,  that  the  mere 
expression  of  opinion  to  their  pupils,  would  counteract  the  erroneous  impressions 
produced  in  these  pupils'  minds  from  observing  wards  set  apart  exclusively  for 
cholera.  Clinical  medicine  is  essentially  *'  attendance  on  the  practice  of  an 
hospital,"  and  it  is  the  impressions  derived  from  the  observance  of  this  practice 
the  pupils  will  carry  with  them  through  life.  Clinical  or  practical  medicine  has 
no  place  for  theoretical  opinions,  and  if  it  had,  it  would  be  most  unwise  even  to 
seem  to  place  practice  and  precept  at  variance. 

In  reference  to  that  part  of  your  letter  which  states  that  the  Commissioners 
are  informed  that  there  are  small  wards  available,  containing  11  or  16  beds, 
which  might  be  appropriated  exclusively  to  cholera  cases,  the  physicians  beg  to 
state,  in  reply,  that  there  are  not  any  small  wards  so  available.  The  entire 
hospital  establishment  consists  of  six  fever  wards,  containing  altogether  104  beds, 
and  of  two  convalescent  wards,  containing  16  beds,  which  cannot  under  any  cir- 
cumstances be  dispensed  with,  either  for  cholera  or  fever  patients ;  and  even  if 
there  happened  to  be  small  wards  available,  the  physicians  beg  to  impress  on  the 
attention  of  the  Commissioners,  that  the  exclusive  appropriation  of  any  wards  to 
cholera  would  involve  the  refusal  of  admission  to  patients  labouring  under 
equally  urgent  diseases,  even  while  beds  were  lying  vacant ;  that  this  would  be 
a  departure  from  the  purposes  for  which  the  hospital  is  supported,  and  that  this 
state  might  continue  for  a  long  period  of  time,  cases  of  cholera  in  the  last 
epidemic  having  extended  over  a  period,  as  already  observed,  of  nearly  two 
years. 

If  the  physicians  might  presume  to  offer  an  opinion  to  the  Commissioners,  it 
would  be  to  observe,  that  the  admixture  or  separation  of  cholera  cases  in  the 
several  fever  hospitals  might  be  a  matter  to  be  left  altogether  to  the  discretion 
of  their  managing  committees  and  medical  officers ;  such  was  the  course  adopted 
during  the  last  epidemic ;  and  while  in  some  hospitals  separate  wards  were  pro- 
vided, in  numerous  others  there  was  a  free  admixture,  and  the  physicians  have 
reason  to  know  that  this  course  was  attended  with  many  advantages,  and  that  no 
bad  results  whatever  followed.

Lbttbr  from  the  Commissioners  to  the  Physicians  of  the  Whitworth  and 
Hardwicke  Ho^tals,  dated  19  January  1854. 

The  Commissioners  for  administering  the  Laws  for  Relief  of  the  Poor  in  Ireland 
have  farther  considered  the  proposal  of  the  physicians  of  the  hospitals  of  the 
House  of  Industry  to  receive  cases  of  Asiatic  cholera  into  the  general  wards  of 
the  Hardwicke  Fever  Hospital,  in  preference  to  the  reception  and  treatment  of 
4such  cases  in  a  separate  waid. 
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North  Dublin  Tlie  superior  coDVeiiience  of  the  proposed  arrangement,  as  permitting  all  avail- 

Union,  able  beds  in  the  institution  to  be  occupied  at  once,  appears  to  the  Commissioners 

to  be  a  secondary  consideration,  and  one  which  may  be  dealt  with  readily,  if  the 
view  taken  by  the  Commissioners  regarding  the  main  question  be  correct ;  for  in 
that  case,  and  supposing  that  arrangements  caimot  be  made  in  the  Hardwicke 
Hospital  to  receive  cholera  cases  into  separate  wards  without  sacrificing  the 
objects  for  which  the  Parliamentary  gi-ant  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Hardwicke 
Hospital  is  voted,  as  the  physicians  urge,  it  will  not  be  found  difficult  to  provide 
for  the  reception  of  cholera  cases  elsewhere ;  and  already  a  large  amount  of 
accommodation  has  been  provided  for  this  purpose  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood 
of  the  House  of  Industry  in  Green-street. 

The  phjrsicians,  however,  base  their  proposal  of  what  may  be  called  the  promis- 
cuous treatment  of  cholera  cases  on  the  ground  that  it  is  expedient  to  show  to 
students  and  other  attendants  in  the  hospital,  and  to  the  public  at  large,  that  no 
apprehension  is  entertained  of  cholera  being  communicated  by  one  person  to 
another ;  and  thus  to  inculcate  practically,  and  by  example,  the  groundlessness  of 
that  fear  of  contagion,  which  in  the  early  history  of  the  disease  without  doubt 
prevailed  to  such  an  extent  as  to  interfere  seriously  with  proper  attention  being 
paid  to  persons  affected  by  cholera. 

Admitting  the  great  value  of  the  results  derived  from  a  longer  experience  of 
the  disease,  through  which  it  is  now  generally  admitted  that  cholera,  if  contagious 
at  all,  is  much  less  contagious  than  many  other  febrile  diseases,  and  that  little  risk 
is  incun-ed  by  any  healthy  person  in  attending  a  cholera  patient,  the  Commis- 
sionei-s  must,  nevertheless,  declare,  that  the  removal  of  all  apprehension  of  the 
contagiousness  of  the  disease  is  not  a  paramount  consideration  with  them,  in  regard 
to  the  hospital  arrangements  in  the  House  of  Industry.  In  the  first  place,  it  is 
notorious,  that  there  is  no  sufficient  agreement  of  opinion  in  professional  quarters, 
as  to  the  entire  non-contagiousness  of  the  disease,  to  justify  the  Commissioners  in 
acting  upon  such  an  opinion  as  one  that  has  been  conclusively  established  ;  and  in 
this  state  of  the  question,  desirable  as  it  may  be  to  do  everything  which  may  tend 
to  remove  unreasonable  apprehensions,  the  Commissioners  would  not,  even  for 
that  object,  feel  warranted  in  exposing  a  single  life  to  actual  danger.  Secondly, 
if  a  general  agreement  existed  in  the  medical  profession,  that  no  danger  could 
arise  either  to  healthy  or  unhealthy  persons  from  the  close  proximity  of  a  case  of 
cholera,  such  is  the  fatal  character  of  the  disease,  and  so  fearful  in  many  cases  the 
manifestations  of  its  presence,  that  the  Commissioners  feel  an  insuperable  reluct- 
ance to  permit  patients  suffering  from  various  kinds  of  fever,  some  of  them 
peculiarly  calculated  to  disturb  and  unsettle  the  mental  powers,  to  be  exposed  to 
the  impressions  created  by  the  presence  and  treatment  of  a  case  of  cholera  in  the 
same  room,  if  by  any  arrangement  this  can  be  avoided. 

The  Commissioners  have  already  stated  to  the  physicians,  that  on  the  latte^ 
ground  solely,  and  apart  from  the  question  of  contagion,  they  feel  bound  to  insist 
on  cholera  patients  received  into  the  Hardwicke  Hospital,  being  treated  in  distinct 
wards  from  the  fever  patients.  In  reply  to  this,  the  physicians  have  expressed 
their  fears,  **  that  the  dread  which  has  been  steadily  declining,  will  again  be 
revived,  when  the  class  of  persons  who  are  admitted  into  the  hospitals,  see  a  rigid 
separation  of  cholera  patients  from  others,  universally  enforced  ;"  and  the  physicians 
further  observe,  *'  that  an  experience  of  20  years,  comprising  the  several  visitations 
of  cholera  in  this  country,  has  shown  that  neither  sufferings  nor  injury  has  been 
inflicted  by  admitting  cases  of  that  disease  into  the  wards  of  the  Hardwicke 
Hospital,  with  patients  labouring  under  other  diseases,  while  they  believe  that  very 
considerable  advantages  have  resulted  from  adopting  that  course." 

The  Commissioners  have  thought  it  due  to  the  earnestness  of  these  representa- 
tions on  the  part  of  the  physicians,  to  ascertain,  as  far  as  they  were  able  to  do  so, 
the  circumstances  attending  the  above-mentioned  system  of  treatment  in  the 
Hardwicke  Hospital,  and  they  accordingly  instructed  their  inspector  Mr.  Crawford, 
to  examine  the  records  of  the  hospital  of  the  House  of  Industry,  and  report  to 
them  any  facts  appearing  thereon,  which  might  be  found  materisd  to  the  present 
question. 

The  Commissioners  have  now  received  Mr.  Crawford's  report,  and  the  results  of 
his  inquiry  may  be  stated  as  follows  : 

In  the  first  place,  the  physicians  appear  to  labour  under  a  misapprehension  as  to 
the  length  of  the  period  during  which  the  system  of  treating  cholera  patients  in 
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the  same  wards  with  other  patients  has  prevailed  in  the  Hardwicke  Fever  Hospital.      North  Dublin 
On  this  point  Mr.  Crawford  reports  as  follows  :  Union. 

**  Although  no  record  of  the  disease  for  which  parties  were  treated  appears  upon  ""^ 

the  records  of  the  hospital  previous  to  1841,  I  have  ascertained  clearly  what 
occurred  during  the  outbreak  of  cholera  in  1832,  at  which  period  no  patients 
labouring  under  cholera  were  received  into  the  hospital,  and  any  cases  which 
occurred  within  the  foundation  of  the  House  of  Industry,  were  transferred  to  the 
Cholera  Hospital  at  Grangegornmn,  and  not  admitted  into  the  Hardwicke  Fever 
Hospital. 

*'  Subsequently  to  the  principal  outbreak  of  the  disease,  it  appeared  in  a  modified 
form  in  the  succeeding  year  1833,  when  I  have  ascertained  from  Dr.  Mayne,  who 
was  at  that  time  resident  clinical  clerk,  and  is  now  one  of  the  physicians  of  the 
South  Dublin  Workhouse,  that  cases  of  cholera  arising  within  the  foundation  were 
treated  separately  in  the  Supplemental  Hospital,  which  was  specially  appropriated 
for  that  purpose ;  but  that  no  cases  were  admitted  then  outside  the  foundation  of 
the  House  of  Industry. 

**  These  cases  of  cholera  were  treated,  as  I  am  informed  by  Dr.  Mayne,  perfectly 
separate  from  the  wards  containing  fever  patients ;  and  Dr.  Gordon  must  have  been 
misinformed,  in  bringing  forward  as  an  argument  in  now  treating  cholem  cases  in 
general  wards,  the  practice  which  existed  at  that  period,  when  the  cholera  patients 
were  kept  perfectly  distinct  from  those  labouring  under  fever. 

**  The  experience  of  treating  cases  of  cholera  in  general  wards,  must,  therefore, 
under  the  circumstances,  be  confined  to  the  outbreak  of  cholera  in  1849,  at  which 
period  the  patients  suffering  under  that  disease  were  treated  in  the  general  wards 
along  with  fever  patients ;  and  I  forward  herewith  a  list  of  all  the  cases  which 
appear,  from  the  registry  of  the  Hardwicke  Hospital,  to  have  been  treated  in  that 
establishment,  being  59  in  number ;  these  cases  having  been  admitted  in  the 
interval  between  the  14th  of  March  and  the  3l8t  of  October  in  that  year. 

^*  It  appears  that  in  these  cases  death  ensued  in,  as  nearly  as  possible,  one-half 
of  the  parties  affected  with  cholera,  29  having  died,  and  30  having  been  discharged 
cured. 

"It  will  be  seen  on  reference  to  the  return,  that  in  five  of  the  cases,  viz.,  those 
numbered  6,  11,  12,  34  and  57,  the  parties  were  originally  admitted  as  fever 
patients,  but  took  cholera  in  the  hospital,  the  effect  of  which  was  fatal  in  four 
of  the  instances. 

**  In  case  numbered  45,  the  party  attacked  was  one  of  the  servants  of  the 
institution,  being  employed  as  laundrymaid  in  the  hospital. 

^'  It  appears  thus  that  out  of  the  entire  number  of  cases  treated,  10  per  cent, 
consisted  of  parties  who  were  attacked  with  the  disease  whilst  inmates  of  the 
hospital ;  and  I  find  no  record  of  any  party  having  been  removed  from  either  the 
Whitworth  or  the  Richmond  Hospital  as  suffering  under  this  disease,  from  which 
they  appear  to  have  been  perfectly  fi-ee ;  whilst  patients  in  theHardwicke  Hospital 
in  the  wards  where  cholera  patients  were  admitted,  took  the  disease. 

'*  I  may  observe,  that  in  all  the  cases  in  which  cholera  was  taken  by  fever 
patients,  it  appears  conclusively  from  the  return  that  they  were  in  the  same  ward 
with  cholera  patients.  The  case  of  Michael  Whilan,  No.  6,  occurred  in  No.  8 
ward,  to  which  the  Return  shows  that  two  cholera  patients  had  been  admitted ; 
the  case  of  Mary  Redington,  No.  11,  occurred  in  No.  6  ward,  to  which  also  two 
cholera  cases  had  been  admitted ;  the  case  of  Mary  Rustry,  No.  12,  occurred  in 
No.  4  ward,  in  which  a  number  of  cholera  cases  had  also  been  admitted  previous 
to  the  death  of  the  party,  which  occurred  on  the  9th  of  May ;  Isabella  Hudson, 
No.  34,  and  Catherine  Mooney,  No.  57,  were  in  No.  6  ward,  in  which  a  number 
of  cholera  cases  had  been  previously  treated." 

As  cholera  was  at  this  time  epidemic  in  Dublin,  it  cannot  be  presumed  that 
the  six  cases  above  mentioned  did  not  arise  in  the  Hardwicke  Hospital  through 
influences  quite  unconnected  with  personal  contagion,  and  that  they  would  not 
equally  have  occurred  without  the  admission  of  cholera  cases  into  that  hospital ; 
but,  on  the  other  hand,  it  seems  to  be  an  unquestionable  fact,  that  each  of  the 
above  cases  did  arise  in  a  ward  into  which  one  or  more  cholera  patients  had  been 
previously  introduced ;  and  it  is  a  further  fact,  that  during  the  same  period  no 
case  of  cholera  arose  within  the  other  hospitals  of  the  institution,  the  Whitworth 
and  the  Richmond,  into  which  cholera  cases  had  not  been  admitted. 

The  Commissioners  in  mentioning  these  facts  will  not  be  understood  as  attach- 
ing to  them  more  weight  than  they  are  fairly  entitled  to  as  mere  isolated  facts,

— ^  £MtB  this  conclusion,  that  the  sjstem  of  promiscuous  treatment  of  cholera  atepted 

in  the  Hardwicke  Fever  Hospital,  in  the  interval  between  March  aini  October  in 
the  year  1849,  was  not  attended  by  circumstances  calculated  to  allay  any  previeadj 
existing  apprehenston  regarding  the  contagiousness  of  cholera;  the  principal  cir* 
cnnntance  tending  that  wtty  was  the  fact  itself  of  the  system  being  adopted  by  tbe 
physicians,  which  must  have  appeared  (to  other  parties  concerned),  a  practical 
demonstration  of  their  opinion  on  the  question  of  contagion. 

The  Commissioners  are  themselves  disposed  to  attach  great  weight  te  the 
opinion  of  the  physicians  of  the  hoitpttals  of  the  House  of  Industry  on  this  part  of 
the  question,  but,  on  the  other  hand,  they  are  officially  informed  by  the  College 
of  Physicians  in  Dublin,  that  the  disease  occasionally  appears  to  be  propagated  by 
contagion )  although  not  by  any  means  so  contagious  as  several  diseases  with  which 
tney  are  familiar ;  and  although  the  risk  to  those  in  attendance  upon  persons 
attacked  by  cholera  is  in  their  opinion  but  slight,  and  certainly  much  less  than 
that  incurred  by  similar  attendance  on  those  affected  with  typhus  fever,  and  other 
epidemic  diseases,  the  College  of  Physicians  are  therefore,  as  they  state,  decidedlj 
of  opinion  that  no  just  or  sufficient  reason  exists  for  the  exclusion  of  cholem 
patients  from  general  hospitals  ;  but  considering  the  rsq>id  course  of  this  disease, 
and  the  alarming  appearance  of  its  symptoms,  they  apprehend  that  other  patients, 
if  present  in  the  same  wards,  might  be  injuriously  atfected  by  terror,  and  even 
rendered  liable  to  the  attack  of  cholera  itself ;  in  consequence,  they  state,  they 
consider  it  necessary  that  cholera  patients,  when  admitted  into  general  hospitids, 
should  be  placed  in  separate  wards. 

The  following  further  extract  from  Mr.  Crawford's  report  affords  room  to 
doubt  whether  some  of  the  cholera  patients  received  into  the  general  wards  of  the 
Hardwicke  Hospital  may  not  have  taken  some  of  the  contagious  fevers  from  patients 
treated  in  the  same  ward  with  them  ;  but  from  the  reason  mentioned  by  Mr.  Craw- 
ford, no  certain  conclusion  on  that  subject  is  derivable  from  the  records : 

"  There  appear  from  the  return  to  have  been  instances  in  which  it  appears  that 
patients  admitted  for  cholera  were  afterwards  affected  with  fever ;  but  I  am  not 
disposed  to  attach  much  weight  to  this  consideration,  as  the  fever  which  ensued 
in  these  cases  may  have  been  the  consecutive  fever  which  sometimes  follows  an 
attack  of  cholera,  the  nature  of  the  fever  not  being  entered  on  the  hospital 
register. 

**  Referring  to  the  cases  of  parties  admitted  for  cholera  who  were  afterwards 
attacked  with  fever,  it  appears  in  some  degree  singular  that  none  of  those  cases 
occurred  among  patients  placed  in  No.  9  ward,  whidi  I  find  was  specially  set 
apart  for  the  cases  of  men  belonging  to  the  metropolitan  police  attacked  with 
cholera,  and  in  which,  consequently,  no  fever  cases  were  simultaneously  treated. 
This  ward  was  the  only  one  in  which  cholera  patients  were  kept  separate,  patients 
labouring  under  cholera  being  admitted  into  all  the  other  wards,  along  with 
fever  cases." 

The  Commissioners,  after  mature  consideration  of  the  whole  subject,  feel  that 
they  are  bound  to  act  upon  their  own  view  of  this  question,  and  they  are  therefore 
prepared,  if  arrangements  cannot  be  made  for  the  reception  and  treatment  of 
cholera  patients  in  separate  wards  in  the  hospitals  of  the  House  of  Industry,  to 
direct  the  governor  to  refuse  to  receive  cholera  patients  into  the  Hardwicke 
Fever  Hospital.

eoctend  to  them,:  in  ofder  that  they  may  be  enabled  to  meet  the  diaeajie  Bt  onee,  and  «-— > 

m  efficiently  as  can  be.  They  are  of  opii^ioji,  that,  in  conjunction  with  the  ^ee^it 
authorized  parties  under  the  Medical  Charities  Act,  all  medical  men  in  the  imioa 
should  have  authority  to  give  an  order  for  admission  of  "  cholera  cases "  into 
hospital,  as  abo  for  visits  at  the  patient's  home  by  the  nw^dical  offii^er  of  a  dis- 
pensary district. 

I  am  to  add»  that  the  Board  have  oommunicated  with  Dr.  Knox,  the  medical 
inspector  of  this  district,  to  request  his  attendance,  should  it  meet  his  oonve- 
nience,  at  their  special  »eeting,  to  be  held  on  Saturday  next,  at  12  o'clock,  noon, 
for  the  purpose  of  consulting  what  steps  should  be  taken  under  present  circum- 
stances; and  the  guardians  will  esteem  it  a  particular  favour  should  they  have 
your  repjy  to  this  communication  for  that  meeting.

Report  from  Dr.  Knox^  Medical  Inspector,  to  the  CcmiiisMoners, 
dated  22  September  1853. 

As  I  have  arranged  to  atta:^!  an  adjourned  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Guardians 
of  the  Belfast  Union  on  Saturday,  first,  in  consequence  ef  the  wishes  of  the 
Board,  as  expressed  through  tlie  medium  of  the  newspaper  of  to-jday,  although 
no  notification  to  that  effect  could  have  yet  reached  me  through  the  Poor  Law  Com- 
mission Office  since  the  guardians'  meeting  of  yesterday,  and  subsequently  to 
attend  a  meeting  of  the  dispensary  committee,  both  meetings  being  convened,  as 
it  is  stated,  in  reference  to  the  approach  of  cholera,  I  should  feel  much  obliged 
if  the  Commissioners  will  acquaint  me,  by  return  of  post,  with  their  views,  for 
my  guidance,  as  to  a  resolution,  said  to  have  been  come  to  by  the  committee, 
empowering  the  medical  officers  to  give  relief  to  any  patients  applying  to  them 
with  symptoms  of  diarrhoea  and  cholera,  without  presenting  a  ticket  of  relief, 
signed  in  accordance  with  the  9th  section  of  the  Medical  Charities  Act.  Such  a 
provision  may  become  necessary  ;  but  as  it  would  appear  to  be  opposed  to  the 
clause  meotioned,  I  have  considered  it  right  to  bring  the  matter  before  the  Com- 
missioners, for  their  instructions  regarding  it  at  the  present  juncture.

Letter  from  the  Commissioners  to  Dr.  Knox,  Medical  Inspector, 
dated  23  September  1853. 

I  AM  directed  by  the  Commissioners  for  administering  the  Laws  for  Relief  of 
the  Poor  in  Ireland,  to  acknovrtedge  the  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the 
22d  instant,  relating  to  the  proposed  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Guardians  of 
Belfast  Union  and  the  Belfast  Dispensary  committee,  on  the  «ibject  of  cholera, 
and  I  am  to  transmit  to  you  herewith  a  copy  of  a  letter  addressed  by  the  Com- 
missioners yesterday  to  the  Board  of  Guardians,  in  reply  to  a  letter  received  from 
them,  and  referred  to  you,  by  yesterday's  post. 

In  reference  to  your  inquiry  as  to  the  resolution  stated  to  have  been  come  to 
by  the  dispensary  comnaittee,  that  the  medical  officers  should  be  empowered  to 
give  relief  to  any  patients  applying  to  them  with  symptoms  of  diarrhcea  and 
cholera,  without  presenting  a  ticket  of  relief,  you  statuig  that  such  a  provision  may 
become  necessary,  I  am  directed  to  state,  that  the  Conmiissioners  will  be  prepared 
to  issue  further  directions  and  regulations,  providing  for  this  object,  under  the 
Muisances  Removal  and  Diseases  Prevention  Act,  when  the  necessity  arises.

Refout  from  Dr.  Knox^  Medical  Inspector,  to  the  Conmiissioners, 
dated  24  September  1853. 

I  HAVE  to  report,  that  I  this  day  attended  an  adjourned  meeting  of  the  Belfast 

Board  of  Guardians,  and  subsequently  of  the  Belfast  Dispensary  committee,  having 

arranged  to  be  present  in  consequence  of  seeing  a  publication  of  the  Board's  pro- 
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Belfast  Union,     ceedings  on  the  previous  day  of  their  meeting,  the  letter  alluded  to  in  your  com- 
——  munication  to  the  clerk  of  the  Belfttst  Union  (49,986),  requiring  me   to  vigit 

Belfast  immediately,  and  dated  the  22d  September,  not  having  then,  or  yet, 
reached  me. 

With  reference  to  the  existence  of  cholera  in  Belfast,  I  have  to  report  a  ease 
has  occurred,  which  is  now  in  the  stage  of  convalescence,  in  the  Belfast  Greneral 
Hospital,  but  which  case  was  seen  in  its  active  stages  by  a  number  of  medical 
men,  and  pronounced  to  be  cholera.  It  did  not  occur  in  the  practice  of  any  of 
the  dispensary  medical  attendants,  but  I  have  obtained  reports  from  them,  whereby 
it  appears  that  five  cases  of  cholera  have  occurred  at  diferent  periods  within  the 
last  three  months,  in  two  of  which  death  took  place,  and  recovery  in  the  others. 
I  have  heard  of  one  case  also  having  occurred  in  private  practice ;  but  viewing 
the  case  in  the  Belfast  Hospital,  referred  to  in  the  letter  of  the  clerk  of  the 
union,  of  the  21st  instant,  as  convalescent,  it  would  appear  that  there  is  no  ascer- 
tained case  of  the  disease  at  present  in  Belfast. 

The  resolutions  come  to  by  the  Board  of  Guardians  at  their  meeting  of  to-day 
will  show  the  measures  they  have  adopted  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the 
"Nuisances  Removal  Act.**  I  may  state,  generally,  that  they  are  preparing 
promptly  to  carry  out  every  measure  that  may  be  considered  advisable,  and  three 
bodies  in  the  Belfast  Union,  viz.  the  guardians,  the  officers  of  health,  and  the 
town  council,  are  taking  the  necessary  measures  to  have  all  nuisance  abated  as 
speedily  as  possible. 

At  my  suggestion,  the  Board  has  called  for  returns  from  the  dispensary  medical 
officers  of  the  union  as  to  the  sanitary  condition  generally  of  their  respective 
districts,  to  be  laid  before  them  on  Wednesday  next,  the  day  of  their  ordinary 
meeting.  In  company  with  Colonel  Clarke,  the  Poor  Law  Inspector  of  the  union, 
I  visited  two  wards  in  the  workhouse  hospital,  which'  would  properly  contain  30 
patients,  and  found  them  in  perfect  readiness  to  receive  cholera  patients  at  a 
moment's  notice.  Two  more  wards  could  be  instantly  put  in  readiness  if  required, 
and  it  would  probably  be  found  that  there  would  be  sufficient  accommodation,  if 
the  epidemic  should  break  out,  for  all  the  patients  requiring  hospital  treatment. 
In  the  epidemic  of  1849,  807  cases  of  cholera  were  treated  in  the  union  work- 
house, or  something  approaching  one-fourth  of  the  entire  cases  that  occurred. 
Additional  hospital  accommodation,  if  required^  could  be  had  in  the  extensive 
buildings  belonging  to  the  Board  of  Guardians,  at  the  Barrack-street  Dispensaiy. 

No  case  of  cholera  has  been  admitted  into  the  union  workhouse  as  yet,  and 
there  are  very  few  cases  of  diarrhoea  amongst  the  inmates,  as  reported  to  me  by 
Dr.  Read,  the  medical  attendant  of  the  house. 

Diarrhoea  is  prevalent,  to  a  certain  extent,  in  the  town,  and  about  30  eases 
have  been  reported  to  me  as  existing,  and  under  treatment  by  the  medical  attend- 
*  See  ihdr  Rep'^rts  auts  of  the  dispensary  ;*  but,  on  the  whole,  the  number  of  cases  does  not,  pro- 
herewitli.  bably,  exceed  what  is  common  at  this  season  of  the  year. 

Measures  under  consideration  by  the  Committee,  if  necessity  should  arise,  are 
the  expediency  of  domiciliary  visitation,  and  means  for  the  immediate  detection 
and  relief  of  the  disease. 

By  a  copy  of  the  resolutions  of  the  committee,  passed  yesterday,  which  I  for- 
Avard,  it  will  appear  that  I  made  them  aware  of  the  illegality  of  their  previous 
resolution,  empowering  the  medical  attendants  to  give  relief  without  a  ticket ;  but 
I  conceive  that  the  object  of  enabling  them  to  give  immediate  relief  will  be 
obtained  by  the  Board  of  Guardians  having  made  them  wardens,  so  that  they  can 
themselves  issue  any  tickets  that  may  be  necessary  to  any  applicant  without 
delay. 

I  consider  the  determination  of  the  committee,  to  limit  the  compounding  of 
medicines  for  cholera  patients  to  one  of  the  dbpensary  stations,  judicious,  for  the 
reasons  set  forth  in  their  resolution.

Special  Meeting. 

Minutes  of  Proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Guardians,  at  an  Extraordinary 
Meeting,  convened  in  pursuance  of  Minute  of  Proceedings  of  their  ordinary 
Meeting  of  the  2 1st  instant,  held  in  the  Board-room  the  24th  September 
1853,  at  12  o'clock,  noon.

Alexander  Knox,  Esq.,  m.  d.,  district  medical  inspector,  and  Colonel  Clarke, 
district  poor  law  inspector,  were  present  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  this  day. 

The  clerk  read  the  minute  of  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Guardians,  directing 
the  extraordinary  meeting  to  be  held,  as  also  the  notice  for  the  meeting,  a  copy  of 
which  had  been  duly  served  upon  each  member  of  the  Board. 

The  chairman  stated,  that  the  extraordinary  meeting  of  the  guardians  was 
called  for  this  day  in  consequence  of  the  appearance  of  cholera  in  Belfast,  one 
case  of  which  had  been  received  into  and  treated  in  the  general  hospital,  and  for 
the  purpose  of  considering  the  best  means  to  adopt  for  carrying  into  effect  the 
powers  vested  in  the  guardians  under  the  provisions  of  the  Nuisances  Removal 
and  Diseases  Prevention  Act,  and  of  the  Medical  Charities  Act. 

The  folio  v\ing  order,  under  the  hand  and  seal  of  Poor  Law  Commissioners,  was 
read,  and  laid  before  the  Board: 

Order,  under  the  hand  and  seal  of  the  Commissioners  for  administering  the 
Laws  for  Relief  of  the  Poor  in  Ireland,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  Acts 
11  &  12  Vict.  c.  123,  and  14  &  15  Vict.  c.  68,  s.  19,  authorizing  them  to  issue 
such  directions  and  regulations  as  they  shall  think  fit,  for  the  prevention  (as  far  as 
possible)  and  mitigation  of  epidemic  or  contagious  diseases,  and  authorising  and 
requiring  the  guardians  and  their  officers  to  carry  into  eflFect  the  provisions  of  said 
Acts  in  this  union,  &c. 

The  following  letters,  from  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  and  others,  were  read 
by  the  clerk : 

Circular  letter  from  the  Commissioners,  No.  369  M./53,  miscellaneous,  of  the 
21st  September,  accompanying  sealed  order,  containing  such  directions  and  regu- 
lations as  they  consider  primarily  necessary  for  giving  effect  to  the  provisions  of 
the  Acts  1 1  &  12  Vict.  c.  123,  and  14  &  15  Vict.  c.  68,  and  pointing  out,  for  the 
guidance  of  the  guardians,  the  sections  of  both  Acts  containing  provisions  now 
required  to  be  promptly  carried  into  effect. 

Letter  from  same,  No.  49,986/53,  of  the  22d  September,  in  reply  to  that  from 
the  guardians  of  the  2l8t  instant,  stating  that  they  have  requested  their  inspector. 
Dr.  Knox,  to  proceed  immediately  to  Belfast,  and  report  to  them  in  reference  to 
the  existence  of  cholera  there,  and  will  transmit  to  him  the  letter  of  the  guardians, 
requesting  his  attendance  at  their  meeting  on  the  24th  instant,  and  calling  the 
guardians'  attention  to  the  directions  and  regulations  of  the  20th  instant,  under 
the  Nuisances  Removal  and  Diseases  Prevention  Acts,  and  the  circular  of  the 
2l8t  instant  relating  to  hospital  accommodation  for  cholera  cases.  The  Commis- 
sioners will  be  prepared  to  take  further  steps  as  may  be  necessary  on  receiving 
Dr.  Knox's  report.  They  conceive  that  it  is  competent  for  the  master  of  the 
workhouse,  under  the  existing  regulations,  to  admit  all  patients  to  that  part  of  the 
workhouse  where  cholera  cases  are  treated  as  coming  within  Article  64,  s.  1 ,  of 
the  workhouse  rules,  as  cases  of  sudden  and  urgent  necessity  ;  but  it  is  also  com- 
petent for  the  guardians,  should  they  desire  it,  to  invest  all  medical  men  in  the 
imion  with  distinct  authority,  by  creating  them  parish  wardens ;  in  which  case, 
however,  their  powers  would  not  be  limited  to  cholera  cases. 

Letter  from  same.  No.  371  M./53,  of  the  21st  instant,  stating,  that  as  there  are 
grounds  for  the  apprehension  that  cholera  may  soon  visit  Ireland,  they  are  anxious 
to  leam  what  hospital  accommodation  the  guardians  are  provided  with  in  the  event 
of  its  appearing  in  the  union.  They  do  not  apprehend  that  a  large  proportion  of 
cholera  cases  should  be  treated  in  a  hospital ;  but  cases  may  occur  where,  from  the 
poverty  of  the  patient  and  the  want  of  all  appliances,  this  course  may  be  neces- 
sar}' ;  neither  do  they  apprehend  that  cases  could  be  sent  from  any  considerable 
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liniaa.      distance  to  the  hospital.    A  separate  and  distinct  ward,  in  which  <»tber  enm  ^i 
—  sickness  would  net  be  adnitted,  is  essentially  necessary,  pnovided  with  means  or 

communicating  heat. 

Letter  from  Dr.  Knox,  poor  law  medical  inspector,  of  the  22d  instant,  stating 
ttot  he  will  be  |ffesrat  at  the  extrawdinary  meeting  of  the  guardians  on  8ataxday 
the  24th  instant,  at  12  o'clock. 

That  500  copies  of  the  letter  of  the  21st  instant,  and  order  of  tlie  Commis- 
sioners, containing  instructions  and  directions  on  the  Niiisance  Removal  and 
Diseases  Prevention  Act,  be  printed  and  circulated  amongst  the  guardians,  and 
#(ber  authorities. 

That  a  handbill  be  prepared  and  posted  for  the  information  of  the  public, 
setting  forth  the  powers  of  the  guardians,  &c.,  for  enforcing  the  removal  oT 
nuisanoes  by  the  owners  or  oocupian  of  premises  in  which  they  may  be  faund  to 
exist,  and  lecovery  of  exp^weB  from  the  owners  or  occupiers  when  the  nuiaaaoft 
is  jaot  removed  by  them. 

That  every  qualified  medical  practitioner  in  this  town  be  appointed  a  warden 
for  the  parish  in  which  he  resides,  with  power  to  give  an  order  for  tha  f^df^iffiitfD 
of  cholera  cases  into  hospital,  or  for  the  attendance  on  persons  affected  with 
cholera  at  their  own  homes  by  the  district  medical  attendant. 

That  the  medical  or  parish  wardens  be  requested  to  coufiuje  their  orders  aa 
iJ[)ove,  to  cholera,  or  other  contagious  diseases. 

Doctor  M^Gee  stated,  that  he  would  give  notice  on  next  Board  dajr  for 
increasing  the  number  of  relieving  officers  fur  Uie  union,  when  such  w^Mikl  W 
found  neoessairy. 

That  the  medical  attendant  or  attendants  of  the  respective  dispenaary  distnets 
be  requested  to  report  to  the  guardians  upon  the  sanitary  state  of  their  difltriots, 
and  on  any  existing  nuisance  therein ;  also  what  means  are  necessary  for  the  proper 
management  of  the  district. 

That  the  present  dispensary  districts  be  adopted  as  those  for  pui|»oses  undfr 
the  prevalence  of  cholera,  and  to  have  additional  medical  attendants  when 
necessary. 

That  a  sub-committee  of  the  guardians  be  appointed  for  each  of  the  dispensary 
districts  of  the  union. 

Doctor  Reid,  medical  attendant,  having  been  called  before  the  Board  in  refer- 
ence to  the  Commissioners'  letter,  No.  371  M./53,  of  the  21st  instant,  stated,  that 
he  had  ample  accommodation  in  the  workhouse  hospital  for  the  treatment  of 
cholera  sliould  it  appear ;  already  he  has  two  wards  fitted  up  with  26  beds,  and  on 
the  shortest  notice  can  make  much  more  extensive  accommodation  should  such  be 
required.  He  further  remarked,  that  at  present  there  was  very  little  diarrhoea  or 
dysentery  in  the  hospital,  and  does  not  think  it  necessary  to  recommend  any 
alteration  or  change  in  the  diet  of  the  inmates.  His  particular  attention  will  be 
given  to  this  matter. 

That  the  workhouse  master  be  instructed  to  make  similar  arrangonents  as  were 
adopted  in  1849  in  the  workhouse,  and  have  a  night  and  day  patrol  in  the  several 
wards  of  the  workhouse  when  such  may  be  considered  necessary. 

That  Dr.  Reid  inquire  and  report  on  what  terms  an  assistant  to  the  resident 
apothecary  can  be  obtained. 

That  the  following  members  of  this  Board  be  appointed  in  deputation  to  confer 
with  the  town  council  at  their  next  monthly  meeting  upon  the  sanitary  arrange- 
ments for  the  borough  of  Belfast,  viz. :  Richard  B.  Blakiston  Houston,  Robert 
J.  Tennent,  William  Coates,  Jacob  Bell,  J.  W.  Stouppe  M^Cauce,  Robert  M'Con- 
nell  and  John  Hamill,  Esquires. 

Colonel  Clarke  called  the  attention  of  the  guardians  to  the  powers  that  the 
constabulary  force  have  under  the  provisions  of  the  Nuisances  Removal  and 
Diseases  Prevention  Act. 

That  the  deputation  of  the  Board,  appointed  to  confer  with  the  town  council, 
be  requested  to  confer  with  G.  8.  Hill,  Esq.,  sub-inspector  of  constabulary,  on 
their  powers  under  the  AUen  Act. 

That  the  Commissioners  be  requested  to  communicate  with  Colonel  M'Gregor, 
in  order  that  the  services  of  the  constabulary  may  be  made  available  in  carrying 
into  efiect  the  provisions  of  the  Nuisance  Removal  and  Diseases  Prevention  Acts 
in  their  respective  constabulary  districts.

Lbttbr  from  Dr.  M'Oee,  Mayor  of  Beitet,  to  Dr.  M'Dowmelh 
dated  5  NoTember  1853. 

I  HAVE  just  returned  from  an  inspection  of  the  emigrant  ship  "  Guiding  Star/* 
which  put  into  our  Lough  this  morning  from  loss  of  spars  and  sails.  Captain  De 
Courcy,  r.  n.,  emigration  officer,  waited  on  me  this  forenoon,  and  reported  to  me 
officially  that  disease  was  on  board,  said  to  be  diarrhoea  or  cholera,  and  that  some 
deaths  had  occurred,  there  being  one  dead  body  on  board.  I  proceeded  on  board 
of  the  ship,  a  splendid  vessel  of  2,000  tons.  She  sailed  from  Liverpool  on  the 
27th  ultimo  (Thursday),  with  450  statutable  passengers,  1.  e.  about  500  old  and 
young,  and  with  crew  and  cabin  passengers,  nearly  550  souls.  One  person  died  in 
Liverpool  on  board  of  her,  under  suspicious  circumstances,  prior  to  her  clearing 
out.  Sickness  very  soon  appeared,  prior  to  her  arrival  in  our  Lough ;  six  deaths 
occurred  at  sea,  and  the  bodies  were  committed  to  the  deep.  On  getting  on 
board,  we  found  that  two  persons,  a  child  and  an  adult,  had  died  after  her  coming 
to  anchor. 

We  inspected  the  passengers  minutely,  and  found  1 1  seriously  ill  with  cholera  : 
two  of  them  in  collapse,  and  one  in  consecutive  fever ;  one  child  had  cholera  com- 
fdicated  with  cerebral  disease. 

The  captain  proceeds  this  evening  to  Liverpool,  for  a  powerful  tug  steamer  to 
tow  his  vessel  thither  for  necessar}^  stores  and  repairs.  Tlie  medical  officer  in 
charge  of  the  ship  reported  to  us,  that  the  symptoms  had  been  rice  water,  purging 
and  vomiting,  with  cramps,  thirst,  and  in  some  cases  jactitation;  eyes  very  sunken, 
often  with  dark  arsolse,  voice  thin  and  feeble,  urine  supjiressed,  pulse  weak  and 
fluttering.  His  treatment  was,  as  far  as  possible,  external  heat,  sinapisms,  calomel, 
and  opium ;  with  opiates,  antispamodics  and  stimulants.  Burnett's  disinfecting 
fluid  had  been  freely  used,  and  we  could  not  perceive  any  close  or  disagreeable 
*«mell.  We  ordered  the  bodies  to  be  carefully  coffined,  after  being  enveloped  in 
tarred  cloth  or  oil  cloth,  and  chlorate  of  lime  (dry)  freely  scattered  in  the  coffins. 
Dr.  Pirrie  will  visit  the  ship  in  the  forenoon,  and  will  bring  up  the  bodies  for 
interment  in  our  workhouse  burying  ground,  and  will  send  into  our  workhouse 
hospital  such  of  the  patients  as  can  be  removed.  Sunday,  3  p.m..  Captain  De 
Courcy  and  Dr.  Pirrie  have  returned,  and  report  that  five  new  cases  occurred  since 
our  leaving  last  evening,  two  of  which  have  terminated  fatally.  They  brought  up 
for  interment  six  bodies,  also  12  patients  for  the  hospital,  and  one  suspicious  case; 
they  have  brought  away  also  the  families  of  these  patients  as  the  law  directs.  Of 
the  12  sent  to  our  workhouse  hospital,  five  are  in  diarrhoea,  vrith  very  sunken  eyes ; 
three  are  in  collapse,  and  one  dying  of  consecutive  fever.  They  report,  that  on 
their  leaving  there  was  not  a  sick  person  remaining.  The  doctor  who  is  in  charge 
has  not  had  tiine  to  write  out  an  official  report  as  he  had  promised,  but  I  hope  to 
receive  it  early  to-mwrow,  so  that  I  may  send  it  by  to-morrow  evening's  post 
to  you. 

Deaths:  one  in  Liverpool,  six  at  sea, and  six  in  our  Lough;  in  all,  18.  Cases 
in  hospital  at  Belfast  Workhouse,  12  or  13. 

A  difficulty  has  arisen,  which,  perhaps,  you  can  now  provide  for  under  your 
extraordinary  powers  as  a  Board  of  Health.  Persons  dying  in  our  port  or  harbour 
having  no  friends  that  can  pay  for  them,  as  in  this  case,  where  are  they  to  be  buried, 
and  at  whose  expense  ?  I  believe  it  may  often  occur,  even  in  our  town.  We  have 
no  "  poor's  burying  ground,"  properly  so  called ;  and  our  workhouse  burial-ground 
of  about  two  or  three  acres,  which  we  purchased,  is,  I  believe,  legally  usable  only 
for  those  dying  in  our  workhouse.  I  have  ventured  to  direct  these  six  persons 
dying  in  our  port  to  be  buried  at  the  cost  of  the  union  in  our  workhouse  ground, 
even  though  I  believe  the  proceeding  contrary  to  strict  law.  Will  you  bring 
this  very  important  question  under  the  notice  of  your  brethren  ?  I  will  writ^ 
to-morrow.

Report  from  Dr.  Knox^  Medical  Inspector,  to  the  Commissioners, 
dated  7  November  1853- 

With  reference  to  my  communication  of  yesterday  regarding  the  existence  of 
cholera  in  a  vessel  in  the  Lough  of  Belfast,  I  beg  leave  further  to  report,  that,  with 
the  view  of  obtaining  for  the  Commissioners  the  most  authentic  particulars  pos- 
sible, I  lost  no  time  in  putting  myself  in  communication  with  the  mayor  of  Belfast, 
who  is  a  physician,  and  with  Dr.  Pirrie,  the  medical  officer  of  the  Local  Marine 
Board,  who  have  kindly  favoured  me  with  a  report,  which  contains  a  detail  of  the 
circumstances  up  to  the  period  of  my  writing,  and  which  I  forward  herewith. 

I  have  further  to  add,  that  I  visited  the  workhouse  hospital  to-day,  in  company 
with  Dr.  Reid,  the  physician  of  that  establishment  (of  course  not  in  my  official 
capacity),  who  informed  me  that  there  could  not  be  any  doubt,  in  his  opinion, 
regarding  the  nature  of  the  disease,  which  concurred  with  the  statement  of  Dr. 
M*Gee,  the  mayor,  and  Dr.  Pirrie.  Dr.  Pirrie  further  reported  to  me,  that  the 
surgeon  attached  to  the  hospital  also  coincided  with  them  in  the  opinion  that  the 
disease  was  Asiatic  cholera.  From  all  the  information  I  have  been  able  to  obtain, 
and  from  a  personal  inspection  both  of  the  living  and  dead  in  the  workhouse 
hospital,  there  appears  to  be  no  reason  for  doubting  the  correctness  of  their 
report. 

The  only  additional  particulars  that  I  have  to  add  are,  that  the  numbers  admitted 
into  hospital  amount  to  39  in  all ;  of  these,  16  had  been  attacked  with  cholera 
up  to  this  afternoon,  and  of  these,  three  have  died ;  and  in  four  of  the  other  cases 
the  prognosis  appeared  to  be  very  unfavourable. 

The  remaining  23  persons,  admitted  as  being  suspected,  have  been  placed  in 
separate  or  quarantine  wards  in  the  part  of  the  hospital  allocated  for  cholera 
patients,  between  whom  and  the  rest  of  the  building  the  communication  is  cut  off. 

More  detailed  particulars  will  appear  in  the  report  of  Dr.  Reid  to  the  Board  of 
Guardians  on  Wednesday  next. 

With  regard  to  the  state  of  the  public  health  generally  in  Belfast,  I  beg  leave  to 
report,  that  it  appears  to  be  very  satisfactory.  Having  visited  both  the  dispensary 
stations  to-day,  and  communicated  with  the  medical  officers  there,  I  am  glad  to 
report,  as  the  result  of  my  inquiries,  that  no  cases  of  cholera  are  known  to  exist  either 
in  the  union  workhouse,  or  in  the  community  at  large,  except  the  cases  admitted 
from  the  **  Guiding  Star,'*  aud  that  the  cases  of  diarrhoea  are  not  numerous, 
indeed  much  less  numerous  than  they  were  a  few  weeks  ago,  and  that  they  pre- 
sent no  symptoms  of  unusual  severity  or  intractability. 


Enclosure  in  Dr.  Knox's  Report  of  7  November  1853. 

The  ship,  "  Guiding  Star,"  of  Liverpool,  Robertson  master,  1,400  tons  register,  bound 
for  New  York,  sailed  from  Liverpool  on  Thursday  27th  October,  having  on  board  442^ 
statute  passengers  (equal  to  500  souls),  exclusive  of  cabin  passengers  and  crew.  When  to 
the  westward  of  Cape  Clear,  lost  main  topmast,  main  yard  and  other  spars ;  put  back,  came 
round  the  west  coast  of  Ireland,  and,  after  attempting  to  reach  Liverpool,  was  obliged  to 
bear  up  for  Belfast  Lough,  where  she  anchored  on  Friday  night,  4th  November. 

On  baturday,  the  5th  instant,  the  captain  having  reported  sickness  on  board,  the  mayor 
of  Belfast  (Dr.  Magee),  Captain  De  Courcy  (Government  Emigration  Officer),  and  Dr.  Pirrie, 
(Medical  Officer,  Local  Marine  Board),  visited  the  ship,  and  found  the  sickness  to  be 
Asiatic  cholera.  The  surgeon  of  the  ship  (Mr.  A.  Stewart),  reported  seven  passengers  to 
have  died  of  cholera  previous  to  the  snip's  arrival  in  Belfast  Lough  (their  bodies  were 
thrown  overboard).  There  were  also  two  bodies  on  board,  being  passengers,  who  had  died 
after  the  ship  came  to  anchor.  Mr.  Stewart  also  reported,  that  he  had  heard  that  one  or 
two  deaths  had  occurred  among  the  passenger  previous  to  the  ship's  clearing  out  at  Liver- 
pool, and  before  he,  the  surgeon,  had  joined  the  vessel. 

All  the  passengers  who  were  able  to  come  up,  having  been  ordered  on  deck,  the  inspec- 
tion was  proceeded  with ;  there  were  found  in  the  passengers'  berths  12  persons  in  the  various 
fttages  of  cholera  (diarrhoea,  collapse  and  consecutive  fever) ;  the  passenger  deck  was  very 
wet  and  sloppy,  and  there  was  no  efficient  aiTangement  for  ventilation  in  the  fore  part  of 
the  ship. 

The  sick  were  brought  up  to  the  hospital  on  the  ship's  deck.  The  decks  were  ordered 
to  be  immediately  cleaned  and  dried,  and  to  be  kept  as  clean  and  dry  as  possible.  Chloride 
of  lime  to  be  freely  used,  and  wind  sails  to  be  put  do\ivn  each  hatchway ;  and  the  passengers 
who  were  able,  were  directed  to  be  as  much  in  the  open  air  as  the  weather  and  circumstances 
would  permit.  Directions  were  also  given  for  forming  a  patrol  from  among  the  passengers 
to  examine  regularly  the  berths  and  their   fellow-passengers,   so  as  to  report  the  first 
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symptom  of  disease  to  the  surgeon  of  the  ship,  and  to  whom  also  could  be  intrusted  the       Belfast  Union, 
cairying  out  of  the  regulations  for  cleansing  and  purifying  the  ship.  

It  was  also  arranged  that  Captain  De  Courcy  and  Dr.  Pirrie  should  visit  the  ship  the 
next  day,  which  they  did,  on  Sunday  the  6th  instant,  bringing  a  steamer  for  the  removal  of 
the  sick  and  the  dead.  On  reaching  the  ship,  it  was  found  that  one  death  had  occurred 
during  the  night,  and  that  there  were  five  new  cases  (one  of  whom  died  in  20  hours  from 
time  of  seizure.) 

All  the  sick  and  suspected,  with  their  friends,  were  removed  on  board  the  steamer,  and 
placed  on  mattresses  on  the  deck  and  cabin.  Of  these,  three  died  on  the  passage  up  to 
town,  and  the  remainder  were  removed  to  the  workhouse  hospital,  where  three  of  fliem 
have  since  died.  The  dead  were  placed  in  coffins,  and  removed  to  the  workhouse  gromid 
for  interment. 

None  of  the  passengers  in  the  cabin,  or  the  crew,  have  as  yet  been  attacked  by  the  disease.

Letter  from  Dr.  M^Get^  Mayor  of  Belfast,  to  Dr.  McDonnell, 
dated  8  November  1853. 

Last  evening.  Dr.  Pirrie  and  I  handed  a  joint  report  to  your  Inspector, 
Dr.  Knox,  which  no  doubt  you  received  this  morning ;  since  then  no  adcUtional 
deaths  have  occurred  in  hospital. 

You  are]  aware  that  the  families  of  those  labouring  uhder  cholera  were  placed 
under  surveillance  in  hospital,  and  not  allowed  to  communicate  with  our  town ; 
of  these  (25  in  number),  five  have  been  seized  with  the  epidemic  since  coming  on 
shore.  On  my  return  from  the  country,  I  received  a  note  from  the  surgeon  of  the 
"  Guiding  Star/*  informing  me  that  he  has  had  two  more  deaths,  and  has  five  in 
hospital,  and  requesting  that  measures  might  be  taken  for  their  removal. 

No  boat  has  been  able  to  go  alongside  the  vessel  this  day,  as  it  has  been  blow* 
ing  a  gale  of  wind,  and  the  same  cause  has  delayed  the  arrival  of  the  steam-tug, 
which  is  to  town  the  "  Guiding  Star  "  to  Liverpool ;  it  is  fully  expected  that  she 
will  get  oflf  safely  to-morrow.  Dr.  Pirrie  and  Captain  D.  E.  Courcy  will  visit  her 
as  soon  as  the  small  steam-boat  can  venture  alongside.

Letter  from  Dr.  M^Gee,  Mayor  of  Belfast,  to*  Dr.  McDonnell, 
dated  9  November  1853. 

We  have  not  had  any  additional  deaths  in  hospital ;  but  there  are  among  those 
under  surveillance  in  our  hospital  two  persons  having  premonitory  diarrhoea.  On 
board  the  ship^  since  yesterday,  they  have  had  four  more  deaths ;  in  all^  six  since 
Sunday :  these  have  been  landed  for  burial  in  our  workhouse  burial-ground.  We 
have  also  got  on  shore  this  day  five  cases  of  cholera,  and  some  members  of  the 
families  of  the  sick  from  the  "  Guiding  Star,"  leaving  her  once  more  without  a 
case  of  sickness  on  board  of  her  at  the  hour  she  was  towed  away  to  Liverpool  this 
afternoon,  viz.,  2.  30  p.  m.

Lettbr  from  Dr.  Reid^  Medical  Officer  of  the  Workhouse,  to  Dr.  McDonnell, 

dated  11  November  1853. 

I  ^M  aware  that  Dr.  M*Gee  has  forwarded  you  one  or  two  communications 
regarding  a  number  of  emigrants  that  have  been  admitted  to  the  Belfast  Union 
Hospital,  several  of  whom  were  suffering  from  Asiatic  cholera.  The  total  number 
admitted  was  56.

Under  treatment 21

four  more. 

Our  treatment,  in  the  early  stages,  has  been  calomel,  dry  heat  and  stimulants  ; 
and  in  consecutive  fever,  counter  irritation,  purgatives  and  saline  diuretics. 

No  new  cases  have  occurred  in  our  quarantine  wards  during  the  last  48  hours ; 
and  I  presume  you  have  been  informed,  that  all  the  emigrants  were  broug^  into 
the  hospital  to  protect,  as  far  as  possible,  the  inmates  of  the  workhouse ;  and 
every  effort  has  been  made  also  to  protect  the  other  patients  in  the  hospital.  I 
shall  take  leave  to  forward  you  a  report  by  Sunday  evening's  mail.

CoMMiT^JiCATioN  from  Dr.  Xwot,  Medical  Inspector,  dated  2  December  1853. 

On  my  arrival  in  Belfast,!  investigated  the  newspaper  report  of  cholera,  a&d,  aft 
the  result  of  my  inquiries,  instituted  regarding  the  case  referred  to  in  the  annexed 
extract.  I  have  to  report  that  its  authenticity  and  genuineness  both  rest  on  the 
assertion  of  one  medical  practitioner,  who  confessedly  did  not  see  the  patient 
during  life,  and  who  formed  his  opinion  on  the  symptoms  reported  to  him  by 
non-professional  persons.  Surgeon  Hanna,  I  am  informed,  made  the  case  known 
to  Dr.  Brown,  the  Medical  Inspector,  employed  by  the  Town  Commissioners,  of 
course,  after  the  death  of  the  patient,  and  he  concurs  with  me  in  thinking  the 
evidence  insufficient  to  establish  the  allegation,  that  the  case  was  one  of  malignant 
cholera.  It  will  be  observed,  that  diarrhoea  is  not  mentioned  as  one  of  the 
symptoms,  and  the  phenomena  reported  to  have  been  observed  are  as  character- 
istic of  poisoning  as  of  cholera,  and  if  any  suspicion  had  existed,  which,  however, 
I  do  not  underst^md  to  have  been  the  case,  the  circumstances  might  have  been 
appropriately  referred  to  the  coroner  for  investigation. 

There  is  at  present  only  one  case  of  cholera  (as  far  as  I  can  ascertain)  in  Belfast, 
which  is  reported  in  the  monthly  return  of  Nevember,  by  Dr.  Halliday,  as  a  case 
of  English  cholera.  It  was  a  severe  attack,  the  patient  being  now  in  consecutive 
fever,  and  the  result  questionable ;  but,  at  any  rs^te,  it  appears  to  be  a  sporadic 
case,  and  cholera  in  its  epidemic  form  does  not  appear  to  exist  in  Belfast  at  present. 
I  shall,  however,  defer,  from  to-morrow  till  Wednesday,  my  intended  return  to 
Strangford,  to  ascertain  if  any  further  cases  shall  arise  in  the  same  houses,  or  same 
vicinities,  and  transmit  the  earliest  information  to  the  Commissioners.

Extract  from  the  "  Belfast  Banner  "  Newspaper,  annexed  to  foregoing  Communication. 

Bblfast. — A  female  named  Kelly,  residing  at  128,  Millfield,  was- suddenly  attacked  on 
the  23d  instant,  between  four  and  five  o'clock,  a.m.,  with  severe  pains  and  cramps  extending 
over  the  abdomen  and  extremities,  with  vomiting,  and  consequent  prostration.  Her  family 
unwisely  abstained  from  calling  in  medical  aid  in  time,  and  it  was  not  until  nine  o'clock,  a.  m., 
that  Surgeon  Hanna  was  apprised  of  the  circumstance.  Although  he  immediately  repaired 
to  the  place,  death  had  done  its  work.  He  had  no  difficulty,  from  the  history  of  the  case, 
in  pronouncing  it  a  most  virulent  form  of  Asiatic  cholera.

Report  from  Dr.  Knox^  Medical  Inspector,  to  the  Commissioners, 
dated  7  December  1853, 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  report,  for  the  information  of  the  Commissioners  for 
administering  the  Laws  for  Relief  of  the  Poor  in  Ireland,  that  I  have  within  the 
last  two  days  visited  both  the  Belfast  Dispensary  stations,  and  the  Lisburn, 
Hollywood  and  BaJlymacarrett  Dispensaries,  and,  after  the  most  carefiil  inquiry 
I  could  institute,  it  does  not  appear  that  there  is  any  diarrhoea  epidemically  pre- 
valent, or  assuming  any  peculiar  character,  or  any  cases  of  cholera  of  any  descrip- 
tion, except  the  cases  existing  in  the  sub-district  of  Dr.  Halliday,  one  of  the 
medical  officers  of  the  Belfast  Dispensary,  whose  report  to  me  I  annexed  to  my 
last  communication  to  the  Commissioners  on  the  subject :  one  of  the  children 
there  referred  to  has  since  died,  and  the  other  is  likely  to  recover.  A  brother  of 
the  woman  who  died,  as  stated  in  my  last  report,  in  Dr.  Halliday's  district  (in 
MaxwdlVplace),  is  also  affected  with  diarrhoea,  these  two  last-mentioned  cases 
being  the  only  cases  I  can  ascertain  to  exist  up  to  this  date,  when  I  am  leaving 
Belikst  for  Strangford,  and  the  patients  in  both  instances,  in  Dr.  Halliday 's  opinion, 
are  likely  to  recover.  Maxwell's-place  is  an  ill-drained  locality,  and  the  attention 
of  Dr.  Brown,  the  medical  inspector  of  the  Town  Commissioners,  has  been  drawn 
to  it,  with  a  view  of  having  its  sanitary  condition  improved.

My  Lord,  Queonstown,  7  November  1863. 

Bevbrring  to  a  letter  which  was  addressed  to  your  Lordship  by  Mr.  French,  as  chair- 
man of  Committee  of  Health  of  Queenstown,  on  17th  ultimo,  I  heg  to  inform  you,  that  the 
occurrence  then  feared  has  since  unfortunately  taken  place ;  the  "  Kossuth"  has  arrived 
here  with  606  emigrants  on  board,  having  sailed  from  Liverpool  October  24th.  Cholera  has 
since  broken  out  amongst  the  passengers,  and  21  deaths  have  already'  taken  place,  and  13 
persons  are  now  sick.  This  district  is  at  present  quite  free  from  cholera  ;  but  we  much  fear, 
considering  what  has  taken  place  elsewhere,  if  the  passengers  are  landed,  that  the  disease 
will  be  spread  through  this  town  and  neighbourhood.  We  have  a  local  hospital,  and  we 
trust  sufficient  means  to  provide  for  the  necessities  of  our  own  people ;  but  we  again  urge 
upon  your  Lordship  that  means  should  be  provided  to  prevent  the  importation  of  disease 
into  a  previously  healthy  district,  and  that  this  can  easily  be  done  by  sending  a  hulk,  to  be 
kept  here  as  a  hospital  ship,  for  passengers  arriving  from  other  ports,  and  could  be  done  with 
very  slight  expense,  as  the  owners  of  ships  using  the  hospital  should  be  made  to  pay  for  the 
1 09.

superintend  the  arrangements.     This  officer  has,  in  the  present  case,  made  arrangements  to 

remove  the  sick  of  the  "  Kossuth"  into  a  hulk,  hired  for  the  purpose  by  him ;  but  we  trust 
your  Lordship  will  provide  an  efficient  ship  hospital,  as  suggested  by  us.  Some  years  ago 
the  Admiralty  offered  to  provide  a  ship  to  be  used  as  an  hospital,  on  condition  that  the 
local  authorities  would  provide  for  the  expense ;  this  we  have  no  means  of  doing  but  by 
the  suggestion  we  have  made.

Letter  from  the  Mayor  of  Cork  to  the  Lord  Lieutenant. 

Cork,  Monday  Eveninff, 
May  it  please  your  Excellency,  7  November  1853. 

I  BEG  leave  to  waive  all  formality  of  style,  and  to  acquaint  you  of  the  arrival 
in  Cork  Harbour  of  the  ship  *'  Kossuth,"  with  650  emigrants  on  board,  very 
many  of  whom  have  been  attacked  with  cholera  of  a  most  malignant  type ;  nearly 
30  deaths  have  already  taken  place,  and  there  are  several  extreme  cases  fast  hur- 
rying to  a  fatal  close. 

The  consternation  is  universal  in  Cork  and  Queenstown,  the  natural  fear  being 
that  the  plague  may  be  communicated  to  those  on  shore,  and  that  with  half  the 
city  just  after  a  submersion  of  20  hours  in  water,  in  many  instances  to  the  height 
of  six  to  ten  feet,  its  ravages  will  be  terrible  beyond  conception. 

Under  these  circumstances  the  council  at  their  meeting  this  day  directed  me  to 
proceed,  in  company  with  the  High  Sheriff,  to  Queenstown,  in  order  to  impress 
on  Sir  William  Carroll,  the  admiral  of  the  port,  the  necessity  of  providing  at 
once  for  the  relief  of  the  distressed  people,  and  of  establishing  a  system  of  quaran- 
tine to  prevent  communication  between  the  ship  and  the  shore.  We  proceeded 
accordingly  to  Queenstown,  and  having  placed  ourselves  in  communication  with 
the  local  committee  of  health  and  the  magistrates,  we  then  waited  on  Sir  William 
Carroll,  accompanied  by  several  of  the  gentlemen  whom  we  met  in  deliberation 
on  the  subject ;  we  urged  on  Sir  William  Carroll  the  propriety  of  allocating  one 
of  the  large  and  yet  idle  stores  at  Haulbowline  for  the  reception  of  the  emigrants 
who  were  untouched,  the  sick  being  about  to  be  removed  into  a  hulk  hired  for 
the  purpose,  but  not  yet  fit  for  their  reception.  Sir  William  Carroll  expressed  his 
inability  to  comply  with  our  request,  and  advised  an  application  to  the  Government. 

T  therefore,  in  comjdianee  with  the  resolution  of  this  day's  council  and  the 
magistates,  in  meeting  assembled,  respectfully  call  on  your  Excellency  to  use  your 
influence  with  the  proper  authorities  to  have  the  stores  alluded  to,  or  a  portion  of 
them,  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  magistrates  and  committee  of  health  of 
Queenstown,  and  also  to  give  or  procure  for  Sir  William  Carroll  power  to  esta- 
blish a  system  of  quarantine,  and  lastly  to  procure  from  the  Admiralty  one  of  the 
dismantled  vessels  of  war  which  now  lie  uselessly  in  several  English  harbours, 
and  one  which  could  aflford  suflScient  accommodation  to  meet  almost  any  similar 
emergency. 

I  earnestly  implore  of  your  Excellency  to  put  an  end  to  the  difficulties  which 
liave  hitherto  stood  in  the  way  of  the  applications  which  have  been  repeatedly 
made  with  reference  to  this  mode  of  precaution.  A  ship  of  the  kind  could  be 
towed  over  in  a  short  time  by  a  powerful  steamer.  I  venture  to  say  few  of  Her 
Majesty's  ships  of  war  were  ever  engaged  in  a  duty  so  urgent  or  beneficial. 

1  may  add  for  your  Excellency's  information,  that  there  is  another  emigrant 
ship  with  550  souls  on  board,  lying  within  a  few  boats'  length  of  the  common 
landing  place,  and  that  she  has  dso  been  driven  in,  in  terrible  distress,  nearly  all 
her  masts  being  earned  away  by  the  late  gales ;  fortunately  there  is  little  sickness 
on  board ;  but  I  submit  that  there  are  about  1,200  people  in  our  harbour  in  a  state 
of  terrible  distress,  and  that  it  is  the  bounden  duty  of  the  Government  to  provide 
:l  floating  hospital  for  the  immediate  succour  of  those  who  are  similarly  situated, 
and  in  a  port  which  is  so  frequented,  and  oflfers  so  ready  an  asylum  as  this.^ 

With  the  profo.und  hope  that  your  Excellency  wi\\  see  the  necessity  of  at  once 
assisting  to  carry  out  the  wishes  of  those  whom  I  now  have  to  represent,

I  AM  directed  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter 
of  the  7th  instant,  informing  his  Excellency  of  the  arrival  in  Cork  Harbour  of  the 
ship  "  Kossuth,'*  with  650  emigrants  on  board,  many  of  whom  have  been  attacked 
with  cholera  of  a  most  malignant  type,  and  to  acquaint  you  that  his  Excellency 
is  unable  to  take  any  steps  upon  the  suggestion  of  the  town  council  respecting 
quarantine,  it  appearing  by  a  communication  recently  received  from  Mr.  Bathurst, 
clerk  of  Her  Majesty's  Privy  Council  in  England,  that  no  quarantine  regulations 
are  at  present  in  force  in  regard  to  cholera.  His  Excellency  has  transmitted  an 
account  of  the  state  of  circumstances  in  Cork,  and  your  proposal  as  to  the  pro- 
priety of  establishing  quarantine  regulations  for  the  consideration  of  my  Lords. 

His  Excellency  will  forthwith  forward  to  the  proper  quarter,  and  recommend 
for  favourable  consideration  the  application  to  be  allowed  the  use  of  the  stores  at 
Haulbowlino  for  the  reception  of  cholera  patients,  and  also  respecting  the 
stationing  an  hospital  ship  at  Queenstown. 

I  have  also  to  acquaint  you  that  copies  of  all  the  communications  received  from 
Cork  on  the  subject  of  the  cholera  have  been  duly  forwarded  to  the  Poor  Law 
Commissioners,  who,  under  the  19th  section  of  the  14  &  15  Vict.  c.  68,  are  con- 
stituted the  Commissioners  for  executing  the  provisions  of  the  Nuisances  Removal 
and  Diseases  Prevention  Act  1848,  and  who  will  communicate  with  the  Board 
of  Guardians  and  the  local  committees  as  to  the  steps  to  be  taken  in  this 
timergency.

I  AM  directed  by  the  Commissioners  for  administering  the  Laws  for  Relief  of  the 
Poor  in  Ireland,  to  forward,  for  your  information,  the  enclosed  copy  of  corre- 
ftpondence  between  the  local  authorities  in  the  Cork  Union  and  the  Chief  Secre- 
tary for  Ireland,  regarding  the  arrival  at  Queenstown  of  the  ship  "  Kossuth," 
with  cholera  cases  on  board. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  enclosures  that  application  has  been  made  by  direction 
of  His  Excellency  the  Lord  Lieutenant  for  the  use  of  some  of  the  unoccupied 
stores  at  Haulbowline,  with  a  view  to  the  appropriation  to  the  reception  of 
emigrants  arriving  at  that  port  in  similar  circumstances  to  those  in  the  "  Kossuth." 

The  Commissioners  reciuest  that  you  will  proceed  to  Haulbowline,  and  inspect 
the  promises  mentioned  herein,  and  report  to  the  Commissioners  your  opinion  as 
to  the  arrangements  to  be  made  for  using  them  when  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Commissioners. 

The  Commissioners  wish  to  address  the  guardians  of  Cork  Union  on  the  subject 
at  their  next  meeting,  on  Wednesday  the  16th  instant.

Report  from  Dr.  Purcell^  Medical  Inspector,  to  the  Commissioners, 
dated  15  November  1853. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  1 1th  instant, 
No.  55^844/53,  together  with  the  copies  of  correspondence  therein  named,  and 
herewith  returned,  and  I  have  to  inform  you  that  I  proceeded  to  Queenstown  as 
quick  as  1  possibly  could  after  the  receipt  thereof. 

I  arrived  there  yesterday  evening,  and  immediately  called  upon  Admiral  Sir 
William  CaiTol,  who  informed  me  that  his  instructions  from  the  Admiralty  was 
iiot  to  permit  any  of  the  unoccupied  stores  at  Haulbowline  to  be  giveen  for  the 
jmrposes  refjerred  to  in  your  communication  to  me,  and  he  would  not  permit  me 
to  inspect  any  of  them. 

I  this  day  attended  a  full  meeting  of  the  sanitary  committee  at  Queenstown, 
and  forward  herewith  a  copy  of  a  resolution  entered  on  their  minutes. 
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Cork  Union.  I  quite  concur  in  their  view  of  establishing  (if  it  can  be  done\  a  lazaretto  of 

two  frigates  at  Queenstown,  each  capable  of  accommodating  500  or  600  persons, 
one  for  the  reception  of  the  sick,  the  other  for  the  healthy  emigrants,  while  the 
ship  was  being  cleansed  and  fumigated ;  the  owners  of  the  emigrant  ships  to  pay 
the  expenses  incurred  for  their  acconmiodation  and  convenience. 

There  has  been  no  new  case  of  cholera  reported,  and  any  mischief  that  can 
arise  from  the  ship  "  Kossuth,"  has  been  effected,  as  all  the  healthy  emigrants  have 
been  permitted  to  land,  and  are  now  located  in  lodging-houses  about  Cork  and 
Queenstown.

Letter  from  Mr.  W.  M.  Drew  to  the  Commissioners,  dated  18  November  1863. 

I  BEG  to  acknowledge  your  communication  of  the  16th  instant  (No.  56,150), 
and  to  state,  that  the  officers  of  health  of  Queenstown  were  appointed  at  Easter 
vestry,  under  the  Act  59  Geo.  3,  cap.  41,  and  were  subsequently  named  by  the 
Board  of  Guardians  (Cork)  a  sanitary  committee  for  carrying  into  effect  the 
**  Nuisances  Removal  and  Diseases  Prevention  Act,'*  and  that  they  consist  of  the 
magistrates,  Poor  Law  Guardians,  medical  gentlemen,  and  other  respectable  inha- 
bitants ;  that  there  is  no  general  vestry  cess  levied,  nor  indeed  leviable  here,  nor 
any  public  funds  whatever  applicable  to  the  purpose,  except  the  poor-rate  assessed 
on  the  electoral  division. 

The  sanitary  committee,  more  fully  impressed  with  the  belief,  that  on  a  state- 
ment of  the  case  which  I  submitted  to  you  by  their  desire,  and  with  the  informa- 
tion officially  before  you,  that  cholera  in  its  most  malignant  form  has  been  pre* 
vailing  for  some  time  in  our  harbour,  you  would,  as  Sanitary  Commissioners,  at 
once  have  issued  the  necessary  directions,  as  you  are  empowered  to  do,  so  as  to 
enable  us  to  act  with  effect  for  the  preservation  of  the  public  health. 

The  Board  of  Guardians,  however,  have  fortunately  seen  the  propriety  of 
reconsidering  their  proceeding  of  the  9th  instant,  and  have  consented  to  afford 
us  the  required  facilities  for  carrying  on  our  operations,  otherwise  the  delay  which 
the  Conmiissioners  seemed  to  think  necessary  might  have  been  attended  with 
very  serious  consequences. 

I  beg  respectfully  to  remind  you»  that  we  are  still  without  a  receiving  hulk 
or  McommodatioD  of  any  kind  for  the  emigrants  of  the  infected  ship  (the 
"Kossuth"),  while  she  is  undergoing  the  process  of  cleansing  and  fuisdgation^ 
and  that,  therefore,  several  hundreds  of  them  have  been  obliged  to  go  to  Coj^, 
where  they  are  distributed  among  the  todging-houses^  taking  with  them  probably 
the  seeds  of  contagion,  and  which,  unless  the  providence  of  God  intervenes,  are 
not  unlikely  to  be  developed  and  diffused  in  that  poor  and  populous  locality. 

There  is,  I  would  beg  to  sEdd,  but  one  opinion  here  as  to  the  extraordinary 
remissness  of  the  Government  in  not  supplying  the  necessary  means  for  protecting 
those  imfortunate  people,  and  preventing  the  spread  of  disease,  and  should 
cala&nitous  results  ensue,  a  fearfiil  responsibility  will  rest  upon  th^  authorities 
chaiged  with  the  superintendence  of  the  public  health  and  safety. 

The  sanitary  committee  have  now  the  disagreeable  duty  of  stating  to  you,  that 
another  vessel  with  cholera  on  board  has  arrived  here  this  morning  from  Hamburg, 
with  156  emigrants. 

Thirteen  cases  occurred  at  sea,  1 1  of  which  proved  fatal,  and  the  captain  is 
now  lying  dead  of  the  pestilence. 

They  would  also  suggest  to  the  Commissioners,  that  there  is  now  a  hulk  at 
Portsmouth,  the  **  Illustrious,**  fitted  up  (but  not  required)  for  patients  from  the 
"  Agamemnon,"  and  which  they  would  earnestly  request  them  to  apply  for  to  the 
Government,  to  be  stationed  in  this  harbour  for  the  purposes  referred  to.

Report  of  Mr.  Huband,  Poor  liiw  Inspector,  dated  21  November  1853. 

In  reply  to  your  letter  No.  65,521/53,  dated  the  18th  instant,  inquiring  whether 
I  had  prociu-ed  further  information  relative  to  the  recent  outbreak  of  cholera  on 
board  the  emigrant  ship  in  the  harbour  of  Queenstown,  I  have  the  honour  to 
report,  that,  finding  that  Dr.  Purcell,  Medical  Inspector,  had  arrived  in  Cork, 
I  presumed  that  his  information  would  render  any  which  I  could  give  valueless ; 
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but  upon  receipt  of  your  letter  above  referred  to,  I  proceeded  to  Queenstown,  as       Cork  Union. 

I  could  not  depend  upon  the  exaggerated  report  circulated  in  Cork.     I  was  not  

able  to  find  the  emigration  agent  upon  Saturday,  and  the  clerk  in  his  office  had 
no  authentic  intelligence.  I  again  went  to  Queenstown  this  day,  and  obtained  an 
interview  with  Captain  Friend,  who  is  in  communication  with  the  medieat  nma 
in  attendance  upon  the  emigrant  ships  in  the  harbour.  I  am  able  to  report  to  you 
that  the  **  Kossuth,**  the  arrival  of  which  I  reported  to  you,  is  now  comparatively 
healthy ;  she  left  Liverpool  with  609  passengers,  emigrants,  18  of  whom  died  upon 
the  passage  to  Queenstown,  20  died  since,  and  there  are  16  cases  of  oonvales- 
cenoe :  the  whole  of  the  healthy  passengers  were  allowed  to  land  as  soon  ab  it  was 
femnd  that  no  new  case  arose.  The  passengers  are  to  re-embark  upon  Weftnesday 
next,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  vessel  will  proceed  upon  her  voyage  upon 
Thursday  next. 

There  were  two  cases  of  death  on  shore,  supposed  to  have  been  caused  by 
communication  with  the  passengers  of  the  '*  Kossuth,"  one  a  fisherman  at  Aghada,'^  ♦  ^.^  Middleto 
who,  it  is  said,  picked  up  a  bundle  of  clothes  thrown  over  board,  whidi  had  Union  Coire- 
belonged  to  one  of  the  passengers,  deceased ;  and  the  other  case  was  that  of  a  spondence. 
woman  who  kept  a  lodging-house  in  Queenstown.     Two  or  three  of  the  (passen- 
gers had  lodged  with  her,  and  were  to  all  appearance  then,  and  have  beenamoe, 
perfectly  healthy.     She,  however,  after  their  departure  was  attacked  by  cholera, 
and  died  of  consecutive  fever. 

I  have  not  heard  of  any  authentic  cases  of  cholera  having  arisen  in  Queenatown, 
Cerk,  or  in  any  of  the  namerous  villages  in  the  harbour,  except  those  I  mention. 

Two  cases  of  small-pox  occurred  on  board  the  "  Kossuth ;"  they  are  both  on 
shore,  in  hospital. 

With  regaotl  to  the  foreign  vessel,  which  arrived  with  cholera  subsequent  to 
the  arrival  of  the  "Kossuth,"  the  cholera  broke  out  in  her  a  few  days  after  she 
left  Hamburgh.  She  lost  11  passengers  on  her  voyage  before  her  arrival  at 
Queenstown,  and  two  persons  died  since ;  they  died  last  night :  there  are  ndt  any 
new  cases,  end  she  is  to  proceed  upon  her  voyage  immediately.  She  is  merely 
waiting  for  some  repair  to  be  complete.  None  of  her  passengers  have  been 
landed.

I  AM  directed  by  the  Commissioners  for  administering  the  Laws  for  Relief  of  the 
Poor  in  Ireland  to  forward  to  you  herewith  a  letter  which  they  have  received  from 
the  medical  officer  for  the  Cork  Dispensary  district  in  Cork  Union. 

The  Commissioners  request  that  you  will  inquire  into  the  nature  of  the  case, 
and  report  on  it  to  them,  especially  ascertaining  whether  it  can  be  traced  to  com- 
munication with  any  passenger  landed  from  the  *'  Kossuth." 

I  am  also  to  inform  you  that  the  Commissioners  have  addressed  the  Board  of 
Guardians  on  the  subject,  and  they  request  that  you  will  attend  their  meeting, 
and  confer  with  them  on  the  arrangements  to  be  adopted  to  meet  the  possibility 
of  an  outbreak  of  cholera,  as  well  as  the  landing  of  sick  passengers  in  Queens- 
town Harbour.

Cork  Union.        (No.  57.300/53.) 

Repout  from  Dr.  Purcell,  Medical  Inspector,  to  the  Commissioners, 
dated  23  November  1853,  with  Enclosm-e. 

In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  22d  instant,  No.  57,087/53,  I  have  the  honour  to 
inform  you,  that  I  made  every  inquiry  into  the  nature  of  the  case  of  Asiatic 
cholera  reported  to  you  by  Dr.  Hare,  one  of  the  medical  officers  of  the  Cork: 
Dispensary  district. 

The  subject  of  it  was  a  female  of  about  25  years  of  age,  and  of  temperate 
habits,  the  wife  of  a  shoemaker  in  rather  comfortable  circumstances,  but  residing 
in  a  confined  and  unhealthy  lane  in  the  south  district  of  the  city.  She  became  iU, 
as  I  am  informed,  of  diarrhoea,  about  nine  o'clock  p.m.  on  Sunday  evening  last;, 
on  Monday  morning  she  was  up  and  out,  when  she  was  seized  in  a  neighbour's 
house  with  vomiting,  watery  dejections,  cramps,  and  the  other  usual  symptoms  of 
Asiatic  cholera,  and  became  unable  to  return  to  her  own  residence.  When 
Dr.  Hare  first  saw  her,  at  about  half-past  three  o'clock,  she  was  in  collapse,  and 
died  at  eight  o'clock  on  the  same  evening. 

I  could  get  no  trace  whatever  of  her,  or  any  member  of  her  family,  having  had 
communication  with  any  of  the  passengers  of  the  ship  "  Kossuth." 

I  also  attended  this  day  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Guardians^  and  herewith 
forward  to  you  extracts  from  their  mi  nutes. 

In  my  opinion,  the  old  Lunatic  Asylum  would  not  answer  for  a  cholera  hospital, 
it  being  too  remote  from  the  south,  and  the  most  populous  part  of  the  city ;  but 
I  think  the  Barrack-street  Hospital,  which  has  been  an  auxiliary  of  the  xmion 
workhouse,  and  formerly  used  for  cholera  and  fever  patients,  would  be  most  suit 
able  in  every  respect  for  the  south  side,  and  the  present  Fever  Hospital,  or  a  por- 
tion of  it,  for  the  north  side  of  the  city. 

The  Barrack-street  Hospital  is  capable  of  accommodating  over  300  patients ; 
it  will  require  some  repairs,  and  I  think  that  the  Board  of  Guardians  will  find 
the  repairing  of  it  less  expensive  than  the  old  Lunatic  Asylum,  which  is  so  incon- 
veniently situated. 

Due  provision  has  been  made  for  any  case  of  cholera  that  may  occur  in  the 
union  workhouse.

Letier  from  Major  Larcom  to  the  Commissioners,  dated  24  November  1853. 

Referring  to  your  letter  of  the  22d  instant,  transmitting  a  report  from  the 
officers  of  health  of  Queenstown,  I  am  directed  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant  to  sug- 
gest that,  as  it  appears  from  that  report  that  many  of  the  emigrants  from  the 
**  Kossuth  *'  have  landed,  and  are  distributed  among  the  lodging-houses  of  Cork, 
the  case  would  seem  somewhat  analogous  to  that  of  the  "  Guiding  Star,*'  at  Bel- 
fiast,  adverted  to  in  your  letter  of  the  17th  instant,  and,  therefore,  to  fidi  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Poor  Law  authorities. 

It  is  true  that  the  persons  landed  at  Cork  are  presumed  to  be  healthy,  while 
those  at  Belfast  were  either  infected,  or  suspected  to  be  so;  yet  the  cases  bear 
equally  on  the  danger  to  the  town,  from  the  propagation  of  the  disease,  and  the 
liability  of  the  poor-rate  to  beai*  the  cost  of  preventive  measures. 

As  Cork,  from  its  position,  is  at  all  times  liable  to  the  visits  of  emigrant  ships, 
as  well  from  the  north  of  Europe  as  from  the  ports  of  the  United  Kingdom,  it 
may  be  worthy  the  consideration  of  the  Board  of  Guardians,  whether  sheds,  in 
some  convenient  position  on  the  shore  of  the  harbour,  might  not  with  advantage 
be  provided,  not  only  in  the  present  case,  but  to  be  in  readiness  for  emergencies 
such  as  the  present ;  or,  if  they  should  prefer  it,  and  the  law  admits  of  relief  by 
poor-rate  on  ship-board,  his  Excellency  would  again  apply  to  the  Admiralty  for  a 
hulk,  to  be  maintained  at  the  expense  of  the  union.

Letter  from  the  Commissioners  to  Major  Larcom^  dated  29  November  1853. 

The  Commissioners  for  administering  the  Laws  for  Relief  of  the  Poor  in 
Ireland,  in  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  24th  instant,  have  the  honour  to  state,  for 
the  information  of  his  Excellency  the  Lord  Lieutenant,,  that  they  have  been  in 
communication  with  the  guardians  of  Cork  Union,  and  at  the  desire  of  the  guar- 
dians have  issued  an  order,  extending  the  powers  of  the  guardians  under  the 
Nuisances  Removal  and  Diseases  Prevention  Act,  so  as  to  enable  the  guardians 
to  proAido  for  the  treatment  of  persons  affected  by  or  threatened  with  cholera. 

Previously  to  the  issue  of  this  order  (on  the  26th  instant),  the  Commissioners 
had  received  a  report  of  a  fatal  case  of  cholera  in  the  city  of  Cork,  and  of  another 
fatal  case  at  Queenstown.  The  former  was  not  known  to  have  arisen  through 
any  intercourse  with  the  passengers  from  the  "  Kossuth ;"  but  the  Queenstown 
case  took  place  in  a  house  in  which  two  passengers  from  the  "  Kossuth  "  lodged, 
who,  however,  remained  healthy. 

Since  the  issue  of  the  order,  three  new  cases  have  arisen  in  one  dispensary  dis- 
trict of  the  city  of  Cork.  Dr.  Purcell,  the  medical  inspector,  has  reported  that 
these  cases  are  not  traceable  to  any  communication  with  the  persons  landed  from 
i:he  «  Kossuth.'' 

In  reference  to  your  remark,  that  the  emigrants  who  have  landed  from  the 
**  Kossuth,"  and  are  distributed  among  the  lodging-houses  in  Cork,  appear  to  fall 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commissioners,  and  that  their  case  is  analogous  to 
the  case  of  the  emigrants  landed  at  Belfast,  I  am  desired  to  point  out,  that  in 
the  latter  case  the  emigrants  were  received  into  the  workhouse  as  destitute  per- 
sons, and  must  be  assumed  to  have  voluntarily  sought  refuge  in  that  establish- 
ment, but  that  no  law  exists,  so  far  as  the  Commissioners  are  aware,  by  which 
persons  landing  from  infected  ships  can  be  compelled  to  reside  in  any  establish- 
ment under  the  control  of  the  Commissioners,  or  be  prevented  obtaining  lodging 
elsewhere. 

The  Commissioners  have  the  satisfaction  of  reporting,  that  the  guardians  are 
taking  active  measures  to  provide  themselves  with  a  proper  cholera  hospital,  to 
meet  any  possible  outbreak  of  cholera  in  the  city,  and  that  they  have  authorized 
the  Queenstown  sanitary  committee  to  occupy  a  fit  and  proper  building  for  the 
same  purjiose  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Queenstown  Harbour.

Letter  from  Dr.  Purcell,  Medical  Inspector,  to  the  Commissioners, 
dated  26  November  1853. 

I  have  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  23d  instant, 
No.  57,057/53,  accompanied  by  an  extract  from  a  report  of  Mr.  Huband's,  Poor 
Law  Inspector,  relative  to  a  case  of  cholera,  that  recently  occurred  in  Queens- 
town, the  particulars  of  which  I  learned,  on  visiting  the  place,  to  be  as  follows : 

Mrs.  M*Carty,  wife  of  a  lodging-house  keeper,  about  26  years  of  age,  in  whose 
house  several  of  the  healthy  emigrants  from  the  ship  "  Kossuth'*  were  lodged,  com- 
plained, for  some  days  previous  to  the  emigrants  entering  her  house  as  lodgers,  of 
disordered  bowels,  for  which  she  took  a  dose  of  salts  on  Monday,  the  14th  instant, 
and  on  the  following  Tuesday,  the  15th,  she  was  seized  with  purging  and  vomit- 
ing. Dr.  Meade  was  called  to  attend  her,  and  he  states,  that  on  his  first  visit,  he 
found,  in  addition  to  the  above  symptoms,  she  had  cramps,  cold  tongue,  sunken 
])ulse  and  countenance,  with  rice-water  discharges  from  the  stomach  and  bowels  ; 
on  his  second  visit,  in  the  evening,  he  found  all  the  above  symptoms  aggravated, 
except  the  discharges  from  the  bowels,  which  were  checked. 

Next  morning  she  was  visited  by  Dr.  Cronin,  in  consultation  m  ith  Dr.  Meade, 
and  both  gentlemen  continued  in  attendance  upon  her  until  she  died  on  the 
Sunday  following,  the  20th  instant. 

Those  gentlemen  have  no  hesitation  in  pronouncing  it  a  genuine  case  of  Asiatic 
cholera,  although  she  held  out  so  long,  and  rallied  at  intervals  under  treatment, 
the  cholera  symptoms  having  persisted,  and  in  their  opinion  I  concur. 

She  being  a  person  in  comfortable  circumstances,  was  attended  as  a  private 
];atient,  and  the  medical  officer  of  the  dispensar}*  district  did  not  see  her. 
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Cork  Unloo.  ^  regret  to  have  to  add  for  your  information,  that  there  were  tW)  tmmidtakable- 

caaes  c^  Asiatic  cholera  this  morning,  in  the  city  of  Cork*  that  had  no  connexion 

whatever  with  any  of  the  emigrants  of  the  ship  **  Kossuth,"  or  any  other  emigrant 
ship ;  they  were  both  being  attended  by  Dr.  Powler,  of  No  7  District  of  the  Cork 
Dispensary :  when  I  was  leaving  at  three  o'clock  this  day,  one  of  those  cases  was 
blue  and  in  collapse,  and  the  other  fast  ebbing  thereto.

I  AM  directed  by  the  Commissioners  for  administering  the  Laws  for  Relief  of  the 
Poor  in  Ireland,  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  report  of  the  26th  instant^ 
relative  to  a  case  of  cholera  which  lately  occurred  at  Queenstowu,  in  Cork  Union, 
and  also  reporting  two  additional  cases  of  disease  of  more  recent  occurrence  in  the 
city  of  Cork. 

With  reference  to  the  case  of  Mrs.  M'Carty,  of  Queenstown,  I  am  to  state, 
that  the  Commissioners  are  desirous  of  having  further  information  respecting  it ; 
and  they  therefore  request  that  you  will  make  inquiry,  with  a  view  of  ascertaining 
the  date  of  commencement  of  the  diarrhoea,  the  period  at  which  the  sympt<»ng 
of  cholera  first  declared  themselves,  and  the  date  of  the  reception  into  her  house 
of  persons  from  the  emigrant  ship  "  Kossuth.'' 

The  Commissioners  wish  also  to  know  the  precise  grounds  of  your  assertion 
respecting  the  two  recent  cases  of  cholera  in  Cork,  *'  that  they  have  had  no  con* 
nexion  whatever  with  any  of  the  emigrants  of  the  ship  *  Kossuth/  or  any  other 
emigrant  ship.''

I  am  to  request  you  will  forward,  for  the  information  of  the  Commissioners, 
every  particular  regarding  the  previous  occupation,  habits,  &c.,  of  the  patients 
which  you  may  be  able  to  procure ;  and  I  am  also  to  request  that  you  will  inquire 
whether  any  of  the  cases  had  access  to  a  person  in  cholera,  or  to  one  another.

Report  from  Dr.  Purcell,  Medical  Inspector,  to  the  Commissioners, 
dated  3  December  1853. 

In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  29th  ultimo,  No.  57,707,  I  have  the  honour  to 
report  for  your  information,  that  I  this  day  made  further  inquiry  into  the  circum- 
stances of  Mrs.  M*Carty*s  case,  the  lodging-house  keeper,  who  died  of  cholera  at 
Queenstown  ;  and  the  following  are  the  precise  particuhirs  thereof. 

The  ship  **  Kossuth"  arrived  in  Queenstown  Harbour  on  Sunday  evening,  the 
6th  of  November  last,  with  603  passengers,  several  of  them  then  suffering  from 
cholera  and  diarrhoea;  and  on  the  12th,  M*Carty  and  other  lodging-house  keepers 
received  as  lodgers  some  of  the  passengers ;  M'Carty  lodged  four  of  them,  and  in 
addition,  several  of  the  other  emigrants,  chiefly  Germans,  frequented  the  house 
daily  to  eat  and  drink. 

On  the  15th  of  November  Mrs,  M'Carty,  a  slightly  made  and  delicate  woman, 
and  as  suspected  and  reported  given  to  indulgence  in  spirits,  was  attacked  with 
cholera,  having  complained  of  diarrhoea  on  the  previous  day,  or  for  a  period  of 
about  18  hours  before  the  violence  of  the  cholera  showed  itself;  during  the 
interval,  and  before  she  consulted  Dr.  Meade,  she  took  a  dose  of  salts.     Under 
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the  treatment  adopted  by  Dnk  Meadie  and  Cronwi,  the  cholera  sjonptams  appeared       Cork  Unioiw 

to  have  been  somewhat  overcome,  but  the  consequences  proved  fetal  on  Sunday  

the  20th  of  November  last ;  and  there  has  been  no  case  of  cholera  at  Queens- 
town  since. 

In  reference  to  the  concluding  part  of  your  letter,  **  wishing  to  know  the  precise 
grounds  of  my  assertion,  that  the  two  recent  cases  then  in  Cork  under  the  care  of 
Dr.  Fowler,  of  No.  7,  City  District,  had  no  conmiunication  with  the  passengers  of 
the  *  Kossuth,'  or  any  other  emigrant  ship,**  I  beg  respectfully  to  inform  you  that 
such  was  the  information  I  obtained  from  Dr.  Fowler,  and  the  relatives  and  friends 
•of  the  parties  (then  sick)  whose  houses  I  had  visited.

The  Commissioners  for  administering  the  Laws  for  Relief  of  the  Poor  in  Ireland 
liave  had  before  them  your  report  of  yestercky's  date,  notifying  that  you  had  been 
i^alled  upon  to  attend  the  first  case  of  cholera  that  has  oocun^d  in  No.  5  District, 
of  Cork  dispensary  district  in  Cork  Union. 

The  report  is,  however,  deficient  in  information  as  to  whether  the  case  has  ter- 
minated, or  is  still  under  treatment. 

The  Commissioners  would  be  obliged  for  information  as  to  whether  the  patient 
had  been  in  communication  with  any  person  in  cholera,  and  had  premonitory 
symptoms  of  the  attack ;  together  with  any  other  circumstances  connected  with 
the  case  deserving  of  notice. 

1  am  to  request  that  in  future  any  report  you  may  forward  of  the  number  of 
cases  under  your  treatment  may  be  filled  up  in  accordance  with  the  heading  of 
each  column.

Letter  from  Dr.  Wall  to  the  Conmiissioners,  dated  3  December  lb53. 

In  reply  to  your  communication  of  yesterday,  I  beg  to  say,  for  the  information 
of  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners,  that  as  I  had  but  one  case  of  Asiatic  cholera  to 
report  upon,  I  did  not  think  there  was  any  necessity  for  putting  it  under  the 
heading  of  each  column  ;  however,  I  shall  do  so  for  the  future. 
-  The  case  was  this :  Mary  Anne  O'Neill,  aged  11  years,  liVing  in  William-street, 
in  a  wretched  ill-ventilated  room,  was  attacked  \iith  vomiting  and  purging  at 
four  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  1st  instant,  and  died  that  night  about  nine 
o'clock.  She  also  had  severe  cramps ;  she  ate  a  little  boiled  yellow  turnip  the 
night  before,  of  which  the  whole  family  partook ;  the  diarrhoea  and  vomiting 
ceased,  but  she  got  collapsed  early  in  the  day. 

About  three  weeks  since  a  healthy  passenger,  from  the  emigrant  vessel  which 
lay  in  Queenstown  with  cholera  patients  on  board,  lodged  in  the  next  room  to 
where  this  case  occurred. 

This,  perhaps,  may  account  for  it,  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  bit  of  boiled 
yellow  or  Swedish  turnip ;  no  other  member  of  the  family  had  shown  any  uneasi- 
ness of  stomach  or  bowels.  My  district  is  the  entire  flat  of  the  city,  most  densely 
populated,  and  lying  between  the  two  boundaries  of  the  river ;  it  was  fearfully 
inundated  by  the  late  flood,  which  greatly  increased  the  ill-health  and  miseries  of 
the  poor  residing  in  it.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter,  No.  57,988/63, 
dated  30th  ultimo,  and  to  report  for  your  information,  that  I  have  inspected  and 
made  inquiry  at  every  house  where  a  case  of  cholera  was  reported  to  have 
occurred ;  and  the  following  is  the  result,  as  far  as  it  was  practicable  to  obtain  the 
information  you  require.

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Cork  UnioD.  Richard  Barry,  36  years  of  age,  a  labourer,  residing  in  a  very  dirty  and  un- 

healthy  lane,  in  the  south  side  of  the  city  of  Cork,  tliickly  inhabited,  principally  by 

females  of  loose  character,  reported  by  his  wife  and  family  not  to  have  had  any 
communication  with  any  emigrant  ship  or  infected  person ;  was  under  the  influence 
of  porter  on  Friday  evening,  the  25th  ultimo,  during  which  night  he  was  seized 
with  symptoms  of  cholera ;  had  no  previous  diarrhoea :  he  died  on  Sunday,  the- 
27th  ultimo.  His  sister,  Mary  Ban-y,  who  had  access  to  and  was  in  attendance 
on  her  brother,  sickened  on  the  27th,  before  her  brother  died ;  she  died  on  the 
morning  of  the  30th.  She  was  in  previous  good  health,  and  was  not  seen  by  any 
medical  officer,  not  having  made  application,  and  her  case  is  not  recorded. 

Charles  Hodges,  a  coach-painter,  a  delicate  man,  but  correct  in  his  habits, 
residing  in  the  same  locality  as  Barry,  reported  not  to  have  had  any  intercourse 
with  emigrants  or  infected  persons,  had  diarrhoea  for  six  hours  before  the  violence 
of  the  cholera  symptoms  set  in ;  lived  37  hours. 

A  sailor,  named  Walpole,  of  prudent  habits,  residing  in  the  same  locality  as  the 
above,  had  no  previous  diarrhoea ;  cannot  be  traced  to  have  had  any  communi- 
cation with  emigrants  or  infected  persons ;  reported  to  have  been  in  good 
health ;  lived  two  days. 

Hanna  Neehan,  about  40  years  of  age,  wife  to  a  ploughman,  residing  in  the- 
same  locality  as  the  above,  not  remarkable  for  intemperance ;  had  no  previous- 
diarrhoea  ;  sickened  on  Friday,  the  2d,  and  died  on  the  3d  instant. 

The  above  persons  resided  in  crowded  lanes,  close  to  each  other ;  and  although 
the  relatives  and  friends  deny  any  intercourse,  such  can  scarcely  be  credited^^ 
particularly  as  the  first  who  died  was  waked.

I  HAVB  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letters  of  the  4th  instant, 
Nos.  1  and  54,  1854,  relative  to  the  reports  of  the  medical  officers  of  the 
dispensary  districts  in  the  Cork  Union,  showing  the  number  of  cases  of  cholera 
and  diarrhoea  they  respectively  have  had  under  treatment,  and  calling  my  attention 
to  the  number  of  cases  (seven)  reported  by  Dr.  Gregg  to  have  been  discharged 

CUa6Q.« 

Previous  to  my  leaving  Cork  on  Thursday  last,  I  visited  Dr.  Gregg's  district,  and 
also  the  Fever  Hoq)ital ;  his  report  of  these  cases  struck  me  as  remarkable. 
They  were,  from  all  I  could  learn,  cholera  of  the  Asiatic  type,  distinguished  bv 
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Cork  Union.      suppression  of  urine  during  the  attaek,  and  witli  B^aas  discharges  from  stomach 

'^~~  and  ^^owek,  attended  with  thirst,  cramps,  and,  as  £Eir  as  could  be  traced,  having 

had  premonitory  diarrhoea  of  uncertain  duration;  those  seven  cases,  with  the 

exception  of  two,  were  treated  in  the  early  stages  inxmedialely  after  the  vomiting 

and  serous  discharges  commenced. 

The  treatment  Dr.  Gregg  adopted  with  theee  cases  was,  first,  a  warm  bath, 
which  he  ^Mtsily  matii^fed,  as  the  majority  were  children  from  7  to  12  years  of 
age  ;  sinopisms  over  the  stomach  and  abdomen  were  next  applied,  and  grain  doses 
of  calomel,  with  a  minute  quantity  of  opium  every  hour  for  four  or  six  consecntrve 
hours  were  administered. 

Enemata,  consisting  of  tincture  opii,  acetatis  plumbi,  and  mucilaginis  amyli,  as 
soon  as  one  passed  off,  another  was  thrown  up,  and  a  nurse  was  constantly 
employed  supporting  the  rectum  with  a  cloth,  so  as  to  prevent  as  much  as  possible 
the  immediate  evacuation  of  the  enemata ;  to  this  last,  together  with  his  immediate 
and  prompt  attention  to  these  cases,  Dr.  Gregg  attributes  the  result. 

The  two  cases  that  ran  into  the  state  of  collapse  previous  to  his  attention  being 
called  to  them,  were  adults ;  these  he  treated  with  salphuric  acid  in  water,  as 
drink,  with  small  doses  of  tine,  opii,  turpentine  stupes  over  the  region  of  the  loins 
and  stomach. 

Dr.  Gregg  did  not  send  any  of  these  cases  to  the  Fever  Hoapttal,  as  he  considered 
the  distance  too  remote,  others  he  did  send,  as  these  were  not  the  only  cases  he 
had,  some  of  whom  were  unsuccessful. 

There  were  altogether  14  cases  admitted  into  the  FeTcr  HospitaU  five  in  the 
incipient  stage,  or  only  with  premonitory  symptoms ;  they  readily  yielded  to  a 
little  calomel  iind  opium,  or  chalk  mixture  and  opium,  and  were  discharged  in  a 
few  days ;  nine  were  admitted  in  the  stage  of  collapse,  principally  from  Dr.  Fowler's 
district ;  two  of  those  only  recovered,  and  they  were  placed  on  Stephans'  saUne 
plan  of  treatment  by  Dr.  M*Ewer,  one  of  the  medical  officers  of  that  institution.

I  iTATH  thehoifwnr  to  acknowledge*  receipt  of  the  Comnissioimrs  eireuior  of  the 
5d  (this  night),  "  No.  I  M.  /54,  MiseeHaneons/'  and  beg  to  steite  that,  since  my 
last  return  they  will  perceive  that  two  other  cMes-  of  eholera  Inuve  occurred  ia 
this  district,  in  the  same  locality;  and  nearly  opposite  (in  a  nanroir  street,  slopihg 
with  a  considerable  declivity  from  eaf^  to  west),  the  house  of  the  ease  previously 
reported  ;  that  case,  a  young  nwm,  is  vt&w  well ;  the  two*  lattev,  one  a  femaie  o£

I  HAVB  to  report,  fbr  the  information  of  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners,  that 
a  fatal  case  of  cholera  has  occurred  in.  the  course  of  the  present  night,  in  the  town 
of  Whitegate,  the  sufferer,  a  boatman,  having  on  yesterday  evening  gone  on 
board  the  ship  '*  Kossuth,''  now  lying  in  the  harbour,  laden  with  emigrants, 
amongst  whom  malignant  cholera  is  reported  to  have  broken  out. 

I  beg  to  make  this  immediate  communication  to  the  Commissioners,  in  the  hope 
tiiat  I  may  receive  directions  from  them  to  lay  before  the  sanitary  committee  of 
this  district  (under  the  appointment  of  the  Board  of  Guardians),  who  are  summoned 
to  meet  on  Saturday  next ;  and  I  would  beg  to  impress  upon  them  the  necessity 
for  permitting  us  to  fit  up,  in  a  temporary  way,  an  hospital  in  the  district  for  the 
reception  of  cholera  cases,  which  the  great  extent  of  the  district,  and  the  necessity 
of  medical  aid  renders  absolutely  necessary.  I  may  add,  that  a  house  well  adapted 
for  the  purpose,  and  which  had  formerly  been  used  for  a  cholera  and  fever  hospital, 
has  been  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  committee. 

I  need  not,  I  feel  sure,  impress  upon  the  Commissioners  the  necessity  for  talcing 
immediate  steps  in  the  matter,  when  so  fearful  a  calamity  is  inmiinent.

Report  from  Dr.  Purcell,  Medical  Inspector,  to  the  Commissioners, 
dated  13  November  1853. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  report  to  you,  that  immediately  after  my  return  from 
Tinahely  on  the  evening  of  the  11th -instant,  finding  your  letter  of  the  10th, 
No.  65J32/1853,  before  me,  directing  me  to  proceed  to  Whitegate  to  make 
inquiry  regarding  a  case  cf  cholera  that  occurred  there,  I  at  once  left  for  Cork, 
and  arrived  there  at  4  a.m.  en  the  morning  of  the  12th ;  from  thence  to  the 
Aghada  Dispensary  District,  in  the  Midleton  Union,  and  found  that  a  man, 
named  Michael  Bride,  a  bum-boatman  (that  is,  a  person  supplying  provisions  to 
ships  in  a  humble  way),  went  on  board  the  ship  "  Kossuth  "  on  the  evening  of 
the  8th  instant.  He  got  biscuit,  timber  and  clothing,  which  he  brought  on  shore. 
Was  perfectly  well  at  5  o'clock  p.  m.,  sawing  the  timber  which  he  got  in  the  ship. 
He  got  ill  during  the  night,  and  died  in  about  four  hours.

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Midleton  Union. 


I  was  infonned  that  he  had  both  vomiting  and  purging,  weakness  and  cramps 
in  his  legs.  He  was  not  attended  by  a  medical  man.  There  was  no  application 
made  for  medical  assistance  until  it  was  too  late,  and  when  the  medical  officer 
arrived,  he  was  dead.     No  case  occurred  since. 

The  timber,  clothes,  and  everything  belonging  to  the  deceased,  was  burned  by 
order  of  the  local  magistrates,  and  his  family  have  been  sent  into  the  country, 
and  the  house  in  which  he  died  is  closed  up. 

I  inspected  the  hospital  at  Whitegate,  accompanied  by  the  honorary  secretary 
and  medical  officer  of  the  dispensary  district.  It  is  a  good  house,  capable  of 
containing  30  beds,  and,  with  a  moderate  outlay,  can  be  made  a  very  suitable 
hospital  for  cholera  cases. 

I  afterwards  attended  a  numerous  and  influential  meeting  of  the  dispensary 
committee,  who  unanimously  agreed  to  have  every  suggestion  of  mine  carried  out 
immediately,  as  may  be  perceived  by  the  following  resolution  :  — 

'*  Resolved^ — That,  understanding  from  Dr.  Purcell  that  the  Commissioners 
have  given  assent  to  the  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  this  union,  of 
the  9th  instant,  we  accept  Mr.  Penrose  Fitzgerald's  generous  offer  of  the  house 
lately  occupied  as  a  fever  hospital,  and  we  authorise  our  honorary  secretary  to 
take  immediate  possession  of  it ;  that  a  care-taker  be  appointed,  at  28.  per  week, 
and  that  the  Board  of  Guardians  be  requested  to  supply  the  following  articles, 
viz.,  a  stove,  six  beds  and  bedding,  half  a  gallon  of  whisky,  and  also  to  have 
the  following  works  done :  the  pointing  and  repairing  the  roof,  glazing  the  win- 
dows, repair  of  doors  and  woodwork,  whitewashing  inside  and  outside,  tarring 
the  sheds,  &c." 

The  committee  are  anxious  and  energetic  in  making  every  necessary  preparation. 

Not  having  got  your  letter,  directing  me  to  proceed  to  Haulbowline,  until  I 
came  home  this  evening,  I  proceed  there  by  first  train  to-morrow  morning.

Report  from  Dr.  PurcelU  Medical  Inspector,  to  the  Commissioners, 
dated  1  December  1853. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  you,  that  there  has  been  two  recent  cases  of 
Asiatic  cholera  in  the  Aghada  Dispensary  District ;  the  subject  of  the  first,  a  girl 
named  Mary  Cahill,  22  years  of  age,  the  daughter  of  a  labouring  man,  residing  at 
Trabulgan,  on  the  Cork  Harbour,  about  three-fourths  of  a  mile  distant  from  the 
village  of  Whitegate,  in  a  high  and  healthy  locality,  had  no  previous  diarrhoea  or 
any  other  premonitory  S}7nptom ;  on  Saturday  night  last,  the  26th  ultimo,  was 
seized  with  the  usual  symptoms  of  cholera,  which  Dr.  Travers,  the  medical 
officer,  states  to  have  been  sudden  and  violent ;  on  the  evening  of  Monday 
she  rallied  somewhat  from  the  stage  of  collapse,  but  died  on  yesterday,  the 
30th  ultimo. 

On  Tuesday,  the  29th  ultimo,  her  father,  about  60  years  of  age,  who  had  access 
to  her,  and  was  in  attendance  on  her,  was  also  suddenly  and  violently  seized  and 
immediatley  removed  to  the  hospital  recently  opened  at  the  village  of  Whitegate, 
where  he  now  lies  in  (1  fear)  a  state  of  hopeless  collapse. 

I  made  every  inquir}'  that  was  possible  or  practicable  into  the  circumstances  of 
those  two  cases,  and  I  could  not  trace  them  to  any  communication  with  emigrants 
from  ships,  or  any  other  case  of  cholera.  They  were  both  in  previous  good  health, 
and  of  temperate  habits.

Tuosist  Dispensarj'  District,  26  November  1853. 

Saturday  morning,  at  three  o'clock,  was  called  on  to  visit  a  woman,  named 

Kate  Brine,  residing  at  Ardea,  aged  35  years,  mother  of  five  children,  in  previous 

good  health ;  on  my  arrival,  about  five  o'clock  same  morning,  she  complained  of 

general  prostration,  with  rather  acute  pains  below  the  breast,  under  the  ribs  and 

abdomen. 
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abdomen,  with  occasional  cramps  in  the  legs  and  arms,  which  were  of  icy  coldness,     Kenmare  Union, 
quenchless  thirst,  hoarse  voice,  constant  reaching  of  the  stomach,  dark  circle  round  ~^ 

the  eyes,  which  were  drawn  back  and  half  closed  ;  nails  livid ;  these  symptoms, 
with  rice-water  discharges  and  total  loss  of  pulse,  seemed  as  if  life  was  ebbing 
rapidly,  and  died  in  32  hours  after  first  being  attacked. 

The  treatment  I  adopted,  was  that  of  a  stimulating  nature,  &c.,  brandy  and  water, 
turpentine  liniments  and  mustard,  and  other  stimulants  internally ;  hot  application 
to  feet  and  hands,  &c.,  such  as  I  had  been  in  the  habit  of  finding  useful  in  my 
attendance  on  cholera  in  the  year  1849. 

On  inquiry,  I  found  she  first  complained  of  pain  with  diarrhoea,  soon  followed 
with  sickness  of  the  stomach,  in  about  an  hour  after  eating  her  breakfast,  the 
previous  morning  (Friday),  consisting  of  salt  hake  with  potatoes. 

It  appears  her  husband,  who  was  a  carrier  to  and  from  Cork,  returned  rather 
unwell  on  the  previous  Monday;  and  soon  after,  on  Wednesday,  he  was  attacked 
with  severe  diarrhoea,  the  discharges  resembling  rice  water.  His  wife  was  in  the 
habit,  during  his  illness,  while  confined  to  bed,  of  closely  attending  him,  and 
3lept  in  the  same  bed;  had  very  great  thirst  during  his  illness;  has  taken  some 
astringent  powders  while  unwell ;  slept  for  two  nights  at  a  lodging-house,  kept  by 
a  person  named  Owen  Ferris,  on  the  March,  in  Cork ;  all  inmates  there  were  in 
good  health.  He  heard  the  cholera  was  in  Queenstown,  but  did  not  feel  afraid ; 
always,  when  in  Cork,  his  business  carried  him  through  several  lanes,  &c. 

The  weather  ^VQS  very  wet,  and  a  good  deal  of  lightning,  without  thunder,  on 
the  same  evening  of  the  day  Kate  Brine  became  affected  (Nov.  25). 

I  have  seen  reported  on  the  papers  three  cases  of  cholera  as  having  taken 
place  in  Cork  on  the  same  day,  Friday,  25th  November.

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  contained  in  the  Commissioners'  letter  of 
the  18th  instant,  I  have  the  honour  to  transmit  to  oflBce  herewith  minutes  of  the 
evidence  I  obtained  from  John  Brine,  at  Kenmare,  on  Tuesday  last,  with  respect 
to  the  illness  with  which  he  was  seized,  on  his  return  home  from  Cork,  in  the 
month  of  November  last.  I  did  not  consider  it  necessary  to  administer  an  oath 
to  Brine  before  committing  his  evidence  to  writing,  as  there  could  be  no  possible 
motive  for  concealing  the  truth  on  his  part. 

The  Commissioners  will  observe,  that  if  Brine  came  in  contact  with  any  person 
or  matter  from  a  locahty  in  which  cholera  existed  at  the  time  of  his  visit  to  Cork, 
he  was  not  himself  aware  of  the  circumstances.

John  Brinb,  carman,  of  Ardea,  in  the  Kenmare  Union,  bein^  examined,  saith, — I  was  in 
Cork,  on  business,  on  or  about  the  18th  of  November  last  When  in  Cork,  I  lodged  in  the 
house  of  a  man  named  Owen  Ferris ;  there  was  no  one  sick  in  Ferris's  house  at  the  time, 
nor  did  I  hear  of  any  persons  bein^  sick  in  any  of  the  houses  adjoining  that  of  Ferris.  I 
heard  there  was  some  cases  of  cholera  in  Queenstown,  but  I  did  not  go  near  that  place,  nor 
did  I,  to  my  knowledge,  have  any  intercourse  with  any  one  from  Queenstown.  1  did  not, 
to  my  knowledge,  meet  any  one  who  had  been  on  board  the  ship  ''  Kossuth/'  lying  off 
Queenstown,  nor  did  I  see  any  of  the  goods  or  clothing  which  were  sent  on  shore  from  that 
vessel. 

Whilst  in  Cork,  my  business  took  me  into  various  shops  in  various  streets.  I  returned  to 
my  house  in  Ardea  from  Cork  on  the  21st  November  last,  and  on  the  23d  I  was  seized  with 
violent  purging,  though  I  had  no  pain.  I  felt  unwell  and  weak  on  the  journey  home.  Mj 
wife  attended  me  whilst  I  was  unwell,  and  slept  in  the  same  bed  with  me.  I  was  worse 
on  the  momins  of  Friday,  the  26th  November  last,  and  about  12  o'clock  on  that  day  my 
wife  was  seized  with  purging,  vomiting,  and  spasms.  She  never  rallied,  and  died  on  the 
following  day.    I  recovered  rapidly.

Letter  from  the  Physicians  of  the  Whitworth  and  Hardztncke  Hospitals  to  the 
Poor  Law  Commissioners,  dated  25  March  1854. 

I  AM  requested  by  the  physicians  of  the  hospitals*  of  the  House  of  Industry  to 
acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  19th  January,  and  to  apologise  for 
their  delay  in  replying  to  it,  which  has  arisen  from  the  pressure  of  professional 
occupations. 

In  forwarding  the  present  communication,  the  physicians  do  not  desire  to 
prolong  discussion,  but  there  appear  to  them  to  be  in  the  communication  of  titie 
igth  January  some  statements  and  conclusions  which  they  feel  bound  in  justice 
to  themselves,  and  to  the  importance  of  the  question  at  issue,  to  notice. 
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The  Commissioners^  in  their  communication,  admit,  "the  great  value  of  the  HouBe  of  Industry, 
results  derived  from  a  longer  experience  of  the  disease,  through  which  it  is  — ~ 

now  generally  admitted  that  cholera,  if  contagious  at  all,  is  much  less  conta- 
^ous  than  many  other  febrile  diseases,  and  that  little  risk  is  incurred  by  any 
healthy  person  in  attending  a  cholera  patient."  This  admission  appears  to  be 
a  sufficient  justification  of  the  position  advocated  from  the  commencement  by 
the  physicians,  that  no  distinction  should  be  made  between  cholera  and  other 
epidemic  diseases  of  admitted  and  even  doubtful  contagion.  The  letter  proceeds 
to  state  that  the  Commissioners  cannot,  however,  consider,  "  the  removal  of  all 

apprehension  of  the  contagiousness  of  cholera  as  a  paramount  consideration.'*

^^  It  is  notorious  that  there  is  no  sufficient  agreement  of  opinion  in  profes- 
sional quarters  as  to  the  entire  non-contagiousness  of  the  disease  to  justify  the 
Commissioners  in  acting  upon  such  an  opinion  as  one  that  has  been  conclusively 
established.'* 

The  physicians  desire  to  observe,  in  reference  to  the  above,  that  they  never 
felt  it  necessary  to  advance  in  support  of  their  view,  and  never  did  advance,  an 
opinion  of  the  "  entire  non-contagiousness  of  the  disease  ;'*  they  only  felt  it 
necessary  to  advance  the  position,  now  universally  admitted,  and  repeated  by 
the  Commissioners  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  that  cholera  is  much  less  con- 
tagious than  many  other  febrile  diseases,  and  that  there  therefore  exist  no 
sufficient  grounds  for  making  its  reception  into  any  hospital  appropriated  for 
the  reception  of  epidemic  or  contagious  diseases  an  exception  to  the  ordinary 
rules  of  admission. 

The  Commissioners  proceed  to  observe  that,  "  desirable  as  it  may  be  to  do 
everything  which  may  tend  to  remove  unreasonable  apprehensions,  tihey  would 
not  even  for  that  object  feel  warranted  in  exposing  a  single  life  to  actual 
danger.'*  It  is  from  the  desire  to  save  life  that  the  physicians  are  so  anxious 
to  lessen  the  popular  exaggerated  dread  of  contagion ;  for  while  it  may  be  con- 
sidered as  problematical  whether  actual  danger  to  a  single  life  has  occurred 
from  contagion,  it  is  certain  that  many  lives  have  been  lost,  and  dreadful  scenes 
of  social  misery  and  suffering  have  resulted,  from  the  panic  of  contagion.  The 
histories  of  all  epidemics  abound  with  instances  of  the  dreadful  effects  produced 
by  fear  of  contagion ;  of  "  men's  minds  paralysed  by  terror ;  of  the  hearts  of 
the  people  closed  to  feelings  of  humanity ;  of  their  flying  from  the  sick,  and  all 
that  belonged  to  them,  in  the  hope  of  saving  themselves."  It  does  therefore 
appear  to  the  physicians  that  to  remove  or  lessen  on  every  occasion,  and  in 
every  detail,  all  apprehension  of  contagion  should  be  ^'  a  paramount  considera- 
tion," and  that  among  the  measures  to  be  taken  on  the  approach  of  any 
epidemic,  this  consideration  is  the  first  and  most  important. 

The  Commissioners  proceed  to  observe,  as  an  additional  reason  for  separating 
cholera  cases  from  all  other  cases  in  a  fever  hospital,  that  ^'  such  is  the  fatal 
character  of  the  disease,  and  so  fearful  in  many  cases  the  manifestations  of  its 
presence,  that  the  Commissioners  feel  an  insuperable  reluctance  to  permit 
patients  suffering  from  various  kinds  of  fever,  some  of  them  peculiarly  calcu- 
lated to  disturb  and  unsettle  the  mental  powers,  to  be  exposed  to  the  impres- 
sions created  by  the  presence  and  treatment  of  a  case  of  cholera  in  the  same 
ward  if  by  any  arrangement  this  can  be  avoided."  The  physicians  beg  to 
observe  to  the  Commissioners,  in  reply  to  this,  that  fever  wards  are  seldom 
without  cases  of  confluent  small-pox,  malignant  scarlatina,  erysipelas,  typhus, 
&c.  &c.,  and  other  diseases  fully  as  fatal  in  character,  and  with  more  fearful  mani- 
festations, than  cholera ;  and  with  regard  to  any  injurious  impressions  on  the 
fever  patients,  the  physicians  must  observe  that  this  apprehension  on  the  part 
of  the  Commissioners  is  purely  imaginary.  The  question  has  occasionally  been 
discussed  of  the  propriety  of  indiscriminately  mixing  fever  patients  (which  is 
now  the  practice  in  most  large  hospitals  in  England  and  on  the  Continent) 
with  other  patients,  on  the  ground  that  the  presence  of  fever  patients  might  be 
injurious  to  patients  labouring  under  other  diseases  in  the  same  wards,  but  the 
converse  of  this  proposition,  viz.,  that  the  presence  of  patients  labouring  under 
other  diseases  might  be  injurious  to  fever  patients,  is  altogether  unsupported 
by  observation  or  experience.    Fever  patients  of  all  kinds  are  notoriously  and  , 

peculiarly  indifferent  to  the  nature  of  all  cases  around  them. 

The  Commissioners  "  having  instructed  their  inspector,  Mr.  Crawford,  to 
examine  the  records  of  the  hospitals,  and  report,  &c.'*  proceed  to  observe,  *^  that 
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House  of  Industry,  the  physicians  appear  to  labour  under  a  misapprehension  as  to  the  length  of 

the  period  during  which  the  system  of  treating  cholera  patients  in  the  same 

wards  with  other  patients  has  prevailed  in  the  Hardwicke  Fever  Hospital," 
and  that  the  experience  of  treating  cases  of  cholera  in  general  wards  must 
therefore,  instead  of  extending  over  a  period  of  20  years  from  the  outbi^eak  of 
epidemic  cholera  in  1832  up  to  the  present,  be  limited  to  the  visitation  of 
cholera  in  1849. 

The  physicians,  in  reply  to  the  Commissioners'  statement  as  to  the  practice 
of  the  hospital  in  1832,  beg  to  state  that  all  the  physicians  attached  to  the 
hospital  in  1832  are  long  since  dead ;  that  on  the  occasion  of  a  policeman  being 
refused  admission  to  the  Hardwicke  Hospital  by  an  order  from  the  governor  in 
the  commencement  of  the  epidemic  of  1849,  and  a  complaint  being  made  on 
the  subject  by  the  Commissioners  of  Police,  inquiries  were  made  by  the 
physicians  to  ascertain  if  any  such  order  had  ever  previously  existed^  extending 
as  far  back  as  1832.  It  was  ascertained  that  no  such  regulation  had  previously 
existed;  the  only  information  that  could  be  had  as  to  the  practice  of  the 
hospital  in  1832  and  1833  was  from  servants  about  the  hospital,  no  records  of 
cases  having  been  kept  previously  to  1841,  and  all  that  could  be  ascertained 
was,  that  cholera  cases  were  treated  in  the  Hardwicke  Hospital  in  1832  and 
1833 ;  the  physicians  were,  therefore,  as  for  as  inquiry  could  go,  justified  in 
the  statement  they  made.  The  physicians  can  have  no  doubt  that  Dr.  Mayne's 
statement  is  correct  b&  far  as  he  knew,  but  a  clinical  clerk's  knowledge  of  cases 
very  seldom  extends  beyond  his  own  wards,  and  cholera  cases  may  have  been 
in  the  other  wards  without  Dr.  Mayne's  knowledge.  The  state  of  the  hospital 
wards  in  1833  is  therefore  one  of  uncertainty.  With  regard  to  the  statement 
in  Mr.  Crawford's  report,  that  '*the  experience  of  treating  cases  of  cholera 
must,  therefore,  instead  of  extending  over  a  period  of  20  years,  be  limited  to 
the  outbreak  of  cholera  in  1849,"  the  physicians  have  to  observe  that  personal 
experience  extends  as  far  back  as  1839,  the  date  of  the  appointment  of  the 
senior  physician  ;  and  Mr.  Crawford  appears  to  have  not  been  aware  that 
cholera  has  prevailed  in  these  countiies  as  a  sporadic  disease,  in  no  other 
respect  differing  from  epidemic  cholera,  from  1832  up  to  the  present  time  {vide 
Registrar-general's  Report  on  Cholera  in  1838,  1841,  1843,  1844,  1846,  1848), 
and  deaths  occurred  from  cholera  in  the  Hardwicke  Hospital  in  1844,  1845, 
1846,  1849,  1851,  1852,  and  in  the  Whitworth  Hospital  in  1853.  No  records 
of  cases  were  kept  previously  to  1841.  The  experience  of  treating  cholera  eases 
indiscriminately  with  others  is  therefore  not  confined  to  the  limited  period 
assigned  in  Mr.  Crawford's  report. 

Mr.  Crawford  proceeds  to  give  a  list  of  all  the  cases  that  were  treated  in  the 
Hardwicke  Hospital  from  14th  March  to  31st  October  1849,  and  to  draw 
conclusions  from  his  observations.  In  this  part  of  Mr.  Cravrfbrd's  report 
there  are  serious  inaccuracies,  omissions,  and  errors,  which  are  of  too  much 
importance  to  be  passed  over ;  but  before  noticing  them  the  physicians  feel 
themselves  bound  to  express  their  perfect  conviction  that  Mr.  Crawford  used 
his  best  endeavours  to  avoid  all  error,  but  mistakes  were  unavoidable  on  Mr. 
Crawford's  part  from  his  want  of  professional  knowledge.  Those  mistakes 
might  have  been  obviated  in  the  course  of  the  inquiry,  but  for  tiie  circum- 
stance of  Mr.  Crawford's  inquiry  having  been  kept  secret  from  the  medical 
officers,  the  only  persons  who  could  have  given  him  ftdl  and  satisfactory 
information  on  the  purely  professional  points  examined  into,  a  circumstance 
which  subjects  the  report  to  the  appearance  of  being  directed  rather  to  support 
a  particular  view,  than  to  elicit  the  whole  facts. 

Mr.  Crawford's  report  states  that  in  the  interval  between  the  1 4th  March 
and  31st  October  1849,  59  cases  of  cholera  were  admitted,  and  "  that  in  these 
cases  death  ensued  in  as  nearly  as  possible  one-half  of  the  parties  affected  with 
cholera,  29  having  died,  and  30  having  been  discharged  cured,  or  about  49  per 
cent."  This  is  rather  a  low  hospital  mortality,  for  only  the  worst  cases 
generally  seek  admission  into  hospital,  and  some  of  those  admitted  into  the 
Hardwicke  were  brought  in  a  dying  state  by  the  police  from  the  Bow-street 
Night  Asylum.  The  average  mortality  over  the  whole  of  Ireland  in  the  last 
epidemic,  including  the  mildest  cases  not  requiring  hospital  relief,  was  more 
than  42  per  cent. 

Mr.  Crawford's  report  states,  "  It  will  be  seen  on  reference  to  the  return 
that  in  five  of  the  cases,  viz.,  those  numbered  6, 1 1, 12,  34,  and  57,  the  parties 
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were  originally  admitted  as  fever  patients,  but  took  cholera  in  the  hospital^  the  H^nte  of  iDdknuy. 
effect  of  which  was  ftttai  in  four  of  the  instances."    One  of  these  cases  must  be  ~~ 

excluded,  No.  57-  Catherine  Mocmey  is  noted  in  Mr.  Crawford's  report  as 
having  ^  died  of  cholera  after  fever."  This  is  not  the  record  in  the  hospital 
book ;  Catherine  Mooney  is  marked  as  having  been  admitted  on  the  1 0th 
October,  ill  of  **  fever  and  cholera;  14  days  ill."  She  died  on  the  following 
day,  having  been  not  more  than  24  hours  in  hospital.  The  "Cause  of  Death 
Book"  says  she  died  of  "  cholera  and  fever." 

It  appears,  then,  that  the  whole  number  of  patients  origmally  admitted  for 
other  diseases,  and  subsequently  attacked  by  cholera,  from  14th  March  to  Slst 
October,  being  nearly  a  period  of  eight  months,  was  only  four,  and  when  is 
added  to  this  the  fact  which  Mr.  Crawford's  report  omits,  that  there  passed 
through  the  hospital  within  that  period  1,5/9  fever  patients,  with  whom  the 
cholera  admissions  were  indiscriminately  mixed,  of  whom  only  four  were 
attacked  by  cholera,  being  a  smaller  proportion  of  cholera  cases  than  occurred 
in  the  Richmond  Hospital  and  lunatic  cells,  into  which  no  cholera  cases  were 
admitted,  it  does  appear  to  prove  that  there  should  be  no  apprehension  in 
admitting  patients  suffering  under  these  two  diseases  into  the  same  wards, 
a  conclusion  the  opposite  to  that  which  the  Commissioners  have  drawn  from 
Mr.  Crawford's  report.  Cholera  would  appear  to  have  even  less  tendency 
than  many  other  diseases  to  attack  fever  patients,  for  if  erysipelas,  diffuse 
inflammation,  or  other  diseases  which  occasionally  appear  epidemically,  had 
prevailed  through  a  similar  period,  it  may  be,  without  hesitation,  asserted,  that 
a  far  greater  number  of  fever  patients  would  have  been  attacked  by  those 
diseases  than  were  attacked  by  cholera.  But  it  will  still  further  appear  ia 
a  subsequent  place  that  it  is  most  improbable  that  even  the  small  number  of 
four  could  have  taken  the  disease  from  contagion. 

Mr.  Crawford's  report  states,  **  In  case  No.  45,  the  party  attacked,  Marcella 
Daly,  was  one  of  the  servants  of  the  institution,  being  employed  as  laundry 
maid  in  the  hospital,"  leaving  it  to  be  inferred  that  she  caught  the  disease  by 
contagion ;  but  Mr.  Crawford  should  have  stated  that  she  had  no  connexion 
with  the  cholera  cases,  and  that  she  slept  in  a  building  apart  from  the  hospital. 
He  omits  to  notice,  that  of  all  the  nurses  and  wardmaids  attending  on  the 
cholera  patients,  and  employed  in  changing  their  bed  clothes,  removing  their 
excretions,  and  some  of  them  sleeping  in  the  same  wards  with  the  convalescents 
from  cholera  and  fever,  merely  separated  from  them  by  a  wooden  screen  of  a 
few  feet  high,  not  one  caught  cholera.  Another  resident  of  the  institution, 
Anne  Connor,  wife  of  the  porter  of  the  Whitworth  Hospital,  and  her  son,  having 
no  intercourse  whatever  with  the  Hardwicke  Hospital,  and  sleeping  within  the 
grounds  of  the  Whitworth  Hospital,  were  attacked  by  cholera,  while  Doyle  and 
a  member  of  his  family,  sleeping  in  the  gate-house  of  the  Hardwicke  Hospital, 
and  constantly  exposed  to  close  intercourse  with  the  cholera  cases,  were  not 
attacked  by  it.  Thus  the  servants  of  the  institution  in  close  attendance  on 
cholera  cases  all  escaped  the  disease,  while  the  parties  attacked  were  those 
who  had  no  intercourse  with  the  cholera  cases* 

Mr.  Crawford's  report  proceeds,  "  It  appears  thus,  that  out  of  the  entire 
number  of  cases  treated,  10  per  cent,  consisted  of  parties  who  were  attacked 
with  the  disease  while  inmates  of  the  hospital." 

Mr.  Crawford,  in  the  above  paragraph,  omits  hi  his  calculation  in  estimatmg 
the  Uability  of  the  inmates  of  the  hospital  to  cholera,  the  only  element  on  which 
the  per-centage  attacked  should  have  been  calculated,  namely,  the  number  of 
inmates  of  the  hospital  within  the  period  mentioned.  The  facts,  in  actual 
numbers,  are  these :  that  (exclusive  of  65  cases  of  cholera)  1,679  fever  patients 
passed  through  the  Hardwicke  Hospital  within  the  period  mentioned ;  that  65 
cases  of  cholera  were  admitted  into  hospital  and  indiscriminately  mingled 
through  the  wards,  and  that  four  of  the  1,579  patients  were  attacked  by 
cholera.  It  will  be  seen  that  of  1,579,  being  the  number  of  fever  cases 
treated  in  the  Hardwicke  Hospital  within  a  period  of  eight  months,  the  pro- 
portion attacked  by  cholera  was  only  0*2533  per  cent.,  or  one  in  395,  while  in 
the  Richmond  Hospital,  into  which  no  cholera  cases  were  admitted,  one  in 
247  was  attacked  within  the  same  period. 

Mr.  Crawford  states  that  he  **  can  find  no  record  of  any  party  having  been 
removed  from  either  the  Whitworth  or  Richmond  Hospital  as  suffering  under 
the  disease,  from  which  they  appear  to  be  perfectly  free,  whilst  patients  in  the 
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Jlooseof  Induairy.  Hardwicke  Hospital^  in  the  ward  where  cholera  patients  were  admitted,  took 
'"-^  the  disease."    Mr.  Crawford  has  written  in  ignorance  of  the  facts,  that  four 

patients  in  the  Richmond  Hospital  were  attacked  by  cholera,  and  two  persons^ 
in  the  Whitworth,  the  porter's  wife  and  child,  and  has  omitted  to  state  that 
in  wards  Nos.  1,  2,  3,  and  9^  into  which  cholera  was  admitted,  no  patients  took 
the  disease. 

Mr.  Crawford*s  report  omits  to  notice  that  cholera  broke  out  among  the 
lunatics,  who  were  more  effectually  protected  from  the  influence  of  contagion 
than  even  the  inmates  of  the  Richmond  Hospital,  and  that  among  the  lunatics 
thus  protected,  and  only  106  in  number,  there  occurred  three  fatal  cases  of 
cholera  within  the  period  above  mentioned,  equalling  the  number  of  deaths 
that  occurred  in  the  Hardwicke  Hospital. 

Mr.  Crawford's  report  proceeds,  "  I  may  observe  that  in  all  the  cases  in 
which  cholera  was  taken  by  fever  patients,  it  appears  conclusively  from  the 
return  that  they  were  in  the  same  ward  with  cholera  patients,"  leaving  it  to 
be  inferred  that  there  were  wards  into  which  cholera  was  not  admitted ;  but  there 
were  no  such  wards.  The  distribution  of  the  wards  was  as  follows :  there  were 
nine  wards,  Nos.  1,  2,  3,  4,  6,  8,  and  9,  into  which  patients,  whether  fever  or 
cholera,  were  indiscriminately  admitted  as  vacancies  occurred,  and  Mr. 
Crawford's  report  gives  cases  in  all  those  wards ;  the  remaining  two  wards, 
Nos.  5,  and  7»  were  convalescent  wards. 

The  report  then  proceeds  to  detail  the  five  cases  supposed  to  have  taken  cho- 
lera from  contagion.  Of  these,  Michael  Whelan,  No.  6,  is  described  as  taking 
cholera  in  No.  8  ward,  "  to  which  the  return  shows  that  two  cholera  patients 
.had  been  admitted;  '*  but  of  these  two,  one,  Thomas  Young,  had  died  on  the 
26th  March,  two  days  before  the  admission  of  Whelan ;  and  the  other,  John 
Rourke,  admitted  for  "cholera  and  fever,"  on  the  14th  of  March,  must  have  been 
free  from  every  trace  of  cholera  on  the  admission  of  Whelan,  as  1 4  days  had 
elapsed  between  his  admission  on  the  14th  March,  and  that  of  Whelan  on  the 
28th.  It  is  straining  the  doctrine  of  contagion  very  far  to  ascribe  Whdan's 
attack  to  the  influence  of  either  of  these  two  cases. 

Catherine  Mooney,  No.  57)  is  described  as  "having  taken  cholera  from 
parties  admitted  into  the  same  ward  with  cholera."  Catherine  Mooney  was 
admitted  on  the  10th  October,  14  days  ill  of  "  fever  and  cholera,"  and  died  on 
the  1 1th,  having  been  only  24  hours  in  hospital.  In  Mr.  Crawford's  report  she 
is  stated  as  having  "  died  of  cholera  after  fever,"  which  is  not  the  entiy  in  the 
admission  book.  She  died  within  24  hoiu*s  after  admission  ;  and  there  had  not 
been  a  case  of  cholera  in  No.  6  ward  for  15  days  before  her  admission ;  the  last 
previous  to  her  admission  having  been  Mary  Anne  Boylan,  admitted  on  the  19th 
September,  who  died  on  25th  September.  Of  the  five  cases  adduced  in  Mr. 
Crawford's  report,  there  remain  then  but  three  to  support,  even  most  remotely, 
the  supposition  of  infection. 

With  regard  to  the  opinion  of  the  College  of  Physicians  adduced  by  the  Com- 
missioners in  support  of  their  view,  that  **  they  (the  College)  apprehend  that 
other  patients  might  be  injuriously  affected  by  terror,  and  even  rendered  liable 
to  the  attack  of  cholera  itself/'  the  physicians  have  to  observe  that  the  College 
of  Physicians  correctly  limit  their  opinion  to  the  expression  of  a  mere  appre* 
hension  that  other  patients  might  be  injuriously  affected,  &c.  It  is  probable 
that  if  the  college  had  taken  into  consideration  the  indiscriminate  admission  of 
cholera  patients  into  general  hospitals  in  India  and  England,  and  if  it  had 
occurred  to  them  to  inquire  into  the  experience  of  similar  admissions  into  the 
Hardwicke  Hospital  in  the  last  epidemic,  they  would  not  have  expressed  even 
this  apprehension ;  and  it  has  so  happened  that  Dr.  Banks,  whose  views  are 
those  expressed  in  this  communication,  is  the  only  member  of  the  college  who 
has  had  tbe  opportunity  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  question  from  personal 
observation. 

To  sum  up  the  whole  facts,  and  state  them  fairly  as  they  occurred,  as  bearing 
upon  the  indiscriminate  admission  of  fever  and  cholera  patients  into  the  Hard* 
wicke  Hospital  in  the  epidemic  of  1849,  they  are  as  follows  : 

The  whole  institution  consists  of  the  Hardwicke  (including  the  Supplemental 
Hospital),  the  Richmond  Surgical  Hospital,  and  the  lunatic  department,  and 
the  Whitworth  Hospital.  Cholera  and  fever  patients  were  indiscriminately 
admitted  into  the  wards  of  the  Hardwicke  and  Supplemental  Hospitals  during 
that  period,  extending  from  March  14th  to  October  31st;  1,634  patients  were 
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admitted^  of  whom  54  laboured  iiadcr  chotera  on  adBusfikm ;  of  the  Femai^iiig  Hmw  bf  initait^. 

number,  viz.,  1,579,  mingled  indiscnriminately  with  efaokra  ca^s,  four  were  *— 

attacked  with  cholera  after  admissloEi  for  other  diseases,  or  one  out  of  every 

395.    Within  the  same  period,  1,009  patients  passed  through  the  Richmond 

Hospital,  from  which  cholera  was  carefully  excluded ;  of  these,  four  patieoats,  in 

wards  having  no  connexion  with  one  another,  were  seised  with  cholera,  or  one 

x)ut  of  every  252.   The  lunatic  department,  consisting  of  106  permanent  inmates, 

was  still  better  protected  than  the  Richmond  from  contagion.    In  it  three  ca3e9 

occurred,  or  one  in  35 ;  and  two  persons  connected  with  the  Whitworth  Hos* 

pital  were  attacked  by  cholkra.  Hence  it  appears  that  a  smaller  number,  in  pror 

portion  to  the  number  of  inmates,  was  attacked  by  cholera  in  the  Hardwioke 

Hospital,  in  which  there  was  an  indiscriminate  admission  of  fever  and  cholera 

cases,  than  in  the  Richmond  and  lunatic  department,  where  every  preoautioa 

was  tak^i  to  exclude  the  disease. 

This  result  may  teach  this  useful  lesson:  that  the  large,  airy,  and  weU- 
ventilated  wards  of  well-constnicted  fever  hos{Htals,  with  their  appliances  for 
cleanliness,  form  the  best  protection  against  the  extension  of  cholera,  and  that 
more  Uves  will  be  saved  by  the  general  admiraion  of  cholera  cases  into  fever 
hospitals  than  by  consigning  them  to  the  ill^apted  and  most  often  confined 
and  badly-ventilated  houses  that  are,  for  the  emergency,  converted  into 
cholera  hospitals,  while  the  great  moral  impression  will  be  made  upon  the 
people  how  little  they  have  to  dread  from  contagion. 

As  the  number  of  cases  of  cholera  that  occurred  among  the  inmates  of  the 
Hardwicke  Hospital  did  not  equal  the  proportionate  number  of  cases  of  cholera 
of  spontaneous  origin  that  occurred  in  the  Richmond  Hospital  and  lunatic 
department,  it  is  not  required  to  call  in  the  agency  of  contagion  to  account  for 
the  occurrence  of  four  cases  in  the  Hardwicke  Hospital,  nor  does  it  seem 
justified  on  such  slender  grounds  to  give  countenance  to  the  popular  and 
ignorant  terrors  of  contagion. 

With  regard  to  the  apprehension  expressed  by  the  Commissioners  of  the 
contagion  of  fever  extenomg  to  the  patients  recovering  from  cholera,  there  is 
so  little  ground  for  apprehension  of  the  extension  of  the  contagion  of  fever  in 
lofty  well'ventilated  wards,  that  this  objection  scarcely  deserves  notice.  Fever 
hospitals  contain  almost  always  a  considerable  proportion  of  patients  labouring 
under,  or  convalescent  from,  many  other  acute  diseases ;  they  are  not  found  to 
catch  fever,  and  there  is  no  more  reason  for  apprehending  the  extension  of 
fever  to  cholera  convalescents  than  to  others.  In  all  the  continental  hospitals 
fever  patients  are  indiscriminately  mixed  with  other  diseases ;  the  same  system 
is  now  introduced  into  some  of  the  newest  and  largest  hospitals  of  England  ; 
and  thus  an  evil  productive  of  great  misery,  the  dread  of  contagion,  is  abated, 
and  the  poorest  learn  that,  with  cleanliness  and  ventilation,  contagion  is  not  to 
be  dreaded. 

The  whole  number  of  cases  adduced  by  Mr.  Crawford  in  support  of  the 
apprehension  expressed  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  conveyance  of  fever  by 
contagion  to  cholera  convalescents  are  the  following.  In  narrating  these  cases, 
Mr.  Crawford  appears  to  have  misapprehended  the  registry:  No.  1,  John 
Rourke,  is  described  in  hospital  registry  as  admitted  ill  of  ^*  cholera  and  fever  ;'* 
Mr.  Crawford's  report  states  that  "  this  man  was  admitted  for  cholera,  and  took 
fever  in  hospital,*"  a  statement  quite  unsupported  by  the  registry.  Mary  CoflFey, 
No.  36,  is  described  in  registry  as  admitted  for  "fever  after  cholera;"  Mr, 
Crawford's  report  says  ^*  she  took  fever  after  cholera."  Anne  Connor,  No.  46, 
is  marked  in  like  manner,  admitted  *^  for  fever  after  cholera ;"  Mr.  Crawford's 
report  says  "  took  fever  after  cholera."  Anne  Connor  (case  already  noticed) 
was  wife  of  porter  in  gate-house  of  Whitworth  Hospital,  was  attacked  by 
cholera,  and  was  treated  in  her  own  residence  for  it,  and  on  fever  making  its 
appearance  was  transferred  to  the  Hardwicke  Hospital,  and  she  was  marked  in 
admission  book  **  fever  after  cholera ;"  rfie  did  not  take  fever  in  hospital  after 
cholera,  as  Mr.  Crawford  states.  Alicia  Council,  No.  48,  is  described  in 
registry  as  admitted  ill  of  "  fever  after  cholera ;"  in  the  report,  as  in  Connor's 
case,  it  is  erroneously  stated  that  she  '^took  fever  after  cholera,"  as  if  she  had 
taken  contagious  fever  in  hospital,  a  statement  not  in  accordance  with  the  registry. 
Anne  Kavanagh,  No.  52,  in  like  manner  registered  on  admission,  *^  fever  after 
cholera,"  in  Mr.  Crawford*s  report  is  described  as  if  having  taken  fever  in  the 
hospital  after  admission  for  cholera.  Mary  Anne  Boylan  was  admitted  for  cholera, 
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Home  of  luduitry.  and  died  of  fever  and  jaundice  after  cholera*  The  occurrence  of  jaundice 
— ~"  sufficiently  shows  that  this  was  the  secondary  fever  of  cholera* 

This  list  comprises  all  the  cases  adduced  by  Mr.  Crawford,  and  completely 
dispels  any  apprehension  that  might  be  entertamed  of  the  convalescent  cholent 
patients  catching  fever. 

The  Commissioners  in  expressing  their  apprehension  of  cholera  convalescent 
patients  catching  contagious  fever  from  patients  in  the  same  ward,  quote  the 
following  passage  from  Mr.  Crawford's  report : 

^^  Referring  to  the  cases  of  parties  admitted  for  cholera  who  were  afterwards 
attacked  with  fever,  it  appears  in  some  degree  singular  that  none  of  those  cases 
occurred  among  patients  in  No.  9  ward,  which  I  find  was  specially  set  apart 
for  the  cases  of  men  belonging  to  the  metropolitan  police  attacked  with  cholera, 
and  in  which,  consequently,  no  fever  cases  were  simultaneously  treated.  This 
ward  was  the  only  one  in  which  cholera  patients  were  kept  separate,  patients 
labouring  under  cholera  being  admitted  into  all  the  other  wards  along  with  fever 
cases/'  The  above  statement  is  altogether  inaccurate  in  its  facts.  Fever  patients 
were  treated  simultaneously  in  No.  9  ward ;  cholera  cases  were  not  kept  separate 
in  it;  the  ward  was  not  exclusively  appropriated  to  the  metropolitan  police* 
The  following  cases  of  fever,  23  in  number,  were  admitted  into  this  ward 
between  the  14th  March  and  the  31st  October  (extracted  from  admisssion 
book  of  hospital).

In  addition  to  the  above  cases  of  fever,  there  were  admitted  into  the  ward 
within  the  same  period  eases  of  dysentery,  diarrhoea,  delirium  tremens,  colic, 
and  small-pox. 

The  physicians  regret  they  have  felt  obliged  to  trespass  at  so  much  length 
upon  the  attention  of  the  (Commissioners ;  but  from  the  position  in  which  they 
are  placed  as  hospital  physicians  and  teachers  of  cUnical  medicine,  and  from  tl^e 
influence  the  practice  of  their  hospital  must  exert  upon  both  students  and  the 
public,  they  have  considered  it  a  duty  to  go  thus  at  length  into  the  question 
on  which  their  views  differ  from  those  of  the  Commissioners,  and  again,  an^ 
finally,  to  express  their  conviction  that  no  sufficient  grounds  exist  for  making 
the  admission  of  cholera  patients  into  any  hospital  appropriated  for  the  recep- 
tion of  epidemic  or  contagious  diseases  au  exception  to  the  ordinary  rules  qf 
admission.

Letter  from  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  to  C.  8.  Crawford^  Esq.,  Poor  Law  Hoott  of  Industry. 

Inspector,  dated  1  April  1854.  

Referring  to  your  report  of  the  13th  January  last,  communicating  to  the 
Commissioners  the  result  of  the  inquiry  instituted  by  you  with  the  view  of  ascer- 
taining the  circumstances  attending  the  system  of  indiscriminate  treatment  of 
cholera  cases  in  the  general  wards  of  the  Hardwicke  Hospital  of  the  House  of 
Industry  which  is  alleged  to  have  prevailed  during  former  visitations  of  cholera, 
I  am  directed  by  the  Commissioners  for  Administering  the  Laws  for  the  Relief  of 
the  Poor  in  Ireland  to  forward  to  you  the  accompanying  communication,  dated 
the  25th  ultimo,  which  the  Commissioners  have  received  from  the  physicians  of 
1:he  House  of  Industry  on  the  subject ;  and  I  am  to  request  you  will  be  so  good 
as  to  report  further  to  the  Commissioners  on  the  subject  of  the  statements  con- 
i;ained  therein.

Letter  from  C  S.  Crawford^  Esq.,  Poor  Law  Inspector,  to  the  Poor  Law 
Commissioners,  dated  20th  May  1854. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  you  that,  in  accordance  with  your  instructions 
of  the  1st  of  April  last.  No.  10,016,  I  have  made  further  inquiry  relative  to  the 
system  of  the  treatment  of  cholera  cases  in  the  general  wards  of  the  Hardwicke 
Hospital,  in  reference  to  the  physicians'  letter  of  the  20th  of  March  last. 

The  first  part  of  this  communication  which  I  desire  to  notice  is  that  relative 
to  the  length  of  the  period  during  which  the  practice  of  admitting  cholera  cases 
into  the  general  wards  has  prevailed,  as  to  which  point  it  appears  still  to  be 
maintained  that  the  practice  existed  during  the  visitation  of  the  disease  in  1832 
and  1833,  although  it  seems  to  me  that  no  circumstances  are  adduced  to  throw 
the  smallest  doubt  upon  the  information  which  I  received  upon  this  subject  from 
Dr.  Mayne,  without  whose  knowledge  (being  at  that  time  sole  clinical  clerk) 
cholera  cases  could  not  have  been  treated  in  the  general  wards ;  I  therefore 
altogether  dissent  from  the  statement,  that  the  state  of  the  hospital  wards  in 
1833  is  one  of  uncertainty,  as  I  think  it  perfectly  established  that  at  that  period 
cases  of  cholera  were  treated  in  a  separate  part  of  the  hospital  allocated  to  that 
special  object. 

With  respect  to  the  statement  that  deaths  occurred  from  cholera  in  the  Hard- 
wicke Hospital  in  1844,  1845,  1846,  1849,  1851,  and  1852, 1  find  that  in  1844 
one  case  of  cholera  is  entered  upon  the  records  of  the  hospital  as  having  died 
of  cholera :  that  in  the  year  1845,  one  party  is  returned  as  having  died  of  English 
cholera ;  that  in  1846,  five  parties  are  stated  to  have  died  of  cholera  ;  and  that 
in  1851,  one  death  is  stated  to  have  occurred  from  English  cholera,  and  two 
deaths  from  the  same  causes  in  1852. 

From  these  circumstances  the  physicians  may,  perhaps,  be  justified  in 
founding  some  degree  of  argument  upon  the  experience  of  these  years ;  but  I 
do  not  think  it  can  be  considered  as  of  much  weight  when  the  small  mortality 
is  considered. 

With  regard  to  the  experience  of  the  treatment  of  cholera  in  the  Whitworth 
Hospital,  where  it  is  alleged  that  deaths  from  this  disease  occurred  in  1853, 1 
find  that  the  only  death  entered  on  the  register  of  the  hospital  of  this  descrip- 
tion is  that  of  Ellen  Mooney,  a  child  attacked  recently,  in  the  month  of  November 
last,  who  died  in  a  few  hours  after  admission. 

With  respect  to  the  five  cases  in  which  I  observed  in  my  former  report,  in 
which  parties  admitted  for  fever  were  afterwards  attacked  with  cholera,  there 
does  not  appear  to  be  any  denial  made  of  the  lact  in  four  of  the  instances  re- 
ferred to  ;  the  only  case  in  which  this  fact  is  disputed  being  that  of  Catherine 
Mooney ;  with  regard  to  which,  the  statement  in  the  letter  of  Dr.  Gordon  is 
correct.

House  of  lodustry.  cholera,  led  me  to  suppose  that  cholera  had  supervened  upon  the  former  disease, 
whilst  the  patient  was  in  hospital,  which  seems  not  to  have  been  the  case. 

The  statement  as  to  1,579  fever  patients  having  passed  tiurougfa  die  hospital 
during  the  period  in  which  cholera  cases  were  treated  there,  appears  to  be 
correct  according  to  the  register,  and  the  ph3rsicians  appear  to  be  ^ititled  toliie 
credit  attached  to  this  fact. 

With  regard  to  the  case  of  Marcella  Daly,  who  died  of  cholera,  having  been 
employed  as  laundry  maid  in  the  Hardwicke,  I  believe  it  to  be  quite  correctly 
stated  that  she  slept  in  a  building  apart  from  the  hospital,  and  had  no  immediate 
connexion  with  the  cholera  cases ;  but  there  is  no  doubt  she  was  engaged  in 
washing  the  hospital  clothing  and  bedding,  which  appears  to  me  to  be  quite 
sufficient  to  form  a  connexion  between  her  and  the  cholera  patients,  without 
her  having  been  in  immediate  attendance  upon  them. 

With  regard  to  the  statements  made  as  to  the  occurrence  of  cholera  cases  at 
the  same  period  in  the  Richmond  and  Whitworth  Hospitals,  and  in  the  lunatic 
cells,  1  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain  with  precision  the  number  of  cases  of 
this  description  which  occurred  in  the  Richmond,  the  register  containing  no 
description  of  the  disease  for  which  parties  were  treated,  and  I  cannot  find  that 
any  other  authentic  record  exists  which  would  throw  light  on  the  subject. 

With  regard  to  the  Whitworth,  the  register  does  not  show  any  record  of  the 
occurrence  of  a  case  of  cholera,  and  there  appears  to  be  no  doubt  that  the 
cases  referred  to  by  Dr.  Gordon  as  having  occurred  there  were  those  of  the 
porter's  wife  and  child,  who  did  not  sleep  within  the  hospital,  but  in  a  separate 
house  on  the  grounds. 

TTie  fact  is  correctly  stated  as  to  three  of  the  lunatics  in  the  Hardwicke  cells 
having  been  attacked  with,  and  died  of  cholera,  during  the  period  in  which 
cholera  patients  were  admitted  into  the  hospital. 

With  respect  to  the  cases  in  which  an  entry  was  made  of  the  occurrence  of 
fever  after  cholera,  I  have  to  observe,  that  I  did  not  think  much  stress  should 
be  laid  upon  this  point  (the  species  of  fever  not  being  mentioned) ;  the  entry 
in  the  register  of  '^  fever  after  cholera,''  led  me  to  suppose  in  these  cases  that 
fever  had  supervened  on  the  first  disease  whilst  the  parties  were  inmates  of  the 
hospital ;  but  I  have  no  reason  to  doubt  the  explanation  of  the  entry  given  by 
the  physicians.  1  was  in  error  with  respect  to  the  statement  I  made  as  to 
No.  9  ward  being  restricted  to  the  care  of  members  of  the  metropolitan  police 
force  attacked  with  cholera ;  which  circmnstanee  was,  at  the  time  I  made  my 
report,  stated  to  me  by  the  governor,  whose  recollection  on  the  subject  does 
not  appear  to  have  been  accurate. 

The  above  is  all  the  information  I  have  been  able  to  procure  on  the  subject 
of  the  statements  made  in  the  letter  of  Dr.  Gordon ;  the  fact  remains  undoubted 
that  three  patients,  admitted  for  fever,  were  subsequentiy  attacked  with  cholera, 
as  was  also  one  of  the  servants  engaged  in  washing  the  hospital  clothes ;  this 
may  not  have  proceeded  from  infection,  but  I  remain  still  of  opinion,  under 
the  circumstances,  that  grounds  exist  for  thinking  such  may  have  been  the  case, 
and  that  therefore  it  would  be  unadvisable  to  mix  up  fever  and  cholera  cases 
in  the  event  of  a  new  outbreak  of  the.  latter  disease.

Letter  firom  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  to  the  Physicians  of  the  Whitwarii 
and  Hardwicke  Hospitals,  dated  16  June  1854. 

The  Commissioners  for  Administering  the  Laws  for  Relief  of  the  Poor  in 
Ireland  duly  received  your  letter  of  the  26th  March  last,  on  the  subject  of  the 
treatment  of  cholera  cases  in  the  wards  of  the  Hardwicke  Hospital. 

The  Commissioners  have  since  been  in  communication  with  their  inspector, 
Mr.  Crawford,  regarding  the  errors  in  matter  of  fact  which  the  physicians 
point  out  in  his  report  of  the  13th  January,  and  have  received  from  Mr* 
Crawford  a  further  report  on  the  subject. 

As  the  Commissioners  retain  the  opinion  which  they  expressed  at  the  com- 
mencement of  this  correspondence  as  to  the  inexpediency  of  receiving  cases 
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of  Asiatic  cholera  indiscriminately  into  the  wards  of  the  Hardwicke  Fever  House  of  Industry. 
Hospital,  they  think  it  due  to  the  physicians,  who  still  entertain  a  diflferent 
opinion,  to  reply  to  their  communication  of  the  25th  March, 

The  explanations  given  by  the  physicians  regarding  the  extent  of  their 
experience  of  the  practice  objected  to,  and  regarding  the  good  results  of  that 
practice,  have  been  the  subject  of  further  inquiry  ;  and  the  facts  as  now  before 
the  Commissioners  appear  to  them  to  differ  in  no  material  respect  from  the 
facts  set  forth  in  their  letter  of  the  19th  January. 

With  regard  to  the  extent  of  experience  of  the  practice  stated  to  have  com- 
menced in  1832,  there  seems  no  reason  to  doubt  that  Dr.  Mayne  is  correct  in 
describing  the  practice  as  the  reverse  of  that  represented  by  the  physicians 
during  the  visitation  of  cholera  in  1832.  As  to  the  interval  between  1832  and 
1849,  Mr.  Crawford  finds  on  examination  of  the  hospital  records,  which  com- 
mence in  1841,  "  that  in  1844,  one  case  of  cholera  is  entered  upon  the  records 
of  the  hospital  as  having  died  of  cholera;  that  in  the  year  1845,  one  party  is 
returned  as  having  died  of  EngUsh  cholera;  that  in  1846, five  parties  are  stated 
to  have  died  of  cholera ;  and  that  in  1851,  one  death  is  stated  to  have  occurred 
from  English  cholera,  and  two  deaths  from  the  same  cause  in  1852." 

The  Commissioners  think  that  little  weight  is  to  be  attached  to  the  few  fatal 
cases  so  recorded  in  a  long  series  of  years,  some  of  them  described  as  English 
cholera,  and  none  of  them  expressly  stated  to  be  Asiatic,  and  that  virtually  the 
experience  of  the  practice  in  question  may  be  said  to  be  limited  to  the  epidemic 
of  1849. 

With  regard  to  the  number  of  persons  who  in  1849  took  Asiatic  cholera  in 
the  hospital,  Mr.  Crawford  admits  that  in  the  five  cases  mentioned  by  him,  the 
case  of  Catherine  Mooney  ought  not  to  have  been  included ;  but  there  seems 
to  the  Commissioners  no  reason  for  omitting  from  the  number  the  case  of  the 
laundry- maid,  Marcella  Daly,  who,  although  not  in  attendance  as  a  nurse  upon 
the  cholera  patients  in  the  fever  ward,  must  be  presumed  to  have  been  employed 
in  washing  the  hospital  clothing  and  bedding. 

The  physicians  seem  to  consider  the  proportion  of  persons  admitted  as  fever 
patients  who  took  cholera  and  died  of  it  in  the  hospital  extremely  small,  and  as 
sufficiently  accounted  for  by  the  epidemic  influence,  inasmuch  as  a  much 
greater  proportion  took  cholera  in  the  Hardwicke  lunatic  cells,  and  two  cases 
occurred  (as  they  st^te)  in  the  Whitworth  Hospital,  and  four  others  in  the 
Richmond.  With  regard  to  the  lunatic  cells,  it  is  obvious  that,  with  all  prac- 
ticable care  in  preserving  cleanliness,  the  inmates  of  those  cells  must  be  much 
more  Uable  to  the  predisposing  causes  of  cholera  than  the  patients  in  the  airy 
and  well- ventilated  wards  of  a  fever  hospital.  As  regards  the  Whitworth,  the 
two  eases  cited  appear  not  to  have  occurred  in  that  hospital,  but  in  the  porter's 
lodge,  at  some  distance  from  the  premises.  Reg;arding  the  four  persons  said  to 
have  been  "  attacked  by  cholera  "  in  the  Richmond  Hospital,  the  Commissioners 
have  not  been  able  to  learn  the  particulars,  as  the  register  of  that  hospital  does 
not  supply  the  requisite  information  ;  and  no  other  authentic  record  exists  of 
the  cases.  It  is  not,  however,  stated  that  any  of  these  cases  were  fatal,  nor 
does  it  appear  how  long  after  admission  the  disorder  showed  itself. 

Small  as  the  number  is  of  the  fatal  cases  of  cholera  admitted  on  all  hands  to 
have  arisen  in  the  Hardwicke  Fever  Hospital,  in  wards  to  which  cholera  patients 
had  previously  been  admitted,  it  remains  and  must  remain  doubtful  whether 
these  persons  would  have  lost  their  lives  if  the  practice  adverted  to  had  not 
been  pursued;  and  the  Commissioners  cannot  forbear  to  express  their  deep 
regret  that  such  a  practice  ever  existed. 

Happily  the  cholera  has  not  on  the  present  occasion  visited  Dublin  as  an 
epidemic,  but  should  it  hereafter  do  so,  the  Commissioners,  for  the  reasons  given 
given  in  their  letter  of  19th  January  last,  will  feel  bound  to  require  the 
governor  of  the  hospital  to  act  in  accordance  with  the  views  already  communi- 
cated to  him  by  the  Commissioners,  and  not  to  permit  the  indiscriminate 
admission  of  cholera  cases  into  wards  occupied  by  other  patients. 

The  physicians  have  in  one  part  of  your  letter  reflected  on  the  incompetency 
of  Mr.  Crawford  to  conduct  an  inquiry  on  this  subject,  from  his  want  of  pro- 
fessional knowledge.  In  reply  to  this,  I  am  to  state,  that  the  Commissioners 
find  no  single  question  of  fact  in  dispute  between  the  physicians  and  themselves 
which  involves  any  occasion  for  a  resort  to  professional  knowledge  ;  and  I  am 
to  add,  that  the  Commissioners  in  their  instructions  to  Mr.  Crawford,  expressly 
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House  of  Industry,  limited  his  inquiry  to  matters  of  £aet,  regarding  which  they  had  reason  to- 

expect  that  complete  information  would  be  found  on  the  records  of  the- 

hospitals.

Letter  from  the  Physicians  of  the  JVhitworlh  and  Hardwicke  Hospitals  to 
the  Poor  Law  Commissioners,  dated  30  June  1864. 

I  BEG  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  16th  instant,  in  reply 
to  the  communication  of  the  physicians  of  the  Hardwicke  Hospital  of  the  25 tb 
of  March  last,  and  to  submit  on  our  part  the  following  observations. 

The  Commissioners  in  reference  to  the  statement  of  the  physicians  as  to  their 
experience  in  receiving  cases  of  cholera  indiscriminately  into  the  wards  of  the 
Hardwicke  Hospital,  in  the  interval  between  1832  and  1849,  express  an  opinion 
that  little  weight  is  to  be  attached  to  the  few  fatal  cases  recorded,  some  of  them 
being  described  as  EngUsh  cholera,  and  ^^  none  of  them  expressly  stated  to  be 
Asiatic  cholera.'' 

The  physicians  cannot  assent  to  this  opinion.    A  disease  is  the  same  in  kind, 
as  observed  in  a  previous  communication,  whether  it  be  sporadic  or  epidemic, 
and  if  so  contagious  as  the  Commissioners  from  some  of  their  observations 
deem  it  to  be,  would  show  this  property  in  its  sporadic  as  well  as  its  epidemic 
form ;  and  with  regard  to  the  objection  that  none  of  the  cases  are  expressly 
stated  to  be  Asiatic  cholera,  it  is  to  be  observed  that  the  same  objection  would 
apply  to  cases  enumerated  in  the  communication  of  the  Commissioners  of  19tlb 
January,  as  Asiatic  cholera,  for  of  five  cases  referred  to  in  Mr.  Crawford's  report, 
all  of  which  are  assumed  by  the  Commissioners  to  be  Asiatic  cholera,  viz.,  No.  6, 
11,  12,  37,  and  54,  it  is  only  "  expressly  stated ''  of  two  (viz.,  No.  1 1  and  No.  12) 
that  they  were  Asiatic  cholera ;  the  fact  is,  that  the  distinction  cannot  be  made 
in  all  cases ;  ^^  the  two  forms  (English  and  Asiatic  cholera)  are  often  not  dis- 
tinguished in  the  returns ;  the  cases  separately  considered,  run  so  insensibly 
S€€  Kcgistrar-         into  each  other,  that  the  attempt  at  distinction  would  have  been  fruitless." 
(iciierai's  Report        The  Commissioners  proceed  to  observe,  "  that  virtually  ;the  experience  of  the  - 
En-^lamrTsls-AQ.  P^^^t^^®  ^^  question  may  be  said  to  be  limited  to  the  epidemic  of  1849."     The 
""      *       "      physicians  are  quite  content^  if  the  Commissioners  so  desire,  to  submit  the 
advisability  of  the  indiscriminate  admission  of  cholera  patients  to  the  test  of  the 
experience  of  the  results  of  the  practice  in  the  epidemic  of  1849. 

The  Commissioners  refer  to  the  case  of  Marcella  Daly  as  an  evidence  of  con-* 
tagion,  on  the  ground  that  ^'  she  must  be  presumed  to  have  been  employed 
in  wa^ihing  the  hospital  clothing  and  bedding ;"  but  as  it  is  not  observ^  that 
laundry-maids  catch  fever  from  washing  hospital  clothing  and  bedding  of  fever 
patients,  and  as  the  Commissioners  have  already  assented  to  the  general 
opinion  that  cholera,  if  contagious  at  all,  ^^  is  much  less  contagious  than  many 
other  febrile  diseases,"  it  does  not  appear  to  be  well  founded,  or  in  accordance 
with  their  own  admission,  to  ascribe  Marcella  Daly's  attack  to  contagion  rather 
than  to  epidemic  influence,  especially  when,  as  already  observed,  not  one  of 
the  nurses,  wardmaids,  or  servants  employed  in  removing  the  clothes,  bedding, 
or  excretions  caught  the  disease. 

The  very  important  fact  brought  forward  by  the  physicians,  viz.,  that  a 
greater  proportion  of  deaths  from  cholera  occurred  in  the  lunatic  department, 
from  which  the  influence  of  contagion  was  most  carefully  excluded,  than  in  the 
Hardwicke  Hospital,  where  there  was  indiscriminate  admission,  is  admitted  by 
the  Commissioners ;  but  they  would  appear  to  desire  to  explain  it  away  by 
putting  forward  a  position,  that  lunatics  must  be  much  more  liable  to  the 
predisposing  causes  of  cholera  than  patients  in  the  airy  and  well-ventilated 
wards  of  a  fever  hospital.  The  physicians  must  beg  to  observe  that  insanity 
or  lunacy  is  proverbially  well  known,  not  only  to  lessen  the  liability  to  other 
diseases,  but  even  to  arrest  the  progress  after  they  have  set  in  of  some  of  the 
most  fatal  diseases.  The  Report  on  the  Lunatic  Asylums  of  Ireland  for  1849 
shows  the  immunity  from  cholera  which  their  inmates  enjoyed  in  the  epidemic 
of  that  year,  and  in  the  progress  of  what  may  still  be  called  the  jiresent 
epidemic  of  cholera :  from  its  commencement  up  to  the  present  date  there  has

occurred  only  a  single  case  of  cholera  among  all  the  district  lunatic  asylums  of  House  of  Industry. 
Ireland^  giving  accommodation  mthin  the  year  to  nearly  4,000  patients.  -— 

ITie  Commissioners'  letter  proceeds  to  observe,  as  if  in  correction  of  an 
alleged  inaccuracy  in  a  statement  of  the  physicians,  that,  ^^  as  r^ards  the 
Whitworth,  the  two  cases  cited  appear  not  to  have  occurred  in  that  hospital, 
but  in  the  porter's  lodge,  at  some  distance  from  the  premises."  There  is, 
however,  no  inaccuracy  in  the  letter  of  the  physicians  (of  the  25th  of  March) ; 
the  two  cases  cited  did  occur  on  the  premises,  and  were  accurately  described  as 
to  their  locality  in  one  paragraph,  thus :  ^^  Another  resident  of  the  institution, 
Anne  Connor,  wife  of  the  porter  of  the  Whitworth  Hospital,  and  her  son, 
having  no  intercourse  with  the  Hardwicke  Hospital,  and  sleeping  within  the 
grounds  of  the  Whitworth  Hospital,  &c/'  And  again,  **  Anne  Connor  (case 
already  noticed)  was  wife  of  porter  in  gate-house  of  Whitworth  Hospital,  was 
attacked  by  cholera,  and  was  treated  in  her  own  residence,  &c.  &c."  The  gate- 
house is  within  the  yard  at  the  rear  of  the  Whitworth  Hospital,  about  twenty 
paces  frt>m  the  hospital ;  were  it  even  more  distant,  the  circumstance  would  only 
Aimish  a  stronger  proof  of  the  futility  of  depending  on  distance  as  a  protection 
against  cholera. 

The  Commissioners  observe,  in  reference  to  the  cases  occurring  in  the  Rich- 
mond Hospital,  that,  ^*  they  have  not  been  able  to  learn  the  particulars,  as  the 
register  of  that  hospital  does  not  supply  the  requisite  information,  and  no  other 
authentic  record  exists  of  the  cases.  It  is  not,  however,  stated  that  any  of  the 
cases  were  fatal,  nor  does  it  appear  how  long  after  admission  the  disorder  showed 
itself.''  But  neither  did  the  registir  of  the  Hardwicke  Hospital  supply  all  the 
required  information ;  and  if  the  Commissioners  had  extended  their  inquiry 
beyond  the  registry  to  the  clinical  clerks,  as  was  done  in  reference  to  the 
Hardwicke  Hospital,  the  requisite  information  might  have  been  attained.  The 
physicians  do  not  see  how  the  question  of  time  as  to  the  occurrence  of  the 
disease,  or  the  result,  bears  upon  the  point,  nor  was  it  taken  into  consideration 
in  reference  to  the  cases  in  the  Hardwicke  Hospital.  Of  the  four  cases  in  the 
Richmond  Hospital,  two  occurred  in  No.  7  ward,  one  in  No.  8,  one  in  No.  9 ; 
one  of  these  in  No.  7  died.  If  the  Commissioners  desire  further  particulars, 
the  physicians  will  feel  happy  to  give  all  the  assistance  in  their  power  in  the 
inquiry. 

The  Commissioners  observe,  that  small  as  ^^  the  number  is  of  the  fatal  cases 
of  cholera  admitted  on  all  hands  to  have  arisen  in  the  Hardwicke  Fever  Hos- 
pital, in  wards  to  which  cholera  patients  had  previously  been  admitted,  it 
remains  and  must  remain  doubtful  whether  these  persons  would  have  lost  their 
lives  if  the  practice  had  not  been  pursued,  and  the  Commissioners  cannot 
forbear  to  express  their  deep  regret  that  such  a  practice  ever  existed."  llie 
physicians  feel  that  they  have  great  reason  to  complain  of  the  misrepresentation 
now  repeated  in  the  above  paragraph,  in  which  it  is  stated  that  the  fatal  cases 
of  cholera  occurred  "in  wards  to  which  cholera  patients  had  been  previously 
admitted ;"  conveying  plainly  that  there  were  other  wards  into  which  cholera 
was  not  admitted,  and  that  it  was  only  in  the  wards  into  which  cholera  cases 
were  admitted  that  cases  of  cholera  and  death  occurred. 

This  is  a  misrepresentation,  or  mistake,  that  should  not  have  been  repeated ; 
and  the  physicians,  in  their  letter  of  25th  March,  corrected  the  error,  obviously 
one  of  great  importance ;  and  they  now,  in  justice  to  themselves,  quote  both  the 
original  error  of  statement,  and  their  correction  of  it  {vide  Letter  of  Physicians* 
March  25th.)  *^  Mr.  Crawford's  report  proceeds  :  *  I  may  observe  that  in  all 
the  cases  in  which  cholera  was  taken  by  fever  patients,  it  appears  conclusively 
from  the  return  that  they  were  in  the  same  ward  with  cholera  patients,'  leaving 
it  to  be  inferred  that  there  were  wards  into  which  cholera  was  not  admitted ; 
but  there  were  no  such  wards.  The  distribution  of  the  wards  was  as  follows  : 
there  were  nine  wards  (Nos.  1,  2,  3,  4,  6,  8,  9)  into  which  patients,  whether 
fever  or  cholera,  were  indiscriminately  admitted  as  vacancies  occurred ;  and 
Mr.  Crawford's  report  gives  cases  in  sdl  these  wards.  Nos.  6  and  7  were  con- 
valescent wards."  Into  the  convalescent  wards  the  convalescent  from  both 
diseases  were  admitted  in  common. 

The  facts  are,  that  although  cholera  cases  were  indiscriminately  admitted 
into  all  the  wards,  seven  in  number  (exclusive  of  the  two  convalescent  wards),  the 
cases  that  did  occur  were  confined  to  three  of  the  wards,  viz.  Nos.  4,  6,  and  8, 
and  that  in  the  remaining  four  wards  (viz.,  Nos.  1,  2,  3,  and  9)  no  case  of  the  1 
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^Hduie  of  lodastry.  disease  arose ;  and  it  is  further  to  be  observed  that  No.  9  ward  received  23 

cases  of  cholera,  being  neariy  double  the  number  received  into  any  other  ward, 

and  being  nearly  one-half  its  whole  number  of  patients,  and  yet  no  oase  of 
cholera  arose  among  its  inmates,  showing  how  groundless  is  the  apprehensiaa 
of  the  disease  spreading  to  other  patients.  To  the  hypothetical  speculation 
advanced,  that  it  remains,  and  must  remain  doubtful  whether  cases  of  cholara 
would  have  originated  in  the  Hardwicke  Hospital  if  cases  of  cholera  had  not 
been  admitted,  sufficient  reply  is  to  be  found  in  the  facts  already  proved,  ior 
they  are  not  controverted,  that  of  the  several  departments  of  the  whole  institu- 
tion, the  smallest  proportion  of  cases  of  cholera  occurred  in  the  Hardwicke 
Hospital,  into  which  cholera  cases  were  indiscriminately  admitted,  and  that  an 
actually  equal  but  proportionably  greater  number  of  deaths  occurred  in  that 
department  from  which  contagion  was  most  carefully  excluded.  If  there  had 
occurred  a  greater  number  of  cases  of  cholera  in  the  Hardwicke  Hospital  than 
in  the  other  departments  of  the  institution  from  which  cholera  cases  were 
excluded,  then  it  might  have  been  justifiable  to  attribute  the  overplus  to  the 
admission  of  cholera  cases  into  the  Hardwicke ;  but  as  a  less  number  of  cases 
occurred  in  the  Hardwicke  than  in  the  other  departments,  there  exists  no 
ground  for  attributing  the  occurrence  of  the  four  cases  that  did  arise  in  the 
Hardwicke  to  any  other  cause  than  that  to  which  they  are  attributable  in  the 
other  departments,  viz.,  epidemic  influence.  There  would  appear  to  be  no 
difference  of  opinion  on  the  following  points  in  favour  of  indiscriminate  admiseioa 
of  cholera  oases  into  the  Hardwicke  Hospital :  1st.  That  cholera  is  leas  con* 
tagious  than  fever,  and  that,  therefore,  on  the  ground  of  contagion,  there  exists 
no  sufficient  reason  for  not  admitting  cholera  cases  into  the  Hardwioke 
Hospital ;  2dly.  That  the  whole  acconmiodation  of  the  hospital  is  thus  at  once 
available  for  patients  whether  suffering  from  fever  or  cholera,  whereas,  by 
enforcing  a  system  of  separate  wards,  the  presence  of  a  single  case  of  cholera 
in  a  wanl  excludes  all  fever  cases  horn  admission  to  that  ward,  and  in  like 
manner  of  a  case  of  fever  in  another  ward,  and  thus  beds  may  remain  unoccupied 
however  ui^ently  required,  and  a  staff  is  supported  that  may  be  idle  or  only 
half  employed  ;  3dly.  That  a  most  wholesome  encouraging  moral  effect  is  pro- 
duced upon  the  people  by  teaching  them  to  consider  cholera  in  the  same  light 
as  any  other  epidemic  or  contagious  disease  ;  4thly.  That  in  an  hospital  such 
as  the  Hardwicke,  where  so  many  young  men  are  educated  who  are  afterwards 
to  have  chaise  of  our  troops  and  fellow-subjects  in  our  colonies,  it  is  of  great 
importance  to  let  them  learn  by  example  as  well  as  by  precept  how  little  we 
dread  for  ourselves  the  contagion  of  cholera,  and  how  Utde  it  is  to  be  feared, 
with  ventilation  and  cleanliness,  and  thus  to  teach  them  not  only  to  divest 
themselves  of  fear,  but  to  inspire,  by  their  example,  confidence  into  the  minds 
of  all  around  them. 

The  Commissioners,  however,  object  to  permit  the  practice  of  the  Hardwicke 
Hospital  to  continue  under  the  apprehensions  that, 

1st.  Fever  patients  may  take  cholera  from  the  cases  admitted. 

2d.  That  the  presence  of  cholera  cases  may  cause  terror  among  fever  patients, 
and  deter  them  from  entering  the  hospital. 

The  first  apprehension  it  is  hoped  will  now  at  length  be  completely  dispelled 
by  the  review  of  the  admitted  facts  relative  to  the  practice  of  the  hospital  in 
the  epidemic  of  1849,  which  show  that  this  apprehension  need  not  be  enter- 
tained. 

With  regard  to  the  second  apprehension,  the  physicians  have  already  suffi- 
ciently met  it  in  their  previous  communication,  and  they  may  now  aidd,  as 
corroboration  of  their  statement,  and  showing  that  those  applying  for  hospital 
relief  had  no  terror  about  the  presence  of  cholera  cases,  the  following  return  of 
the  numbers  received  into  the  Hardwicke  Hospital  from  14th  March  to  3 1st 
October  in  the  respective  years  of  1848-1849: — In  1848,  when  there  were  no 
cholera  cases,  the  total  number  admitted  was  1,385;  in  1849,  when  cholera 
cases  were  received,  the  total  number  admitted  was  1.638,  from  which,  if  we 
deduct  59,  the  number  of  cases  of  cholera  adpiitted,  the  respective  numbers  of 
patients  suffering  imder  other  diseases  will  be,  for  1848,  1,385  ;  for  1849,  1,579 ; 
satisfactorily  showing  that  the  presence  of  cholera  cases  did  not  deter  patients 
from  entering  the  hospital. 
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Tlie  physicians  beg  to  subjoin  the  following  copy  of  a  letter  received  from  the  House  of  Industiy; 
resident  medical  oflScer  of  the  Middlesex  Hospital,  whose  opinion  is  based  on 
experience,  the  only  ground  on  which  an  opinion  is  entitled  to  consideration : — 

"Dear  Sir,  " Midcflesea:  Hospital,  24  April  1854. 

"  In  reply  to  your  two  questions,  *  Whether  we  have  admitted  cases  of  cholera 
into  the  same  wards  with  other  patients/  and  ^Whether  we  have  «een  any 
injury  or  inconvenience  to  arise  from  it/  I  beg  leave  to  inform  you,  on  the  part 
of  Dr.  Hawkins  and  the  physicians,  that  we  have  admitted  such  oases  iiito  the 
wards,  and  have  mixed  them  up  with  the  other  patients ;  and,  secondly,  that  we 
have  not  experienced  any  inconvenience,  nor  have  we  seen  the  slightest  injury 
arise  from  it-  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  under  such  regulations,  also,  the 
cases  obtain  far  better  treatment,  nursing,  and  care  than  under  any  other  exclu- 
sive system.  My  own  experience  of  the  epidemic  in  1632  and  1649  confirms 
your  views,  viz.,  that  it  is  highly  prejudicial  to  seclude  cases  of  cholera,  and 
since  we  have  opened  our  wards  to  cases  indiscriminately,  we  have  not  had  any 
patient  seized  with  the  disease  in  the  hospital.  We  observed  no  alarm  and  no 
dread  of  handling  such  patients  oh  the  part  of  the  other  inmates  ;  and  of  course 
if  the  medical  staff  do  not  consider  it  necessary  to  seclude  «uch  cases,  the  atten- 
dants and  other  patients  do  their  duties  towards  the  sufferers  from  cholera  with 
more  confidence,  and  without  alarm  or  apprehension.

Letter  from  the  Poor  Law  (Commissioners  to  the  Physicians  of  the  Whilworth 
and  Hardwickt  Hospitals,  dated  1  July  1854. 

The  Commissioners  for  Administering  the  Laws  for  Relief  of  the  Poor  in 
Ireland  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  30th  ultimo,  on  the  admis- 
sion of  cholera  patients  into  the  Hardwicke  Fever  Hospital. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners,  the  observations  contained  in  that  letter 
impart  no  additional  weight  to  the  facts  and  arguments  which  had  previously, 
been  urged  by  the  physicians  in  support  of  their  opinion  that  it  is  desirable  to 
receive  cholera  patients  into  the  same  wards  in  which  patients  are  under  treat- 
ment for  every  descriptiom  of  febrile  complaint. 

In  closing  this  correspondence,  the  C!ommissioners  must  remind  the  physi- 
cians, that  their  refusal  to  permit  the  continuance  of  this  practice  was  declared 
by  them  to  rest  on  considerations  independent  of  the  question  whether  cholera 
could  be  taken  by  personal  proximity  to  those  suflfering  under  the  disease ; 
and  that  the  recent  correspondence  has  reference  only  to  the  alleged  success  of 
an  experience  of  that  practice  alleged  to  have  been  of  many  years'  duration. 
In  the  course  of  this  controversy  it  has,  on  the  one  hand,  been  conceded  that 
cholera,  if  contagious,  is  so  in  far  less  degree  than  many  other  febrile  diseases^ ; 
and  on  the  other  hand,  it  has  not  been  maintained,  either  that  the  disease  is  not 
attended  with  great  risk  to  life,  or  that  it  is  not  communicable  by  personal 
proximity. 

This  being  so,  it  is  impossible  to  regard  as  satisfactory  an  experiment 
attended  by  the  loss  of  several  lives  of  fever  patients  who  have  taken  cholera 
in  wards  into  which  cholera  patients  had  previously  been  admitted  for  treatment, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  so  much  insisted  on  by  the  physicians,  that  a*  very 
much  larger  proportion  of  fever  patients  were  exposed  to  the  same  influences, 
and  did  not  take  the  disease. 

As  already  stated,  however,  the  Commissioners  think  that  valid  objections 
exist  to  the  practice  in  question  on  other  grounds  than  that  of  the  actual  risk 
to  life.  This  opinion  they  retain,  and  will  give  effect  to  it  so  long  as  they  are 
responsible  for  the  exercise  of  control  over  the  hospitals  of  the  House  of

Letter  from  the  Physicians  of  the  Whitworth  and  Hardwicke  Hospitals  to  the 

Commissioners,  dated  3  July  1854. 

On  the  part  of  the  phjrsidans  of  the  hospitals  of  the  House  of  Industry,  I  b^ 
to  acknowfedge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  1st  instant,  conveying  the  final 
determination  of  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners ;  and  in  reply,  I  am  to  observe, 
that  however  the  opinions  of  the  Conmiissioners  and  of  the  physicians  may  still 
differ,  the  lengthened  correspondence  that  has  taken  place  has,  had  the  good 
effect  of  correcting  errors  and  omissions  that  might  otherwise  have  remained, 
and  of  establishing  the  complete  accuracy  of  the  facts  and  statements  which  the 
physicians  have  adduced  in  support  of  their  views.
